EE great game of showmanship has projected 
many remarkable personalities on to the 
screen of the world. Star performers like 
Caruso, Chaplin, Florence Mills, Bernhardt, 
Coquclin, Kean, Mansfield, Toscanini and 
heir kind are known to their generation almost 
intimately as regards their private lives and per- 
sonmalitic=. as well as by virtue of their art. On the 
other hand, the great impresarios remain, save for a 
few personal or business associates and a few social 
acquaintances “wrapped in mystery”. By their works 
we know them. But the individuality which is the 
d>:ving force of their entertainment benefactions to 
the community remains hidden. Tho the names of 
such masters of showmanship as the Shuberts, 
Charles B. Cochran, the Warners, Stanislavski, Rein- 
hardt are household words, they remain for mOst peo- 
ple mames only. Yet the genius and personality of 
such past masters of presentation provide the life 
force of the great industry which gives opportunity of 
achievement to artists and relaxation to myriads of 
their fellows al) over the world. 

Those indeed who are “in the know”, who meet 
and converse with these directors of the “gaffs” of 
the world, often find them more entertaining and 
ettractive than the more exploited personalities whom 
they “put across”. It is no exaggeration to say that 
many of the world’s leading showmen possess the 
mental capacity and zeal and charm that would 
eLable them in another sphere of labor to stand on 
equal terms with the living and legendary figures of 
Statesmanship, military prowess, religious, social and 
scientific advancement. 

Such 8 man is Bertram Mills, the circus magnate 
of London. 


Born Without Silver Spoon 

The story of Bert Mills’ life defies treatment in 
limited journalistic confines. But it is significant that 
he, like so many other leaders of human activity, 
began his career without any favorable applications 
of the proverbiai silver spoon. Nature, vice his Eng- 
lish parentage, endowed him, however, with assets 
Vastly more advantageous than that argentiferous 
trinket. Iv gave him, for example, a fine physique, a 
Clear-eved judgment of men and the so-called lower 
animils, a gemjal and kindly disposition, a mind +o 
think broadly and precisely, and a will to put the 
thoughts of that mind into full play. Above all, it 
gave him a sense of detail and decency which has re- 
suited in his achieving mastery in the various ave- 
mues cf endeavor in which he has adventured. 

It wac his love and understanding of animals 
¢human end four footed, but particularly the latter) 
that launched him on his career as an entertainer, 
Horses were the passion of Bertram Mills’ life, and 
lis UNcanny gifts as a friend of the friend of man 
@fe responsible for his success in various fields, as 
weil as in the world of the circus—where horses are 
and will always be the bright particular stars. At an 
early age his genius in horsemanship was appreciated 
and he became world famous as the best four-in- 
hand whip while driving for Ella Ross. 

In the heyday of the horse show Mills was the 
master of his calling. He traveled all over the world, 
winning recognition and gaining experience, which 
he has turned now to account in another capacity. 


Horse Show Enthusiast 

The horse shows were, before the days of motors, 
principal attractions on the Continent and associated 
with the equine displays more often than not were 
Circuses. Mills, a devotee of the horse, naturally de- 
lightec in these shows without, however, imagining 
that he would ever develop a proprietorial interest in 
them. Meantime he learned in the prize ring many 
valuable lessons of general showmanship. For ex- 
ample, he was never satisfied with anything but the 
mouet detailed perfection of presentation. Grooming 
was a ritucl, condition a mania, health a watchword, 
style a dominant ambition, harness and equipment 
must be superlative 

Mcantime he interested himself in vehicles, as well 
as in the noble beasts who draw them. He turned 
his attention to Coach building. A visit to the States 
gave him ideas for the hackney wagon, now familiar 
as the Mills wagon, which has become the adjunct of 
hackney horse showing universally. 

Recognized as the finest judge of horse flesh in 
this country, it was not surprising that when the war 
came and Mills—patriot and enthusiast as he is— 
joined His Majesty's forces, he was detailed to the de- 
partment that supplied and maintained army trans- 
port. In the Army Service Corps he did invaluable 
work in the early and most difficult days. He was 
gazetted and became a captain, bringing his profes- 
sienai qualifications and imagination to bear not only 
in horse supply, but in the provision of forage at 
home and abroad. During the war and the equally 
important period of demobilization he saw to the 
proviems Of transportation, civil forage supplies, etc.

His expertness also Came into play in the invention 
of special transport wagons, including the double 
back wheeling of vehicles to overcome travel diffi- 
culties over bad country. 

It was at this period that a long and invaluable 
association was formed with his friend, that in- 
Gefatigable and foreisghted accountant-showman, J. 
Russell Pickering, who was at one time actually Ber- 
tram Mills’ commanding officer and who now acts 
as general manager of Captain Mills’ show ventures. 

The war ended, he retired to his Redhill farm. 
With changing conditions hackney horses were not 
in great demand, and his energies sought another 
outlet. Always an active member of the Olympia 
Hurse Show committee, Bert Mills happened one day 
—a day pregnant with possibilities for the future of 
English entertainment—to go the rounds with the 
managing director of Olympia. They talked about 
the annual Christmas circus, then a frail wraith of 
what Mills has since made of it—and it was suggested 
to Mills that he himself should “have a cut at it”. 


His First Circus Connection 

He had no practical experience of running a show 
of this kind—but the idea appealed to him. Every 
man who, by Almighty grace, keeps a vestige of the 
boy 1n his heart must love the tan-ring show. And 
Bertram Mills is still very much of a boy. One can 
imagine how that tantalizing suggestion fermented!

Nu wonder then that he pondered it, and with 
that Intensely practical and detailed way of his set 
off to make a minute study of all the best ring shows 
cf the world. He absorbed a wealth of circus knowl- 
edge, adding this to the already accumulated store 
of show craft. Also he brought to bear criticism, 
imagination and an appreciation of modern show 
methods. 

“I felt,” he says, “that one had to go for it in a 
revolutionary spirit. I saw it was possible to present 
a circus as cleanly, comfortably and with as lavish 
spectacie as a first-rate and up-to-the-minute revue. 
So I took over Olympia, the great building, the of- 
fices, installed a clerica] staff and wondered whether 
I hadn’t made a fool of myself!” 


His War Buddy as Partner 


Perhaps out of this doubt came his determination 
to write to his former O. C. and friend, Captain 
Pickering, telling him of his resolve and asking him 
whether he was disposed to come in. “Pick”, who 
folowing his career in arms, had returned to his prac- 
vice as a London accountant, smelt gunpowder again 
and joined his chief. He, too, had only a schoolboy’s 
knowledge of circus—and a schoolboy’s love of it. 
But they decided between them that they could make 
a go of it without calling on the services of profes- 
sional managerial aid. For Mills felt that the Eng- 
lish circus had declined in popular favor largely be- 
cause the circus proprietors and managers had goi 
into a groove and were working on tradition rather 
than for contemporary public requirements 

At Olympia, prior to his regime, there had been 
a circus and fair. He decided to make it the circus 
and the fair. Realizing that the old-time, happy-go- 
lucky fair workers, collarless or mufflered. inaccurate 
as to shaving when not to washing, were out of place 
in a London amusement center, he got together a 


e t e 

body of stall holders, side-show and ride people who 
gave an entirely new tone to the building and busi- 
bess. He set the ground out with an experienced 
transpor: officer's consideration of the requirements 
vf moving crowds. In a word, he made the fun 
tair a clean, lively and practical attraction. 

In regard to the circus his methods were equally 
drestic. This new broom swept clean. He engaged 
at apparently reckless expenditure the finest talent 
available in the world, the most amusing clowns, the 
most thrilling acts, the best trained animals. He made 
it a contract condition that all costumes should 
be new or “as new” and all equipment of the best. 

His selection of performers is a jealously guarded 
personal responsibility. He will have no “blind book- 
ing” of talent, and his agents all over the world 
know that the final decision rests entirely upon 
Milis’ own verdict. He travels annually thousands 
of miles to see acts which he thinks may give a new 
thrill to the sophisticated London showgoer. No 
journey is too far, no trouble too great, no price too 
high, if he considers a turn worth while. And he 
composes his program as carefully as a musician 
scores a symphony so as to get just the right variety, 
light and shade and satisfaction into his bill. 


Excels as a Producer 


But where he excels is as a producer. “We sell 
the public talent, not time,” is his motto. He will 
not have any time waster in his bills. Every act 
must ,begin with the entree, cutting out all pre- 
liminary “business” and minute-passing nonsense. 

This he put imto practice from the beginning 
of his circus career. He had seen many good turns 
frittering away the excellence of their act by perform. 
ing a lot of second-rate stuff. All this he trimmed 
away, selecting the best few minutes of each act 
This meant enormously increasing the cost of his 
bill, for tho he reduced a performer's time he paid 
the performer full price just the same. 

“Cut out all fal-lals. Let us have absolute pit- 
pat, up-to-date talent,” he said. 

Surne of the artists, used to the old-time wasting 
business, objected at first and were hurt by this edit- 
ing But after working with him none failed to 
recognize the improvement effected by Bertram Mills’ 
methods of circus production. They learned another 
thing from him too, even more surprising. It was 
that the proprietor regarded all his artists and em- 
picyces as members of a great family for which 
he was liable. He met this liability not merely by 
paying liberally for services rendered, but also in 
terms of personal interest and by rendering them all 
reasonabie assistance not only in their work, but as 
fcllow men and women. He watches over their well 
being, particularly as regards artists from abroad or 
newcomers to London. Indeed, he spares no atten- 
tion, ongaging expert assistance to look to the 
comfort of his artists, engaging interpreters to meet 
them on arrival and help them at boat, station o: 
customs. He has women to meet the female artists. 
to scttie them in proper lodgings, even to look after 
their children. 

He takes no credit for this, however, modestly ex- 
plaining it aWay as good business policy and pretend- 
ing that such personal reception and good will are 
aimed at getting the best return from the performers 
and a better show all round. There is something to 
be said for that, of course, tho there is more to be 
said for the cordial and kindly spirit that everyone. 
artist or layman, who has met Bertram Mills recog- 
nizes as the dominating factor of a remarkable per- 
sonality. 


Supervises All Details 

Again at Olympia this personal touch is every- 
where evident. He himself looks into every detai! 
of comfort and efficient organization for his artists 
and staff, supervising the dressing rooms and ap- 
proving arrangements for his players’ comfort. 

Minute attention to detail is perhaps the secret 
of Mills’ abounding success. Nothing escapes his at- 
tention, no trifle is too small for careful considera- 
tion with a view to improvement. His personal su- 
pervision of every point from seating and acoustics 
to the hanging up of harness or the polishing of a 
vit —from the lighting of a high trapeze to the wigs 
of the clowns—and from the stopping of a draught 
to the decoration of an elephant—is a matter for 
wonder even among the many experts who co-operate 
with him. 

His two sons, Cyril and Bernard Mills, who durivge 
the iast few years have joined him in the business 
have assjmilated from him the same devotion to de- 
tails of organization and administration. Owing 


to thc magnitude of the business, departmentalizing 
has been necessary, but for all that the master hand 
of the criginator of the business is everywhere evi- 
dent. His departmental chiefs will tell you that

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Some Glimpses of John Ringling 


E DRESSES as tho poured forth from the 
mold of a tailor’s shop. He collects old 
masters for his $20,000,000 Museum of Art 
in Sarasota. He presides there, in that 
Floridian paradise, over his Venetian Palace 

on the shores of a beautiful bay, with his palatial 

yacht anchored at its very door. He smokes expensive 
cigars from the time he arises until late at night— 
or early in the morning, as one chooses to designate 

it—when he goes to bed. He has sad, heavy eyes and a 

physique which would mark him in any crowd of 

men as a modern Greek god. He talks of politics, of 
literature, of art, of Freud and of Neitzsche, and yet 
is equally at ease with one of his workingmen or 
with an authority on all these subjects. He has all 
the grace and graciousness of a Chesterfield, and he 
can swear with all the fervor of a devotee of the art. 

But, basically and at heart, he is now and always 
will be “Mister John, master showman.” 

John Ringling, truly the czar of the circus world 
—for he controls the majority of railroad circuses 
now—is like no other man in the world. To every 
one of his thousands of performers and employees 
he is always known as “Mister John”, never Mr. 
Ringling, and yet all of them stand in awe oi him. 


His life and fame are in perfect harmony with 
his background. John Ringling was one of a family 
of 11, one of seven sons. The family lived in Mac- 
Gregor, Ia., a typical “Main Street” town, and moved 
while John was still a small boy to Baraboo, Wis., 
a move which was later to bring as much fame 
to that little hamlet as did Schlitz in the olden 
days to its older and larger sister—Milwaukee. 


His Early Life 


Harnessmakers—-that was the trade of the Rung- 
lings, for in those days the good old German family 
spelled its naMe that way. Later the error of a 
typesetter was to make it Ringling, and it has so 
remained 

Hundreds of the farmers of Baraboo and its ter- 
ritory were accustomed to bring their horses to the 
Ringling shop there to purchase shiny new harnesses 
It was there that there was born in all of the 
Ringling brothers that love for horseflesh and that 
desire to see them well outfitted with brilliant new 
equipment which has since manifested itself in the 
glorification of the horse in the circuses controlled 
by this showman. 

One day a traveling concert troupe came to Bara- 
boo, and the Ringlings were among the citizenry who 
listened and commented. One of the older brothers 
that night conceived an idea—an idea which was to 
give birth to the “greatest show on earth”. And a 
few weeks later the Ringling Brothers started forth 
on their first tour, then and there becoming the 
troupers they remained forever after. Then was 
begun a tour which has continued over a literal 
“million miles”. John played the bass viol in the 
orchestra and “doubled in brass,” playing a cornet in 
the band which paraded the streets. The little con- 
cert company met with success, and then the show- 
manship of the brothers manifested itself. A wan- 
dering circus encountered financial difficulties. The 
assets consisted of a hyena. ‘There were a pair of 
contortionists, a trapeze act and two tumblers with 
this troupe. One of the Ringlings, with the consent 
of his brothers, approached this stranded troupe, 
purchased the “menagerie”, signed the performers, 
and that day was born “Ringling Brothers’ Greatest 
Show on Earth.” 


Played One-Night Stands 


They played one-night stands in the little towns 
of Wisconsin, Iowa and now and then vénturing up 
into Minnesota or even into the Dakotas. At the 
conclusion of a night’s performance they piled their 
belongings into wagons, drove all night thru mud or 
dust, with John driving the lead team and “laying 
out the route.” Later when the circus had become 
a railroad show and was traveling on its own trains 
John became the traffic manager. Today he can tell 
you without hesitation the name of every town in 
the United States, can recite to you the railroad 
facilities of each town, the number of sidetracks to 
be found, the attitude of that town as to license fees, 
the “haul” from railroad to circus lot or any other 
information which might prove useful to a circus. 


Today John Ringling remains as the last of the 
brothers. Five of these were active in the ownership 
of the “Big Show”. Today he stands on a pinnacle 
as operator of six great circuses, and as he chews 
on his de-nicotinized cigars—made especially for his 
use—there must come to him visions of those sleep- 
less nights back in Wisconsin and Iowa when the 
“rolling stock” of the show consisted of 3 wagons 
and 10 horses. The elder brothers have all died. 
And now he is in absolute control. But still the 
five faces of the Ringling Brothers slanted actoss

the tattered posters of the little towns of the Mid- 
west remain fresh in the memory of all circus fans. 

P. T. Barnum in all his glory, legendary or actual, 
was hever the showman that John Ringling is. 
Barnum dreamed great dreams. John Ringling, more 
practical, put the dreams into execution and made 
of them realities. 


Has Vast Interests 


Today he owns railroads, vast producing oil lands, 
thousands upon thousands of acres of lands and is 
reckoned as one of the six richest men in the world. 
He has many, many times entertained Presidents of 
these United States and potentates of other lands. 
He typifies and personifies “big business”, yet by 
9 out of 10 persons he is rightly regarded even now 
as “John Ringling, the circus man,” for it is his 
circus or circuses which still hold his chief interest, 
and it is there that his chief fame will be secure 
always. 


He collects art and purchases qa half-million-dollar 
original with all the ease and assurance of one to 
the manner born, and be it said for him that he has 
yet to be bested. He has the largest individual col- 
lection of Rubens in the world. He has an art 
museum loaded with almost priceless treasures of the 
Old Worid. He imports marble for this museum

direct from Greece and Italy, quarried from ancient 
temples, yet always he is the master showman. 

One just does not at first connect the “world’s’ 
greatest circus”, five rings and two stages, with mu- 
seums and art. And yet they are inseparably con- 
nected with J°©hn Ringling. 


Contributes to Charity 


He is reputed to be cold blooded, and for all his 
millions he will haggle over the price of a board to 
be used in building a new cage at the winter quar- 
ters. But his charities are immense, and never once 
does his name appear in connection with them. His 
circus winters in his own town of Sarasota, Fla., the 
town which owes whatever fame it may have to him 
and to his late brother, Charles. There three days 
each week the public is permitted to view the vast 
zoo which has succeeded that old-time menagerie of 
one hyena and which now embraces animals of every 
known variety and species from the four corners of 
the earth. A small admission fee is charged, but 
one when reckoned in terms of thousands of such 
fees paid each week would pay the expenses of the 
winter months when the circus is “in storage”. But 
not so. The receipts are placed in a community 
chest, and its moneys are expended in charity and 
in civic projects in Sarasota. The little seaside town 
each year stages a pageant which has taken rank 
with the Mardi Gras of New Orleans or the Veiled 
Prophets of St. Louis. The expenses of that pageant 
are paid by John Ringling to gratify a whim he has 
of making Sarasota known to the world and of giv- 
ing delight to the thousands of visitors who come 
each year to this big event. And during that pag- 
eant “Mister John” sits in his office, which com- 
mands a view of the entire business section of Sara- 
sota. There he chews upon his cigar, smiles quietly, 
and to the newspapermen who have come from afar 
to witness this unique pageant, he says: “Sam 


Gumpertz and Charley Kannely put on a great show, 
didn’t they, boys?” Gumpertz, himself a_ great 
showman, is John Ringling’s right-hand man in 
these events, while Charles Kannely is his faithful 
and ever-present secretary of the circus. 

John Ringling is known as cold and phlegmatic. 
Yet let one of his performers be injured, and he 1s 
first to be back on the lot to inquire as to his 
welfare and as to his financial condition. He is 
Said never to show emotion, and yet he will stand 
in the entrance to the arena at Madison Square 
Garden each spring and his eyes glisten and sparkle 
aS once again a new season is ushered into being 
for the circus, and once again the strains from Merle 
Evans’ cornet announce the opening of a “new and 
bigger show”. He will wipe a tear from his eye as 
he talks with an old performer who has outlived his 
usefulness, and in the next moment will ruthlessly 
cut another from the payroll. 


Dynamic Personality 


To the public at large a picture of circus chief- 
tains has long been presented which pictures them 
as ferocious in appearance, be-mustached growling 
tyrants before whom their subjects of the white tops 
crawl in abject terror. To this same public it is a 
revelation to see this quiet, low-spoken, well-tailored 
gentleman standing inconspicuously on the circus 
lot, seeing and hearing everything yet seldom mak- 
ing his presence known. Yet that presence is known 
to every performer, every employee the moment he 
steps on the lot. There is an electric spark about 
the man which communicates itself at once to all 
about him and in that strange, underground manner 
by which such reports become circulated in a style 
which brings envy to a radio station, the word goes 
forth “Mister John is here.” Circus people are faith- 
ful and loyal. They are the finest people in the 
world. But on those days when “Mister John” re- 
turns from one of his frequent journeys to Europe 
or away from the lot, there is a decided difference in 
the snap and speed of the show. For they know full 
well that he will overlook nothing. Perhaps here a 
performer has a streak of dirt on his costume. Per- 
haps today instead of completing a triple he did 
only a “two and a half” thru the air, or perhaps he 
omitted some little detail of his work. When he 
emerges at the performers’ exit he is more than likely 
to find “Mister John” has preceded him and is stand- 
ing there awaiting his exit. As he seeks to pass with 
a forced smile and a nod, he is halted and quietly 
but firmly the master speaks: “Jack, that act did not 
look so well today.” That is all. That is all that is 
necessary. That performer will not be negligent 
again. 

He knows the salary or wages of every person in 
his cmploy—and this is some mental feat of itself 
when one realizes he has thousands working for him. 
A story is told of a clown who was receiving $60 a 
week. Deciding he must have more money be went 
to John Ringling and made known his wants. Pa- 
tiently hearing the man’s story, when he had finished 
Mister John said: “Why, Bill, you are getting $50 a 
week now. YOu know we cannot afford to pay you 
more than that.” Dazed and bewildered, the clown 
went back to the dressing tent thinking to himself. 
“Mister John thinks I am getting only $50. If he 
finds I am getting $60 he will cut my salary. I bet- 
ter be content.” And at the “front door” of the cir- 
cus “Mister John” complacently chewed upon his 
cigar and smiled. 

He loves bridge. Where the circus chief has al- 
ways been pictured as playing stud poker for his 
stakes, John Ringling may be seen almost any evé- 
ning with a few cronies playing bridge. He is an ex- 
pert at the game and has played with men who have 
written books about its intricacies and has seldom 
come out second best. He seldom plays for money. 
The few dollars he might win or lose mean nothing 
to him, but it is the mechanical problems of the 
game which interest him. 


Horses His Delight 


Horses remain his delight. The big circus alone, 
the one which bears the Ringling name, has some 
600 horses and each of them must at all times be 
sleek and well groomed. A relic of those days when 
John was playing about the harness shop of his 
father back in Iowa. 

A great believer in publicity for his enterprises, he 
hires a nuge press staff of high-grade publicity ex- 
peris and then instructs them there is to be ho 
personal publicity about himself. It is as easy to 
talk with John Ringling as with the policeman on 
the beat, but it is harder to get an “interview” with 
bim than with the sequestered inhabitant of the 
Vatican. 

Despite his years of experience in meeting people, 
his vast wealth and his power, he is bashful. He

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SHOWMEN.--Tie Up With Aviation 


HOWMEN—Tie up with aviation is a com- 
mand applicable to ali branches of outdoor 
show business. Good showmanship entails 
catering to the demand of the amusement- 
seeking public. The public is interested 
in anything concerned with aviation. The news- 
papers consistently take up news associated with 
aviation projects because of great public interest. 
Therefore, sell your customers aviation and you wil 
find a timely and receptive market. 

The public wants wholesome amusement and you 
have it in aviation 

We must have the vision to take advantage of 
trends of public tendencies. Business men who 
study public trends and back their judgment ac- 
cordingly always secure results most gratifying. The 
trend is to aviation. Play aviation to the limit dur- 
ing the ensuing season. 

Most of us still think of aviation as solely a 
stunt activity for people who can afford to operate 
aircraft entirely for sport. Today, however, aviation 
has developed into a practical quick means of trans- 
portation. 

Let us briefiy trace the historic background of 
the development of heavier-than-air craft. 

Prior to the World War, the inventors of airplanes 
such as the Wright Brothers, Glen Curtiss and others 
did their stuff in flying by stunting at fairs and 
celebrations. The main attraction at any outdoor 
function was the few minutes’ flight made by the 
pioneer aviators. Thousands and thousands of peo- 
ple were attracted to the fair solely to see one of 
these marvelous airmen in his machine flashing 
by thru space. Great public interest in aviation was 
manifested many years ago. 


War Centered Interest 


During the war airplanes were used as instru- 
ments of destruction for both offensive and de- 
fensive warfare. Both the allies and the enemy used 
airplanes effectively for reconnaissance work, for 
aerial photography, for shooting down balloons, for 
flying low and “strafing” troops, for directing artil- 
lery fire and for pursuit and aerial combat work. 
There was no more spectacular war activity than 
the fighting done in the air. Public interest in 
aviation all over the world was created and main- 
tained consistently by the “war in the air”. 

After the war airplanes developed into a quick 
means of transportation and we find aviation mak- 
ing rapid strides since the famous Lindbergh flight. 
All remember that day in May, 1927, when Lind- 
bergh took off, alone, from Roosevelt Field in Long 
Island on his epochal flight across the Atlantic. 
People all over the world were thrilled and astounded 
when Lindbergh successfully landed the “Spirit of 
St. Louis” at Le Bourget, France. “Lindbergh has 
landed,” “Lindbergh has landed,” everyone shouted. 
This historic Lindy flight drove home to all that a 
genuine quick Means of transportation had been 
born. Aviation had arrived. The airplane was no 
longer solely a sport machine only for the wealthy. 
Public imagination had been stirred thruout the 
world as never before. Aviation went ahead by 
leaps and bounds 

Millions of dollars poured into the development 
and establishment of airports thruout the United 
States. This capital was necessary for building air 
terminals for the transportation lines and for the 
establishing of aviation schools. Friendly rival towns 
tried to outdo each other in the promotion of mod- 
ernly equipped landing fields. Civic pride was stirred 
and capital for such work was easy to obtain, Pros- 
perity contributed lavishly to the extension of a large 
network of airports. 


Air Transportation 


The national governments of the world recog- 
nized air transportation by inaugurating airmail 
routes. The United States Government made rapid 
strides in the extension of air mail lines. Cities, 
towns and even villages thruout the country built 
landing fields or municipal airports to be prepared 
to handle ever-increasing air transportation. The 
United States Government took cognizance of the 
tremendous expansion of commercial aviation and 
created a special branch of the Department of Com- 
merce known as the Aeronautical Division. 

Aviation, therefore, you will agree, is not a pass- 
ing fancy. Aviation is here to stay. History teaches 
that as soon as new means of rapid transportation 
develop, permanent utilization immediately follows. 
Aviation has followed this same historical develop- 
ment identically. 

Large air transportation companies were formed 
and immense capital flowed into these air trans- 
portation companies. Great railroad systems have 
backed some of the air transportation enterprises 
and we find companies like the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company affiliated with air transport companies.

Today it is possible to leave New York at six o'clock 
in the evening and arrive well within 48 hours on 
the Pacific Coast via airplane and railroad. 

Aviation growth over a period of many years 
proves that its future is a bright one. The United 
States Department of Commerce figures show that 
$130,000,000 has already been invested in airports, 
both commercial and municipal 

Showmen—you have something with substantial 
background end with a stake of large invested 
capital to tie up to. 

You can tie up to a permanent Means of trans- 
portation. 


How To Cash In 


You may say that this is all very good advice, 
but how can showmen capitalize this gigantic avia- 
tion development, Well, let us see exactly what the 
situation is at the present time. 

It happens that the establishment of airports 
has advanced much more rapidly than their utiliza- 
tion by the airminded public. Very few airports to- 
cay are self-supporting, because they carry tremen- 
dous overhead and the public is not fully utilizing 
the facilities offered. 

Airports are desirous of obtaining additional 
means of income in order to meet their operating 
costs. Large space on the airports is available in 
good locations for the operation of conservative 
amusement concessions of all kinds. Activities en- 
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tirely divorced from aviation are recognized by avia- 
tion experts as having a place in connection with the 
operation of an airport. 

Then, again, leading citizens with municipal 
pride who are the joint owners of their airports 
nevertheless demand that the commercial airports 
pay dividends to their stockholders. 

The use of taxpayers’ money in establishing mu- 
nicipal airports can only be justified when the airport 
is self-sustaining. Airports can be partially main- 
tained by concession income, particularly thru es- 
tablishing recreation centers on the fields. 

You will therefore see that there is pressure 
exerted upon the airport officials from within their 
business organizations to seek other means of in- 
come than the income merely from aircreft opera- 
tion. 


Airport Concessions 


Even railroad terminals rent out numerous con- 
cessions and thus secure additional income. Air- 
ports are not loceted as railroad terminals are, in 
congested business sections, but airgorts have the 
space for the development of recreaticnal facilities. 
Tremendous crowds drawn to airports to watch 
planes take off and land insure profitable operation 
of concessions. 

We also find that airports want to bring addi- 
tional people to their fields to take flights or to take 
aviation instruction. A recreation center will at- 
tract and hold the desired crowds and therefore the 
operators of airports are receptive to this movement. 

The establishment of recreation facilities on an 
airport is indeed a sound economic development. 

Let us point out what an airport is for. 

The purpose of an airport is first—to supply 
terminal facilities for air transport lines; second—to 
furnish operating bases for aerial taxi services and 


allied commercial activities, such as aerial photog- 
raphy and mapping, crop dusting, forest patrol, etc.; 
third—to provide landing fields for privately owned 
transient planes; fourth—to supply storage, repair 
and services to all types of aircraft; fifth—to provide 
facilities for the training of pilots and mechanics, 
and sixth—to furnish the necessary physical require- 
ments for the maintenance and sale of aircraft, air- 
craft motors and accessories. 

From this statement of airport activities show- 
men will undoubtedly be able to formulate plans 
which may fit in, in some manner, with these airport 
functions. 

There is a marked trend toward the development 
of amusement parks on airports. Some airports have 
already installed swimming pools, miniature golf 
courses, aviation training machines used as riding 
devices, photograph studios, refreshment stands and 
kiddie rides. 


Show Bookings 


Traveling show owners and their agents will find 
a receptive ear to the booking of their organization 
under the auspices of municipal and commercial air- 
ports. 

We have conferred with airport association offi- 
cials representing airports all over the United States 
and we were frankly surprised at the great desire on 
the part of many airports to encourage the movement 
of showmen-aviation tieup. 

The American public is airminded and more and 
more people are learning to fly. In order to learn 
to fly, people must go to airports. Place your amuse- 
ment concessions on airports wherever possible and 
you will find great crowds to work to. 

The direct market for outdoor amusements is 
naturally the outdoor public. The market for the 
sale of aviation instruction, for the sale of aerial 
transportation and for the sale of aircraft is the 
outdoor public. ‘Therefore, you have vsutdoor show 
business and aviation appealing to the same outdoor 
market. 


By a tieup between outdoor show business and 
aviation the public will be able to go to one cen- 
tral location and obtain their amusement and at 
the same time satisfy their yearning to fly. 

The showmen-aviation tieup is consequently a 
logical tieup and a sound business tieup. 


Some concessions desired as additional means of 
income for the airport are souvenirs, swimming pools, 
riding devices of all kinds, shows, skill games, pho- 
tograph studios, shooting galleries, aviation trainers, 
restaurants, refreshment stands, etc. All such air- 
port concessions must be kept to a high standard. 


Aviation, as well as amusement concessions, has 
everything to gain by making airports attractive and 
enjoyable places. By airports establishing recrea- 
tional centers, air travelers will be afforded relaxa- 
tion and pleasure between flights. Air terminals 
should be made an ideal place to spend waiting 
time. The United States Government, thru the 
Aeronautical Branch of the Department of Com- 
merce at Washington, D. C., will give showmen for 
the asking all information regarding locations of air- 
ports all over the country. 


Will Furnish Information 


The aviation committee of the Manufacturers’ 
Division of the National Association of Amusement 
Parks will gladly furnish information regarding 
locations of airports. We will be pleased to fill in 
names of airports on any list of cities sent to us by 
any park or traveling show. 


Traveling show owners will do well to heed our 
suggestion regarding investigation of possible tieups 
with aviation. 


So much for locations for amusement parks on 
airports and so much for the means of booking for 
the traveling show under the auspices of airports. 


Another general thought for tieup with aviation is 
the development of an aviation show as a unit in 
the amusement park or with the traveling organiza- 
tion. 


Ground school courses of aviation instruction 
and aviation lectures will be given by some of the 
leading parks and carnivals during the ensuing sea- 
son. Several will have wartime aviators supervising 
their aviation shows, aviation trainer installations 
and their aviation publicity. One organization will 
trace the historic development of aviation from its 
inception up to the present time with suitable ex- 
hibits and suitable lectures covering such exhibits. 


Aviation training devices used by aviation schools 
are now utilized as excellent money makers as riding 
devices for parks, carnivals, miniature golf courses 
and other amusement centers 

There is a movement now thruout the country for 
the establishing of miniature aviation fields as

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Efficiency 


HE carnivals need a Moses. “The carnivals 
need someone with new ideas.” “The car- 
nival needs some organization or wplift 
agency to raise it out of the rut.” “Why 
don’t they do as some of the oldtimers did?” 

Ever hear those expressions? 

Surely, not once, but a thousand times. Ever hear 
anyone offer a relief program for the present status 
of this branch of the outdoor show business? Yes, 
but usually in the form of one of the above time- 
worn sentences without finally giving something 
definite and concrete. About the extent of these 
comments is answering the one with one of the others. 

What then will this page amount to? Another 
treatise along the line of new attractions, “leading 
them to the light”, organizations of carnival men 
only, ete.? 

No! 

Let’s take some of the expressions we have heard 
and read so often; unravel as we go along—then I 
shall offer some thoughts gained thru quite a few 
vears from the inside angle of office wagons. These 
suggestions, undoubtedly like the rest, will receive 
the razzberries—and the carnival will remain the 
same. 

First, there is no place in the carnival business for 
the parabolical Moses unless there be at least 100 
-ounterparts, for no one man will ever be able to 
accomplish very much regardless of his ability. Any 
man who undertakes leadership and has the nerve 
to offer a way to the “light” to some of our present- 
day carnival managers is going to find a lot of fog 
in his eyes. 

The possibility of finding someone with a new 
practical idea is also remote. These new innovations, 
excepting, of course, riding devices, are in a limited 
way given trial each season by some progressive shows 
and showmen, but the percentage of successes is so 
low managers usually find themselves financially 
“hooked” at the end of the season with a lot of 
worthless paraphernalia on their hands. 


Limitation to Expenditures 


There is a limitation to expenditures on an attrac- 
tion for the carnival midway, regardless of how big 
a feature it may be. This assertion stands for no 
contradiction. It is true of the big fellow as well 
as the small. Managers well know from experience 
the top dollar any attraction can gross—taking an 
average season. They also know just how far shows 
will go at fair time. It doesn’t make a great deal of 
difference how elaborate and expensive a show may 
be, the return revenue will vary little. Minstrel 
shows, for instance, quite a favorite in certain sec- 
tions of the South, with ragged canvas, panel or 
pole front and banners almost indiscernible, have 
been known to gross just as much as one with wagon 
front hand-carved, gold-leafed; top-notch costumes 
and presented under a beautiful spread of canvas. 


Of course we are all for the beautiful midway, 
and this example is set out merely to show and 
substantiate Morris Miller’s recent contribution in 
“The Forum” that carnival attractions, regardless of 
nature, will draw so much and no mofe, Then, too, 
most men who generate these new ideas invariably 
seek a manager to finance the new-born creature. In 
event of a flop—and they are frequent—the manager 
is the one caught. A result of the new idea gag is 
that there are shows in warehouses and winter quar: 
ters all over the United States rotting with age an 
nowhere to go. One incident was recorded las 
season where a manager invested $700 or $800 in ar 
“idea” and the proposition grossed less than $25 up 
to the time it was discontinued. An unusual case, 
but there are others just as bad. 

Speaking of organization, it is a waste of space 
to go thru the history of past bodies of this sort. 
The records are well known. The net result was a 
feeble fizzle, tho founded upon fundamentals of 
merit. / 


Tell One Thing, Do Another 


As a prediction, the next organization solely of 
carnival men will meet the same fate and be a com- 
plete washout. The recent rumored carnival merger 
could never have functioned smoothly. The carnival 
is not so constituted as a business or in personnel 
as to allow dictatorship or Czarism, and such an 
organization could be nothing else and function at 
all. It has been, is, and will continue to be the 
right of all carnival men to tell his brothers one thing 
and do another. That’s our unwritten law and un- 
doubtedly has been thruout carnival history. So 
long as it holds true, an organization strictly of 
carnival men with an idea of correcting evils within 
the ranks could hope to be nothing more than a 
laughing piece. There could be an organization, 
however, not composed entirely of carnival man- 
agents, which MIGHT become a success. Capital let.

Oldtimers’ Methods Out 


I was not acquainted with these gentlemen—the 
Originators and trail blazers for our present tremen- 
dous carnival business, but I do know not one of 
those names, immortal as they may be, has any 


connection with the business at present. Their 
heyday was very Much different from 1931. Their 


methods and makeup would not stand the test of 
today’s manipulations. A manager to imitate anyone 
of them wouldn't last a season—so the oldtimers are 
out insofar as present operations is concerned. 


Undoubtedly many managers of the past decade 
were students of these pioneers. Could it be that 
some of-them are among the former owners and 
managers of the 25 railroad shows (range 15 to 25 
cars) which are gone and nonexistent, even in name, 
during the last 10 or 12 years. Any carnival show- 
man with a few years’ background can name 15 or 
20 shows at one time classed among the leaders, 
which have fallen by the wayside. And brother, 
when one of them takes a tumble, it’s just too bad! 
History to date doesn’t record a genuine lasting come- 
back in the carnival business. 


So then, everyone is agreed, there must be some- 
thing wrong!

Every executive in the business has some idea 
of what he thinks is wrong and a way out, tho 
possibly quite a few or most of them are not in a 
position to execute their plans. A suggestion of im- 
provement cr a Means of correction is almost a con- 
tradiction of preceding paragraphs; nevertheless the 
greatest need of the carnival today is EFFICIENCY 
EXPERTS. 


Efficiency Experts Defined 


A thousand and one things can be said on this 
subject, It is an everlasting topic in the business, 
tho no one seems to make practical tests. By an 
efficiency expert is meant a well-trained business 
man and financier. A person who Knows the value 
of a dollar and how many cents one contains. An 
individual who will not buy or bargain for 50 
articles at two and one-half cents each and expect 
a dollar to cover the costs. A man who can sit down 
and with common-sense reckoning figure the possi- 
bilities from a sober standpoint as compared to 
liabilities. There are no tangible assets, except 
physical equipment, in the business; so therefore in 
a sense the gambler’s percentage must be taken into 
consideration, and if it isn’t in favor of the show— 
look out! A man who can show the manager a way 
out after battling floods, droughts, depressions—that’s 
an efficiency expert. It can be done. 


There is one thing this man would not be able 
to do, however. If a show contracts to pay out 
$15,000 for a certain week's engagement and only 
gets $10,000 in return, he won't be able to show an 
operating profit as some managers seem to expect, 
particularly if they make or o. k. the contract. That 
would be the first and foremost correction—the book- 
ing. This same man couldn't stop the rain, neither 
could he start it during a drought. He wouldn't be

big enough to ward off a business depression or some 
other things which come up time after time to wipe 
out profits under the present system. But there's 
one certainty, He would never countenance betting 
the efforts of 500 people, the use of a $250,000 in- 
vestment and from $5,000 to $15,000 in cash that his 
organization would gross a sum sufficient to overcome 
all this and show a profit during some week next 
September or October! 


If this is good business, why all the whining by 
carnival managers? That's the kind of business that 
put them all in their present predicament. It is 
quite likely a lot of these same contracts have been 
renewed for 1931 and it is more than likely the 
whining will continue next winter. If this is good 
business, then the carnival managers should be 
decorated with a medal of some sort, for methods and 
chances such as these are not employed in other 
business circles. 


Too Much Ego 


But who could these superhumans be, and where 
to find them? It is to laugh. It should be the 
manager or the directing head of every show on the 
road. Just everyday, ordinary business men. It is 
nothing startling, nothing unusual. Just a matter 
of pencil and paper and thought. One of the great 
troubles with managers is that they do not want 
advice from anyone, tho sometimes (and quite often) 
their judgment is positively rank. There is entirely 
too much ego among them for no good reason, It 
seems some of them had rather assume the “look 
who I am”, and “this is my show, where is yours?” 
attitude and lose money than listen to sound busi- 
ness advice and reason. A sad state of affairs. 


It is a known fact there are more leaks in the 
carnival business than in any other line of endeavor. 
Literally millions have been lost thru these channels, 
attributable in the main to poor judgment and bad 
management, yet there seems to be no concerted 
action to stop this drain. 


In the first place lost manpower is a tremendous 
item, Train crews work six hours loading Sunday 
morning and six hours unloading Monday morning. 
Thru the still date season ride help works Monday 
and Saturday with three or four hours each day in 
between, and never do carnival people work an eight- 
hour-day average except during a few weeks at fair 
time. With a few four and five-day events thrown 
in, they hardly do so then. This is merely an illus- 
tration of how thousands in the carnival business 
spend their time and a picture of the millions of 
manpower hours wasted. Don't let anyone tell you 
the carnival life is hard from a physical standpoint. 
The worst it ever gets is to tear down or put up in 
bad weather. Truly it is the line of least resistance; 
yet you hear someone always saying, “If I spent 
this much time and energy in some other pursuit, I 
couldn’t help being a success.” A lot of applesauce, 
with no adulteration. The efficiency expert would 
devise ways and. means to minimize this lost 
motion. Could it be that this is one of the many 
reasons the circus holds greater respect in business 
circles and the outdoor world because they absorb 
every minute they pay for, Taking the matter seri- 
ously, the “lost motion” theory may be well con- 
sidered by managers as one of the principal ailments. 


Giving Show Away 

Then there arises another angle of import. The 
expert, be he manager or someone else, would put 
his foot down on the general agent who would give 
the show away in order to keep some competitor out 
of a spot or from playing a certain fair. Of course 
everyone knows it is the manager who places the 
o. k. on these practices, so the agents aren't to 
blame, Here again a pencil and pad and a little 
reasoning would come in nicely. Managers claim 
that in order to grow and prosper a good fair route 
must be booked. This route attracts high-class at- 
tractions and showmen. In order to book the fairs 
it is usually the high dollar, and if the high doller 
is paid then the show cannot exist. A rather funny 
definition for prosperity, it should be said. 

These are only a few illustrations of efficiency. 
When the organization angle is reached it will be 
seen where the operation and presence of this busi- 
ness forethought will have telling effect. All shows 
would have to be placed on this same basis to re- 
sult in general good to the business as an institution, 
but any show operating under an efficiency adminis- 
tration would receive direct benefits regardless of 
the other fellow. It is not meant or even intimated 
there are nc good business men in the carnival bufsi- 
ness. Plenty of them, and shrewd, too, in their own 
way. They shoot many angles to gain points in 
contracting, etc., but there is a certain laxity in the 
business that is apparent around all of them.

Circus Props and Properties 


OR some unknown reason there seems to be 
less understanding on the part of the public 
regarding the “Properties Department of 
the Circus” than any other of the mechan- 
ical sections of the modern American tented 

exhibition. As a matter of fact, the writer does not 
recall ever seeing an article specially written for this 
all-important section so necessary to the proper pres- 
entation of a circus program 

The performance is the circus. The departments 
which have to do with getting the public to attend 
the show, to geting the equipment to town, and on to 
the lot, and set up, are all important, but to the 
expectant audience at last comfortably seated must 
now be produced what they came to see The 
responsibility is with the equestrian director, who In 
turn must rely upon performers, the musicians, ring 
stock and animal men, electricians and that highly 
complex and organized “Department of Properties.” 

In the early days of the old wagon show prop- 
erties were few and simple in construction and had 
mostly to do with the presentation of circus acts 
of equestrian and acrobatic nature. The principal 
task to be performed was the construction of the 
dirt bank ring. The few pedestals for object holders 
were usually placed by performers in turn for each 
other, and they also held the banners, hoops and 
balloons for the riders. Aside from this there was 
little to do. Strips of carpet for ground tumbling, a 
single or double trapeze bar suspended from a spar 
on the center pole, ground horizontal bars and per- 
haps a tight-rope rigging offered very little work 
which the performers could not and did not do for 
themselves. 


Immense Rigging Brings Change 


With the passing of the one-ring show and the 
evolution to three rings, and from no stages up to 
from two to five, and to say nothing of the hippo- 
drome track and scenic spectacles, the requirements 
of immense rigging for aerial and leaping acts, ani- 
mal acts and thrillers, a complete change became 
necessary in handling a performance. 


The coming of the great Barnum show in the 
early "70s brought the first organized “Department of 
Properties” on any circus. Fred Hamilton was the 
first “boss props” and in 1873 he had 10 assistants. 
Alonzo Dunbar was later in charge, followed by B. C 
Hammond, who in 1888 had six men in each of the 
two rings and three on the stage. The big specs.: 
Rome Under Nero, Columbus, Cleopatra and others 
made very large “props” organizations, consisting of 
expert mechanics, scenic artists and calcium light 
men, a necessity. Such high-class superintendents 
as William A. White and Robert A. Bigsby, with a 
number of assistants and a big force of men, handled 
the immense amount of scenery, stages and other 
paraphernalia without a hitch. Mr. Bigsby was with 
the show during the five years’ tour of Europe, where 
the most difficult and intricate problems had to be 
worked out in fitting the show to the many different 
buildings in which it exhibited, as well as the tours 
under canvas 

In the meantime other large shows had developed 
this department to meet the new conditions. Frank 
Preston, on the Wallace Show; Frank Collins, with 
Walter L. Main’s; John Ellsworth, John Robinson; 
Charles Wiiliams, Sells Bros.’; John Beck and later 
William Wilson, on the Forepaugh Circus, were all 
handling large crews of well-trained men. For Many 
years Charles O. Miller, the superintendent of prop- 
erties on the Ringling Show, was highly regarded, 
and was a right-hand man to Al Ringling and other 
equestrian directors in staging the splendid perform- 
ances for which that organization was noted. 


Graves’ Long Connection 
Harry Sells had the properties on the Forepaugh- 


Sells Cireus in 1896, when Arnold A. Graves was 
working under him “Mickey,” as he is known 
thruout the circus business, was born in Ireland 54 


years ago. When he joined the Barnum & Bailey 
Show in 1903, after its return from Europe, Mickey 
Graves was an e®perienced property man and was 
soon first assistant to Bob Bigsby. Under this 
capable chief he developed to the extent that when 
Bigsby left he was made superintendent of properties, 
where he has been ever since down thru the con- 
solidation with the Ringling Show to the present day. 

Mr. Graves is a splendid executive and organizer, 
# master mechanic and has a knowledge of people 
and the details of his business that make him a most 
efficient, popular and valuable cog in the machinery 
of the “Greatest Show on Earth”. A good steady 
man working under Graves is almost certain of ad- 
vancement. Such high-class men as Charlie Luckey, 
superintendent of properties on John Robinson's; 
Blackie Williams, with Sells-Floto, and Henry Mill- 
house, Hagenbeck-Wallace, were all assistants at some 
time or other to Graves, and now are heads of their 
own departments.

A properly presented circus program, provided, of 
course, that you have the acts, depends aipon the 
teamwork of the equestrian director, the bandmaster 
and the superintendent of properties. Such great 
equestrian directors of the past as Jas. Stowe, Jas 
and Frank Melville, R. H. Dockrill, William Ducrow, 
Charles H. Sweeney, John O’Brien, W. F. Aymar, Bud 
Gorman, William Wells and Sam Watson, and those 
of today, including Ed Shipp, Rhoda Royal, Fred 
Bradna, Fred Ledgett, John Backman, Bert Mayo and 
others, all insisted or insist on capable organization 
in the properties department as an essential to a 
smooth-running performance. 


Laying Out Program 

At the start of the season before the first per- 
formance rehearsal the equestrian director, having 
a Classified list of all performers or acts engaged, pro- 
ceeds to lay out his program. He will tentatively 
place each act in a certain ring or on a stage in 
sequence and arrange for the numbers appearing 
on the hippodrome track. Following this he will go 
into conference with the bandmaster as to the music, 
and the “boss props” as to the nature of each article 
of equipment needed in each act as near as it can, 
at the time, be determined. When the acts come on 
the show the performers at once get in touch with 
the superintendent of properties and turn over to 
his department all equipment, rigging and property 
of whatever nature that is to be used in their par- 
ticular act. Any explanations as to its working or 
adjustment are taken up at the time, necessary 
mechanical changes made and the entire outfit then 
assigned to the property men that are to look after 
it. During rehearsal more or less changing of the 
sequence and timing of acts will take place in order 
to get the program within its proper length and co- 
ordination into a smooth-running and well-balanced 
exhibition. The skill of the superintendent of prop- 
erties is here brought to the front. His assistants 
and men in charge of the properties in the various 
rings and on the stages, hippodrome tracks and out- 
side and inside must be drilled and instructed to 
have everything in readiness at the start, make 
changes quickly, quietly and efficiently. There can 
be no confusion, no bungling that will attract the 
attention of the audience from the performance and, 
above all, no waits. 


Inside and Outside Men 


The men ia the department of propertics niust 
be intelligent, experienced, have mechanical ability 
and the will to work hard together as a team. As 
a rule about three-fourths of these are inside men 
and the remainder are designated as outside men. 
The former perform the duties as indicated, while 
the latter are at the property wagons, which are 
spotted in the yard near the back door, where the 
performers enter and leave the “big top”; some in 
the dressing room in charge of performers’ baggage, 
and there are several watchmen to protect property 
around the back yard and keep away unauthorized 
persons. The men at the wagons and other places 
where property is in readiness to go into the “big 
top,” check in each artiele when it is brought out 
and place it where it will be safe and in readiness 
when needed again. After the night show the wagons 
are loaded at once as the properties come out. The 
same thing is done with the performers’ trunks as 
soon as they can be packed and turned over by the 
performers, These trunks run from 30 to 40 to a 
wagon. 

The work of the superintendent of properties be- 
gins as soon as the “big top” is laid out on the lot. 
As soon as he learns the location of the “back door”, 
he proceeds with the laying out of what is known in 
his department as the “back end”. This is a group 
consisting of men’s and women’s dressing top, trap- 
ping top, band top, spec. top, pad room, ring stock 
top, lunch top, private tops and property men’s rest 
top. The property wagons are spotted as they come 
on the lot and the crew proceeds to unload, lay out, 
inspect, and then make necessary repairs, paint up, 
etc. On some occasions this must all be done in a 
short time. At others it can be done more leisurely 
and the men have a rest before their hard grind 
during a performance. 

The wardrobe department is very closely associated 
with that of the properties. There may be but a few 
people in this section, or quite a number, both men 
and women, in case the show carries a large spectacle 
in which a great amount of company-owned property 
is utilized. Private wardrobe of the performers is, of 
course, largely taken care of by themselves. A great 
deal of care is necessary in looking after costumes, 
trappings, etc. Cleaning, repairing and replacement 
constantly taking place. 

Performers’ trunks are unloaded by the property 


men and each placed in a regularly assigned place in 
the dressing rooms as soon as the tents are up. Every- 
thing.possible is done for the convenience and com- 
fort of the performers during their time on the lot 
Performers are very appreciative of the services of 
experienced and considerate property employees 
Much of the success of their acts depends directly 
upon such service, and, moreover, in some cases, their 
personal safety. A good superintendent insists that 
his people at all times give attention to this im- 
portant requirement. 

Acts working above the ground often have very 
complicated and large spreads of “rigging”. Aerial bar 
and flying return acts, high-wire troupes and others 
can have no doubt about the safety of their equip- 
ment. For this reason certain men are detailed from 
the property department in charge of getting it in 
place during the entire season. As a matter of fact 
the same people will handle the rigging for a certain 
act year after year. The largest ever put up was that 
of the Siegrist-Silbon Troupe of 14 aerial artists sev- 
eral years ago, which had four men permanently in 
charge of it. 


The Heavy Work 


Heavy work for the property men comes in shift- 
ing the barred arenas for wild animal acts, ring curbs 
for riding acts and special apparatus for “Thriller” 
stunts. On some of the latter class, such as “Looping 
the Loop”, “Looping the Gap”, Automobile Somer- 
sault, etc., arnumber of years ago it required from 
35 to 40 men to set up the necessary equipment. A 
big job of the past was the putting on of “the Leaps”, 
which took a considerable number of men. Probably 
the greatest amount of property, costumes and equip- 
ment ever handled on a circus was with the Barnum 
& Bailey Show when Imre Kiralfy’s great spectacle. 
“Rome Under Nero”, was presented. 

The organization on the Ringling Bros.-Barnum 
& Bailey Show of the present day is perhaps the 
most complete and efficient department of properties 
in circus history. It is the result of many years’ ex- 
perience and observation on the part of Mickey 
Graves, its superintendent, as to what is required to 
put over such a performance as is given by the big 
show each season. Graves has two problems to 
handle, the opening weeks indoors at the Garden in 
New York and the tented tour the balance of the 
year. In many respects the conditions are different 
and require special knowledge and methods in cach 
case. The department has four assistant superin- 
tendents: Joe Allen, Robert Reynolds, Lill Curley and 
Paul La Moine. The first three are in charge of the 
“inside”, one to each ring and the stages adjacent. 
La Moine is in charge of the “outside”. There are 55 
men inside and 20 outside, including three watchmen 
J. Lawrence is in charge of wardrobe. The mings are 
numbered from left to right, facing, the back door. 
From 8 to 10 men are on each ring, and the others 
on the stages, etc. As many of the force are of long 
experience, the absence of any one does not disturb 
the system, as each one is trained and qualified to 
take the place of the man above him, or on different 
work. 

Reliability and being on the job are the great es- 
sentials of the good “props” man. ‘Amiel Wagner, in 
charge of the Siegrist-Silbon rigging, has been with 
it for many years and is a man highly regarded by 
everyone around the show. Frank McClosky, who 
has had the Codonas’ rigging for four years, and pre- 
viously that of the Clarkonians, is another expert and 
reliable man. I mention these, not that I have 
singled them out from the rest, who no doubt are all 
competent and reliable, but for the reason that I just 
happened to observe them on my visits around the 
show. 


Public Sees Little 


The workings of the property department are well 
worth observation and interest around any of the 
circuses. The public sees little of it in comparison 
to that of the unloading and loading of the trains, 
getting the tents up and down, and the stock de- 
partments getting on and off the lot, for the reason 
that it is under way while people are interested in 
the performance. In addition to those before men- 
tioned, other gapable “boss props’ men of the past 
and present are Charles Clark, Joe Kelley, Charles 
Lancaster, Mike Austin, Dock Williams, G. H. Wil- 
liamson, Denny B. Flynn, Red Carroll, John Beck, Doc 
Quigg and several others. All good men that do their 
work well under all the conditions they have to con- 
tend with. 

The transportation of the properties on the “big 
show” requires 17 big wagons and three trucks. 
Enough to transport an entire small circus. Super- 
intendent Graves makes his headquarters at No. 52 
wagon, that is, when his business does not “require 
him elsewhere. His home is at Tuckahoe, N. Y., 


where he has a wife and four children. A good place 
to rest up at after his season of running his large 
and complex department. 
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vv HEN Gentry Bros.’ Circus leaves its win- 
: ter quarters at Long Beach, Calif., after a 
week’s opening under the auspices of the 
S| Long Beach American Legion, starting 
March 9, it will be the largest motorized 
circus in the world. My success in operating a motor- 
ized circus last year convinced me that this is the 
only logical way for the modern showman to meet the 
ever-changing conditions of the circus business, and 
so, this season, I am starting out with 50 trucks, the 
equivalent of at least 25 railway cars, with the full 
confidence, based upon last year’s experience, that 
the year 1931 will be One of the best ip my nearly 
20 years’ experience in the show business. 

For several years I have been analyzing the show 
business, noting the change from haphazardous, slow- 
moving horse-drawn wagons of the last century to 
the more efficient and rapid-transit advantages of the 
railway-car circus. The circus transported by railway 
trains was certainly the inevitable sequel of the first 
wagon circuses. But with the invention and perfec- 
tion of the automobile and motor truck, a new era 
approached. Just as the professional man or the 
business man supplanted the old horse-drawn vehi- 
cles with motor car and motor truck, so must the 
showman accept this new method of transportation 

As I say, I had been observing these changing 
conditions for several years, but it. was not until last 
year that I had the strength of my convictions to 
go upon the road with a completely motorized circus. 
On April 26, 1930, I started out with Gentry Bros.’ 
Circus frem West Baden, Ind., and after covering 
14,832 miles, closed a most successful season at Holly- 
wood, Calif., on December 6. 

Before starting the season I gave considerable 
thought to the matter of equipment. I realized that 
inferior trucks, cheap gasoline and oil, would bring 
ro end of trouble. And so my first demand was to 
always obtain the best in everything. I outfitted my 
circus completely with first-class trucks and always 
used the best in tires, gasoline and oil. Subsequent 


experience certainly proved that it pays to use the 
best. 

I kept a careful record of all my transportation 
expenses last year and will here list a comparative 
expense account which I believe is not only accurate 
in detail, but which is based upon my long experi- 
ence in the show business. 

As Gentry Bros.’ Circus, if traveling by rail, would 
require at least 25 cars for transportation, I submit 
the following table based upon an average haul of 
40 miles:

The Chain Museum in 


ECENT ventures of showmen in the mu- 
seum field are showing results that offer 
encouragement to many showfolk. This 
branch of the amusement business, which 
seems to have been on the decline for a 

number of years, has taken an active turn as is evi- 

denced by the opening of many houses during the 
last few years—houses that are beyond the class of 
mere “store shows”. 

The store-show and museum, when properly con- 
ducted, are worthy institutions in as much as they 
supply employment to a large number of persons 
in the profession during their idle season.- 

The ever-increasing popularity of the modern 
museum, playing meritorious attractions, indicates 
the presence of plenty of amusement seekers ready 
to patronize attractions other than movies and high- 
priced vaudeville houses. 

Much has been written and said concerning the 
“powers that be” having shut out competition to the 
extent that amusement lovers have become recon- 
ciled to a straight diet of movies. However, alert 
operators of present-day muséums seem to appreciate 
excellent possibilities in the drawing power of mu- 
seums presenting a program of entertaining working 
acts as well as strange freaks and curiosities. This 
has resulted in the employment of numerous freaks 
and novelty side-show attractions who might other- 
wise have settled into the customary forced lay-off 
period during the winter months. 

The museum idea, confined until recently to sev- 
eral Eastern cities, with a few exceptions, has now 
spread its branches to all parts of the country with 
gestures indicating the museum manager of today 
would emulate his brother showmen, the Vaudeville 
Manager and the Movie Exhibitor, in matters of 
public relations. This movement is evident not only 
in New York City, but has become a routine matter 
in the operation of museums in key cities; from

Montreal to San Antonio, from Frisco to Philadelphia, 
from Chicago to New Orleans and from Seattle to 
Miami. 

A well-known carnival showman has demon- 
strated during the last two winter seasons the pos- 
sibilities of a traveling museum—playing still dates. 
This well-known venture has graduated from the 
experimental class to that of a feasibility. He has 
indeed made such progress in Southern and South- 
western territory that the idea is receiving consid- 
eration as a possibility in other localities by alert 
showmen. 

The traveling museum referred to above has 
evolved from an itinerent “store-show” outfit into a 
modernly equipped traveling aggregation of better 
class freaks, curiosities and novelty attractions. Their 
idea of presentation and their methods of advertis- 
ing their engagements conform to the standards 
established by local exhibitors in the territory being 
played i. c. The management frames the lobby in 
modern display, carries paraphernalia for proper in- 
terior decorations—employs every likely appearing 
device and stunt for the promotion of publicity. 
It uses considerable paper in window lithographing 
and outdoor displays. Do they like the Traveling 
Museum? Surely! Otherwise the venture could not 
have been so successful. 

The once lowly store show and modern museum 
are now making competent strides in the field of 
exploitation thru employment of modern methods 
in advertising and publicity. And does it pay? Cer- 
tainly! All forms of honest publicity and advertising 
pay, more or less. The present-day museum exhibi- 
tor has gone in for artistic lobbies. Many use dis- 
play advertising in local papers, thereby reaching the 
clientele who consult newspapers in choosing their 


trucks is made possible by the use of employees 
otherwise employed in the show.) 
The astounding difference in cost of transporta- 
tion, as shown in the above table, which does not 
include interest on the motor equipment invest- 
ment, seems to me to be the answer to the problems 
of the modern circus owner. In these times of in- 
creasing competition, no circus owner can afford te 
cut down the quality of his show, and yet some cur- 
tailment or expense must be made to counterbal- 
ance the steadily mounting taxes, living costs and 
salaries. 
Bearing in mind the comparison of the ad- 
vantages of the motorized circus over the rail-trans- 
ported circus, I shall enumerate here some marked 
benefits as I observed them during the past season. 


The element of time is paramount in the mind of 
every Circus owner. Last season the Gentry Bros.’ 
Circus lost but one day on account of rain, I can 
remember countless days that were lost by rain, be- 
cause of delayed schedules, while I was affiliated with 
train-transported circuses. Incidentally, my circus 
lost but one day because of extra-long jumps between 
show places. 

Last year the circus employees never missed a 
meal and no matinees were lost except on the two 
occasions mentioned above. And altho we had five 
late arrivals, we never missed a parade. During the 
entire season the circus caravan, traveling between 
cities, had only five traffic accidents—none of them 
serious—as compared to the many accidents experi- 
enced by circuses traveling by rail. 


It was also a source of great satisfaction to me 
to note that the circus employees greatly enjoyed 
this mode of travel. Most of them had their own 
private “bungalows-on-wheels” and they were very 
appreciative of the scenic advantages of traveling on 
the well-pavec highways in daylight, as compared 
with the dull routes of the average railroad right- 
of-way at night. 

Another very important factor in the motorized 
circus is that it is possible to maintain that glorious 
tradition of the street parade. The Gentry Bros.’ 
Circus trucks are all constructed with the view of 
making them attractive “wagons” for parade pur- 
poses. The animal cages, while*® carrying canvas 
covers while en route, are opened for the parade. 
The elephants, tho transported in huge trucks, are 
available for marching; and the ponies and menage 
horses are ridden or driven, thus providing that 
equine glamour that has so great appeal in every 
parade. Furthermore, the motorized circus parade 
is capable of moving with considerable rapidity, thus

amusement. He is essentially responsive to sugges- 
tions for the application of modern publicity stunts 
and campaigns that will effectually expijoit his 
house and program. He is also cognizant of the 
necessity of backing up his advertising with meritori- 
ous feature attractions and “program” acts of a 
quantity and quality to “hold a tip”. 

Promoters engaged in the engineering of museum 
ventures experience fewer obstacles and speedier re- 
sults in their quest for financial backers today. With 
the opening of each new house the number of per- 
sons benefiting thereby increases. Idle freaks, circus 
novelties and side-show performers are at once in 
demand. Talkers, grinders, ticket men, etc. are 
needed. Laborers, decorators, cashiers, etc., scribes, 
mechanics and concessionaires (all showmen) who 
have gravitated into every-day occupations are called 
to fill places for which their training qualifies them, 
thereby creating vacancies to be filled by the lay- 
man, who thus earns the wherewithal to patronize 
whatever form of amusement he prefers. 

The co-operative tendencies of owners and oper- 
ators of museums in New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and Pittsburgh bave proved beneficial to those 
managers as well as to the acts playing their houses. 
For instance, it is now possible for an act in New 
York City to get two or three bookings of approxi- 
mately two weeks each without leaving Manhattan 
and then, thru the kindly assistance of the New 
York managers negotiating for the exchange of fea- 
tures with their neighbors, these same acts are passed 
on to houses in Baltimore, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, 
etc., often securing a whole season’s work in the 
above manner. 

The petty chiseling and corruption that have so 
sorely eaten into vaudeville booking circles have not, 
so far, seriously affected the members of this branch 
of the show business, and, with a few exceptions,

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Tabloids--Today and Yesterday 


vv HILE ten years have elapsed since I was 
. actively engaged in the tabloid field, I have 
a few friends who are still identified with 
that branch of the amusement game. Or, 
rather, they were identified with it until 
I suppose, like hundreds of vaudeville 


recently. 
artists, they have forsaken that field since the ad- 
vent of the talking pictures and are now engaged 


in other pursuits. Contrary to the belief of the 
average layman, even actors must eat. 

Much has been said and written in these pages 
regarding the tabloid situation as it is today. Will 
the tabloid show come back, or will it be cast up on 
the shores of oblivion, to remain but a memory of 
what was once a staple part of show business? 

This is a day and age of advancement, of scientific 
progress in all things—show business included. 
What, then, has happened to the major tabloid cir- 
cuits of a decade ago? Who can forget the Ensley 
Barbour Circuit, the string of houses booked by 
George Greenwood in the South and the chain of 
theaters booked by Larry Hyatt out of Chicago and 
Gus Sun? 

When these circuits were functioning the tabloid 
musical comedy business seemed to be in its hey- 
day. ‘Tabloid talent appeared to be in clover and 
the supply could not equal the demand. I refer, 
of course, to capable performers. 

Many theories have been advanced as to the rea- 
son for the decline of the tabloid game. That the 
advent of the talkies has helped in a major way to 
oust tabloids off the boards cannot be denied. Which 
statement may cause some to remark: “Yes, but some 
of these houses are playing flash acts or units that 
cost the management as much as a tabloid. What 
about that?” 

And there's the rub! 
tabloids—and tabloids. 

While the patrons of the Bijou may go into con- 
vulsions over The Ghost in the Pawn Shop or The 
Three O'Clock Train, interpolated with four musical 
mumbers and a shimmy-shaking soubret in pink 
tights, it doesn’t follow that their high-brow neigh- 
bors who patronize the Majestic in the next block 
care for that same brand of entertainment. 

But give the Majestic patrons a real miniature 
musical comedy and it won't be long until the man- 
agement will be forced to dust off the S. R. O. sign.

Recently I witnessed such a show in Newark, N. J., 
and the theater was doing capacity business 

A tabloid owner or producer cannot expect to put 
on hackney bits, musical numbers that came out 
about the time the Armistice was signed, hire a 
couple of comics with grotesque faces and red 
whiskers, and expect to keep the outfit working in 
real theaters. He could years ago, but not today. 

There are a few theaters that still play these kind 
of outfits, but they are few and far between. “Shoot- 
ing galleries”, most of them are called. 

In Atlanta several years ago I witnessed a tabloid 
show appearing at the Bijou Theater, one of the 
houses on the Spiegelberg chain. It carried 12 people 
with real talent. J caught the show that came in 
the following week, and this company used three bits 
that had been played by the previous troupe. I heard 
‘audible remarks from some of the customers and a 
few got up and walked out. 

How many times has this happened before? Flowzy 
costumes, dilapidated Crops, time-worn bits, scenes, 
numbers, etc., have done their share in putting the 
skids under tabloids. If tabloid owners want to know 
what is wrong with tabloids, they don’t have to go 
far to find the answer. 

I believe that tabloids will come back, but whether 
or not they will ever attain the footing they held 
formerly remains to be seen. Hundreds of theaters 
that formerly housed vaudeville, drama, tabloids and 
other attractions, are now offering talkies exclusively, 
while others have closed entirely. Many blame the 
stagehands and musicians for the ousting of these 
“fiesh” attractions in the flesh and their replacement 
by canned entertainment. 

Recently I talked to a theater manager who 
formerly played all kinds of traveling attractions, 
tabloids included, but who is now booking canned 
entertinment exclusively. He told me that his town 
was ripe for a good road show, especially a tabloid, 
but that the last time he played a “flesh” attraction 
he experienced trouble with the local stage crew, and 
was on the “outs” with the stagehands’ local. Why, 
he asked me, should he submit to the high-handed 
tactics wielded by a certain body of men, when he 


could book a picture program and thus prevent any 
friction between himself and others? 

Some years ago a booking agent located in Salt 
Lake City took a lease on a local theater, intending 
to install tabloid stock. At that time I Was in ad- 
vance of a tabloid show in the West, and entered 
negotiations with him. We signed contracts and I 
brought the company in for a stock date. Advance 
readers and cuts had been run in the local papers 
and the show was well billed. Two days before the 
company was to open, a delegate from the stage- 
hands’ local put in his appearance, and demanded 
that two weeks’ salary be placed in the bank, in ad- 
vance, and that the manager employ five stage- 
hands. 

His argument was that the house was a “white 
elephant” and that no show had made a success there 
in recent years. If the company only played a week, 
he wanted his men to get paid for two. Moreover, a 
stage crew of three would have sufficed; five was un- 
necessary. The result was that both stagehands, and 
troupe lost out. 


There is no doubt in my mind that is burlesque 
can be made to pay in 30 or 40 cities, tabloids can be 
made to pay in as many smaller towns. But one must 
not confuse burlesque with tabloid show. Patrons of 
burlesque are 90 per cent male, while a tabloid show 
plays to a mixed audience. Consequently it can 
play smaller towns and show a profit. 

A decade ago four circuits specialized in tabloid 
musical comedies, handling attractions employing 
from 10 to 25 people. Three of them went out of 
business before the talkies came into vogue. There- 
fore, one cannot blame the passing of tabloids solely 
to canned entertainment. 


Several years ago hundreds of different road at- 
tractions were showing in towns ranging from 1,000 
population and upwards. And most of them were 
showing a profit for owners and managers alike. But 
very few tabloid shows were playing independently. 
Those that were on the road, with an agent in ad- 
vance, playing independently, were few and far be- 
tween compared to other types of travling attractions, 
And a good tabloid show in those days seldom played 
to poor business if the man ahead knew his stuff.

The Carnival Indoors--a Possibility 


LONG with variable weather conditions the 
chief problem of the carnival is its limited 
season. Other lines of business, too, are 
“seasonal” in that the greatest part of the 
annual business is dome over a certain 
period of the year, but in such lines, manufacturing, 
for instance, the working machinery is in operation 
a full 12 month making up merchandise to be sold 
“during the season”; and all thru this slack sales 
period a certain amount of business is done from 
day to day. The “slack” season is far from being @ 
dead loss. 

Not so with the carnival. Yearly expenses, such 
as insurance, interest on investment, depreciation, 
repairs, etc., must be narrowly distributed over a 
four to six month season, except in the case of the 
very largest organization whose period of activity 
may be a month or two longer than that. 

There may or may not be a solution to this high- 
ly disturbing problem in the plan presented here. 
This plan, however, like any other half-way plausible 
solution to the problem, should be given at least a 
passing consideration in the hope that perhaps it 
will prove to be the Big Idea that will clear up 
an agitating problem. 

This plan goes into the possibility of operating 
the carnival indoors during the winter season by 
means of a change of operating policy. 

This change of policy would mean this: In the 
summer time the carnival, which is established as 
a summer institution, can bank on the public mind 
being prepared to receive it. The very fact that a 
carnival is in town is enough to make people turn 
out in great numbers. A carnival is to summer 
what the mark of sterling is to silver. 

A carnival operating in the wintertime would be 
bereft of this tieup with Mother Nature. 

In its place it would be necessary to offer such 
attractions as would almost force the public to 
recognize the potency of carnival regardless of the 
temperature outdoors. 

These attractions might consist, first of all, of 
@ program of sensational free acts and exhibits, 
properly exploited in the good old Barnum style. 
Even such old stunts as “Sawing a Woman in Two”, 
played up heavily in newspapers and posters, would 
have much the same results with the public as it

always did, provided the modern scientific spirit 
were substituted for the pop-eyed credulity of the 
public played up to in the good old days. To be 
specific (unnecessarily, of course), a modern citizen 
would scoff at the idea of really sawing a woman in 
two, BUT he would be intensely curious just the 
same to find out how convincing and clever the 
illusion would be, and eager to see if he could solve 
the mystery of the illusion. Such is the most likely 
reaction of the modern mind to the old hokum. 


But the point is, that Mr. Citizen would attend, 
regardless of the season, if the sensation were prop- 
erly exploited, and once there he would spend money. 


I have taken this “Sawing a Woman in Two” as 
one illustration of the type of free act that might 
be employed. There is, of course, a tremendous 
variety to choose from, especially in the winter time. 


Just for the sake of exercising the imagination, 
jet us picture a carnival operating indoors, in say 
an armory or auditorium or other large structure. 


Flat rides, such as the Merry-Go-Round, Whip, 
Scooter, etc., are in operation. Concessions and 
shows of all varieties with every bright-colored, 
gaudy, flashy, brilliantly illuminated display con- 
ceivable. Barkers yell. The Merry-Go-Round organ 
blares forth. Girls laugh and scream on the rides. 
Balls thud against canvas. Balloons float thru the 
air—and occasionally pep. Children shriek with 
pleasure. The familiar odors of popcorn and pea- 
nuts pervades the atmosphere. The midway spirit 
is present with all its power, its colorful, scintillating 
glitter, its insinuating force, its air of easy spending. 

The exploitation of a sensational free act has 
drawn the crowds of pleasure-seekers to this indoor 
Palace of Fun. One end of the huge building is 
given over to arrangements for this drawing card. 
Admission to the building has been five or ten cents. 

Clowns wander about thru the crowd making 
the children roar with laughter at their crazy antics. 
Here and there a concealed air pipe blasts forth and 
a girl's unsuspecting skirts are hurled skyward while 
onlookers shout. Carnival spirit! Spending spirit! 
Thruout every inch of the place! 


Why wouldn't a carnival make money under these 
conditions? 

And in addition to free acts there are automobiles 
to raffie off weekly, or monthly; free trips to Holly- 
wood for the city’s most beautiful girl, and a hun- 
dred and one other promotions possible only in a 
permanent or semi-permanent location. A winter 
location. 

The revenues from rides, shows and concessions 
(of which two latter there is no shortage in the 
winter time) should be amply sufficient to cover all 
costs of operation and still leave a comfortable 
margin of profit for the organization. 

Still another change of policy would involve 4 
change of principle. In the summer time a carnival 
stays in a location for a few days, or at the most 
a@ couple of weeks, The novelty is not permitted to 
wear off. 

The indoor carnival, to forestall its “novelty” 
from wearing off must, in addition to weekly changes 
of free-act programs, change concession games every 
two or three weeks, change merchandise, change 
rides, change the music on the Merry-Go-Round. 
and even change decorations and lighting effects! 
A constantly shifting scene so that Mr. John Public 
and his wife and kids soon learn that the Great 
Blankety-Blank Shows are never the same twice in 
succession! 

This constant change, combined with always new 
free acts and new publicity stunts, would easily fore- 
stall all danger of “the novelty wearing off”. True, 
it represents a large order, but there is no limit to 
the possibilities of the reward. 

Another possible reason for the probable success 
of the indoor ‘carnival operated along the above lines, 
is the constant cry of the public for something NEW 
in the way of amusement. A carnival, indoors, and 
operating under the novel plan sketched above, would 
certainly constitute something NEW in the way of 
public entertainment. There is that cherished 
possibility that the public might pounce upon it 
with glee and enfold it permanently to its nourish- 
ing bosom. 

The proposition, taken from a less detailed angle. 
resolves itself to this: A carnival, instead of putting 
its equipment into the barn for the winter, can

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The Changing Fair 


The sun is a-shining to weloome the day, 
Heigh-ho! come to the fair! 

The folk are all singing so merry and gay, 
Heigh-ho! come to the fair! 


All the stalls on the green are as fine as can be, 
With trinkets and tokens so pretty to see, 
So it’s come then, maidens and men, 
To the fair in the pride of the morning. 
—Helen Taylor. 


HE fair, you say, isn’t what it used to be? 
Well, what of it? How many things are? 
As with anything else, the old order changes 
as regards fairs. You say the fair is dying 
out; in fact, in the very act of expiring? 
Historians point out that it has been with us a 
long time—a matter of many centuries. The fair 
has changed a lot, but it is far from dead. 

Progress is indissolubly linked with change. Not 
everything new is necessarily good because it is 
new, of course, but gradual change in all things is 
inevitable. In the last few decades, even in the 
last few years, we have been living in a quickened 
world, one in which change has not been slow and 
gradual but breathlessly sudden and revolutionary. 
Many a daring prophecy has seen fulfillment; so 
many, in fact, that the bounds of human credulity 
have been greatly expanded in late years. “I don’t 
believe it can be done” and “It will never happen” 
are remarks that only the most stodgy standpat 
would care to make today. Our constant query is 
simply, “What next?” 


Bel Geddes’ Prophecies 


What of 1940? Norman Bel Geddes, noted por- 
trait painter, stage designer and industrial artist, 
writing in a recent number of one of our leading 
women’s magazines, essays the role of prophet. Mr. 
Geddes ventures to list 60-odd significant innova- 
tions which shall have been successfully introduced 
by 1940. 

Of the entire number of prophecies, the following 
should be of at least passing interest to the 
amusement world in. general: 

(1) Talking motion pictures will achieve a 
third dimensional quality. 

(2) It will be possible thru the medium of 
television to hear and see the great artists of 
the world in your own home. 

(3) The speaking stage will take on a more 
specialized form, comparable to symphony 
concerts today. 

(4) Talking pictures will take the place of 
the theater as we know it today. 

(5) Music and musical instruments will be 
revolutionized and given immeasurable new 
resources by the division of the whole tones 
into 16ths instead of the present-day halves. 

(6) Manipulation of lights will entirely 
eliminate scenery in the theater. 

Mr. Geddes prophesies a great variety of things, 
from flat roofs for houses in all climates to a 
commercial league of nations to regulate interna- 
tional commerce. But he has no prophecy concern- 
ing the fair. The fair of 1940—who can say what 
it will be? However, it requires neither a Soontuet 
nor the son of a prophet to do this much fore- 
casting: there will be fairs in 1940, but they will, 
in all probability, be very much different from the 
fairs of 1930. 

There have been fairs ever since the desire of 
man for association with his fellows resulted in 
society. The earliest fairs were forerunners alike of 
the modern city and the present mercantile system. 
The fair was originally a temporary or parasitic 
town, a great religious and commercial concourse 


of peoples. 


The First Fairs 


The word “fair” derives from the Latin word 
“feria”, which means “a holy day”, or as we now 
have it, “holiday”. Fairs were at first primarily 
religious assemblages in which great throngs of 
the faithful gathered at some shrine for a special 
season of devotion and religious ceremony. Rather 
early in its history, however, the institution experi- 
enced a change in character so that before long 
the emphasis was upon commercial rather than 
religious matters. It became a great concourse of 
merchants, traders and peddlers, gathering at stated 
seasons of the year outside certain leading cities 
accessible from all parts of the then civilized world. 
Here men of all nations, speaking all languages 
dealing in all the products of the far-flung corners 
of the world, got together to form for a brief 
period, at or near some established city, a bustling 
temporary metropolis. 

Of the famous old world fairs, that of Nizhni 
Novgorod, in Russia, may be mentioned as an ex- 
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ample of an institution that has lasted thru all 
manner of political, social and economic upheaval. 
It had already had three and one-half centuries 
of tradition behind it when it was moved to Nizhni 
about a hundred years ago. It was the great Volga 
Festival—a colorful, clamorous miniature of society. 
Once a year all the East foregathered here to carry 
on barter and exchange. From the middle of June 
to the last of September the fair lasted, and in that 
time a city of 120,000 lodged, fed and entertained 
nearly 1,000,000 visitors. 


The World’s Greatest 


Another of these ancient fairs still in operation, 
and possibly the most interesting survival, is that 
formed by the annual pilgrimage to Mecca of the 
followers of Mohammed. Indeed, this is considered 
the world’s greatest fair, since a huge temporary city 
containing millions of people, religious pilgrims, 
traders and merchants, travelers, adventurers, enter- 
tainers, springs up outside the walls of Mecca, to 
last from six to eight weeks, and then to disperse 
utterly until another year has rolled around. Other 
interesting examples of early established commer- 
cial fairs are those of Frankfort and Leipsic, 
Germany. 

Tho rooted in antiquity, fairs have had to conform 
to the changing needs of a developing world. Wil- 
liam McKinley is credited with the oft-quoted 
statement that “Fairs and exhibitions are timepieces 
marking the progress of nations.” In the progress 
of the nations it was inevitable that with improved 
means of communication, transportation and dis- 
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tribution of goods society should cease to employ 
the fair as the chief market place. 

The barter of actual goods has been long super- 
seded. With the introduction of a monetary system 
and the building up of a system of commercial 
credit, selling could be done by sample, thru agents. 
And so the early necessity of actual exchange of 
goods at the annual fair no longer existed, tho 
fairs to this day are occasions of much buying and 
selling, particularly in the Old Worlc. 


America Gives New Meaning 


It remained for America to give new meaning to 
the fair, to place the emphasis upon exchange of 
ideas rather than commodities. The first fairs held 
under the early Dutch governors of New York (then 
called New Amsterdam) clung to the European 
tradition. They were merely transplanted Old World 
fairs. In 1641 Governor Kieft established two live- 
stock fairs. One on October 15 was “for cattle 
generally”: the other, on November 1, was for hogs. 
Then in 1648 followed a typical Dutch “kermis”—a 
purely commercial fair. 

But the county fair as we have known it in this 
country does not descend from the New Amsterdam 
fair. It had its beginnings in the agricultural 
societies of the early ’80s. Societies were organized 
between the years 1785 and 1792 in Massachusetts, 
Maine, Pennsylvania, New York and South Carolina. 
In 1804 and 1805 three live-stock exhibits were held 
in Washington. They were patronized. however. 
chiefly by urban society folk. The genesis of the 
county fair came after the turn of the century, and 
largely thru the efforts of Elkanah Watson, a busi- 
ness man turned farmer. Watson was very active 


in the Berkshire Agricultural Society, organized in 
1811 to present an annual exhibit of local products. 
The idea spread, particularly after 1819, in which 
year Watson, with the aid of Governor Clinton, suc- 
ceeded in getting the New York State Legislature 
to pass an annual appropriation of $10,000 to aid 
new agricultural societies. That is why Elkanah 
ao has been called the “Father of the County 
air”. 


Old-Time County Fair 


The old-time county fair was an incalculable 
influence socially and economically. It was un- 
doubtedly a stimulus to agricultural endeavor. It 
made for progress. It dealt not in theories, but in 
object lessons—presenting the actual commodity or 
animal as an implied challenge to anyone to produce 
or breed as good or better if he could. But it was 
chiefly important as a clearing“house of ideas. The 
life and soul of the old county fair was social 
contact—just plain visiting. It was a strenuous 
occasion, the county fair. It meant long preparation, 
an all day's trot across the county, perhaps, but 
isolated folks looked eagerly forward to their biggest 
annual spree of visiting. 

From the minute the creaking, heavily laden old 
democrat wagons pulled into the fairgrounds until 
the weary trip home began there was Visiting—with 
a capital “Vv”. 

“Well, I swan! Marthy, come right in! Here, 
bring them canned blackb'ries o’yourn to me. We'll 
put ’em right next to Samanthy’s stuff! Good- 
ness, gracious me! sech apples! Fetch ‘em right in, 
Joel, but don’t ‘spect us to stop ’n’ he’p ye. Can't 
stop now—what with havin’ the hull Grange display 
to make up. And, Maggie, ain’t you goin’ to tell 
us about your visit to Thornville? We heard...” 

A group of men are carrying on just as animated 
a gabfest. “Yessir,” one of them is saying, “I went 
to the fair down to Syracuse last year 'n’ they was 
a feller saying he had a hoss with his tail whar 
his head ought to be. I gin him adime ’n’ went 
in. "Twarn’t nothin’ but a common hoss tied in a 
stall with his tail in the manger!” 

Amid the guffaws greeting this confession, the 
Nonpareil Cornet Band, one dozen assorted noise- 
makers, arrives in a loudly protesting old barge to 
lend gaiety to the occasion. Patch-work quilts. 
Fat hogs. Prize pumpkins. Plowing match. Be- 
whiskered gents solemnly judging women’s bonnets. 
Family reunions. Family picnics. Tug of war. Horse 
racing. Band concert. County fair. 

Needless to say, the newspaper, the magazine, the 
radio, the agricultural college and its extension 
activities, good roads and the automobile have 
changed all this. The automobile is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the change. Friends, families, relatives 
gather when and where they choose. It’s only @ 
matter of a little time and gasoline—why wait for 
the fair? 

All of which merely means that if a fair is to 
survive it must do more than offer a place to buy 
and sell, a place to visit with one’s fellows. It must 
do something else quite definitely—it must instruct 
and it must entertain, and the emphasis falls upon 
the latter. After all, the human race has never 
quite lost its zest for the fair. The carnival spirit is 
pretty much the same the world over; the fair has 
only to adapt itself to prevailing conditions to 
keep the invaluable good will which has always been 
its trump card. 


Usefulness Not Outlived 


The fair has changed, but it probably will change 
still more. Al! over the country fairs. particularly 
county and independent fairs, have been dying off. 
Fair specialists insist that this does not mean that 
the fair as an institution with centuries of tradition 
back of it has finally outlived its usefulness. It 
simply means that the deceased fairs have failed 
to keep up with the tempo of modern life and 
have thus fallen by the way. 

Since most of the 3,000 agricultural fairs held 
annually in the United States are located in the 
Middle West, the State of Ohio may be taken as 
typical. In 1930 eight Ohio county and independent 
fairs went out of existence. Of Ohio’s 88 counties 
eight now have no fair at all, and from all appear- 
ances six or eight more are about to take the count 

“Yet.” says C. E. Rowland, former manager Ohio 
State Fair, “I contend that public interest in the 
fair has not disappeared. This last year’s attend- 
ance figures, in spite of hard times, should be proof 
enough of that. Surely the fair has changed. The 
trouble is. it hasn’t changed enough. The fair 
must be kept alive and dynamic with new ways of 
carrying out its function of education and recrea- 
tion. You can’t expect an up-to-date farmer and

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Trouping With Downie 


HERE was a little barnstorming “Uncle 

Tom's Cabin” company playing thru New 
York and Pennsylvania known as Stenson’s. 
not Stetson’s, get that right. The owner 
was Charles York of Carbondale, Pa.. and 
Frank Stowell was the agent. I was back 
with the show playing Harris and Skeggs and the 
organ, whenever we could induce some lady to loan us 
one,. Generally we were informed that the last time 
she let a showman take it he never brought it back 
and it cost her 25 cents to put it once more in her 
parlor. 

Well, in time, I became tired of hauling organs 
on sleds to the hall and back to the house again 
early the next morning, and on picking up a Bill- 
board I saw an ad for “Tom” people signed by An- 
drew Downie and the address Medina, N. Y. 

I wrote to Downie and received no answer. I 
wrote again and still I received the customary polite 
negative. Finally I got sore and mailed him a postal 
card with these words: “What’s the matter with 
you; are you afraid of me?” This did the business. 
The next week he wired me to come on. I had 
agreed to paint his scenery and asked for an imme- 
Giate engagement. 


The Introduction 


I left Charlie York right on the lot and arrived 
in Medina one cold winter night, hungry and without 
a cent in my pocket. It was after midnight and I 
knew it would be a poor policy for me to show up 
at Downie’s house so I went down the street to the 
hotel and, putting up a bluff, registered, “Downie’s 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” The clerk gave me a room 
and I slept. The next morning I went in to break- 
fast and then going out on the sidewalk I hap- 
pened to glance up and noticed that the sign on 
the front of the hotel had been painted white pre- 
paratory to lettering, but was still a blank. I went 
in and asked the landlord if he wanted the sign 
painted and he said he did. He furnished a brush 
and the paint and I went to work, with the porter 
holding the ladder. I was just putting the finishing 
touches to the last letter when he let go the ladder 
to light a cigarette. It slipped on the tin roof; I 
fell 15 feet or more and broke my left arm. With 
my arm in a sling I showed up at Downie’s house 
later in the forenoon, and that was my introduction 
to the showman with whom I remained for upward 
of 20 years and did everything with him from gen- 
eral agent to George Harris and alto in the band. I 
painted up the show with one hand with the assist- 
ance of Gibb Writt and Walt Walling, and we did 
a pretty good job of it. They all said the allegory 
would even make the dogs cry. 


Downie had just located in Medina after the 
ciose of the Downie und Gallagher circus venture 
and was going out with a wagon “Tom” show in the 
spring He had purchased the Darling dog and 
pony show outfit from Fred Darling at Unadilla, 
N. Y., and this was the basis of the outfit. There 
were about 14 wagons. a bandwagon and a passenger 
Wagon that seated 12. Downie did not want for 
answers to’ the ad, and during the winter he filled 
up his company. Among the bandsmen were Walt 
Walling, the one-time famous minstrel bass player, 
who was stopping in quarters with Downie; Clarence 
Cooper, at one time bandmaster of the Sparks show; 
Sam Laporte, who was playing trombone, and Addie 
was also there to do Topsy: Bill Parker of Fulton, 
N. ¥., and others I don’t recall. 


Sleeping Car Troubles 


It was just after the Pan-American exposition 
mn Buffalo and the street railway company had used 
rubber-tired cars on streets where there were no 
tracks. They were the same.size as the other cars. 
but the wheels had rubber tires. Downie bought 
two of them for a song and had them driven across 
country to Medina. Here he made them over into 
sleeping cars and they were put in commission. 

Among those who joined the show were J. Ross 
Wilson anc his wife and two little children, J. Ross 
Jr. and Lois. I will never forget the day they ar- 
rived at quarters with Bert Rutherford, who came 
with them from New Orleans. Mrs. Wilson took one 
look at the sleeping cars and picking up little Lois 
showed her one of the berths. “Look, Lois,” she said, 
“You've got to sleep on a shelf.” I wonder if the 
now-famous Lois will remember this? 

The sleepers Were equipped with cut-under axles 
only about six inches from the ground. Everything 
worked out fine till we struck northern New York 
where they were doing the annual job of working out 
their taxes on the roads. The scrapers piled the 
dirt in the middle of the road and the cars picked 
it up till finally they were stalled. Every mile or 
so we were obliged to get out and shovel ourselves 
cut. This went on for several weeks, but in the end 
everything turned out all right. 

Downie had no horses when I arrived and he did 
not intend to get any till a few days before the 
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show opened. Then he went to Buffalo and at a 
horse market made a bargain for 40 horses at the 
cash price of $50 apiece. The agreement was that 
the horses should be driven across country to Medina 
and delivered at the quarters. If they were in good 
shape and would pull the wagons the check for 
$2,000 was ready. The dealer came over with the 
stock. They were hitched to the wagons and trotted 
away with them. 

“Fine,” said Downie. “Here's your money.” Two 
days later the same horses were not pulling a pound 
and you could hear them a mile. There was a horse 
jockey in Medina by the name of Jack O’Brien. He 
was engaged to go along with the show and get rid 
of the horses as fast as he could. He doped them 
up and in a few weeks we had some pretty fair stock. 


Band Without Quarters 


The day the show was to open Downie discovered 
that he had no sleeping quarters for the band. Noth- 
ing daunted, he got an old gear and with several 
carpenters. built on it a cabin with bunks for 12 
men. It was top heavy, it leaked and was everything 
but what it should have been. The very first trip 
on the road it tipped over. The driver, an ex-Salva- 
tionist, was going along singing “You Must Be a 
Lover of the Lord” in a falsetto voice when the 
wheel hit a stone and over went the cabin. Every- 
one was buried under an avalanche of bedding and 
pillows. We had to crawl out thru the windows. 
Sam LaPorte was so mad he gave the driver a thrash- 
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ing and after that there was less singing and better 
driving. 

Downie always wanted to act. He played some 
parts with his repertoire company over in Canada, 
but his great ambition was to do Marks He had 
a man hired to play the part, but he didn’t suit him 
or something. At any rate he kept him just to do 
a turn in the concert and played Marks himself 
all summer. 

On the advance of this show were folks who later 
were destined to make a name for themselves in the 
cireus business. Bert Rutherford was the agent and 
later was with the dramatic show as company man- 
ager and stayed with Downie for a good many years. 
The two young fellows who showed up to work on 
the advance as lithographers and bill posters were 
Johnnie Gardner and George Mover. The former 
dropped out of sight, but the latter was agent of 
the show before the season was over and a few 
years later became one of the best-known and capa- 
ble circus general agents in the business. 


Long Season; Fine Business 


The show made a long season and did a fine busi- 
ness. On the very last day, just at noon, the cook- 
house took fire and was destroyed. When the show 
closed Downie took Wilson and his family, Ruther- 
ford and myself and we jumped to St. Paul, where 
he had his cars stored and was to open two shows, 
the A. D. McPhee dramatic company and the Wilson 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” and “Ten Nights in a Bar- 
room” company. I went ahead of the latter and 
soon was doing the advance of both. Bert Ruther- 
ford was called back from the dramatic show and 
made company manager as Downie wanted to stay 
with the “Tom” show and do Marks. 


The Wilson show had some pretty famous old- 
time actors with it that winter, including the after- 
ward famous William DeVere and his wife Lillian, 


who did the best Diddy I ever saw; Bert Imson and 
wife, with whom I worked in Handy Andy in 
the concert; Harry Billings, now living in Jackson- 
ville; Bud Nairn, now with the Harry Sadler play- 
ers, and others. We carried our own circus seats 
and scenery and played in anything from vacant 
stores to implement warehouses. It was while the 
show was making its way to the coast from Winni- 
peg that it played two nights in Red Deer, Alta., 
in the C. P. R. roundhouse, We played a week in the 
old Lyric Opera House at Vancouver, B. C., and 
turned people away several nights. The show came 
east that spring and stayed out all summer in east- 
ern Canada, finally closing in Canajoharie, N. Y., in 
October 


Duty on Heralds 


It was while the show was playing eastern Can- 
ada that Downie hit upon the idea of having the 
plates for his heralds shipped to him from Erie. At 
the Ottawa Free Press Show Print he kad 100,000 of 
them struck off for use in Ontario. Alas and alack, 
the plates bore the imprint of the Erie Lithos and 
Engraving Company as well as that of the Ottawa 
printing house and the Canadian authorities made 
him pay duty on the paper. We had about 50,000 
of them stored away in the ‘possum belly of the 
Medina car when we crossed the line into Maine 
and the lynx-eyed custom-house inspector who was 
going over the car found them and he paid duty the 
second time. He was kind of peeved. 

That fall J. Ross Wilson kept the show together 
and we put out a “Ten Nights” company that went 
back thru the east and into Maine. It came to grief, 
however, later in the winter at Norwood, N. Y. Wil- 
son afterward was killed by a property man in a 
southern opera house. Downie, the next spring, went 
out with a wagon circus and it closed at California, 
Pa., and was shipped by train to Medina. Then 
came the LaTena show and its sensational finish 
in Havre de Grace and his subsequent reorganization 
and the leasing of the Walter L. Main title which, 
with the aid of May Wirth and a wonderful show, 
he made a fortune. When he decided to remain in 
the circus business he gave up his dramatic show. 
Finally disposing of his circus to the Miller Bros., he 
enjoyed a brief vacation and then astonished every- 
one by putting out the first real motorized circus 
in the business. The rest is history. 

There will never be another showman like Andrew 
Downie McPhee. There possibly couldn’t be. He 
was in a class by himself and they will never form 
another lass like it.

transfer it to a suitable building, make an invest- 
ment of anywhere from one to ten thousand dollars 
in decorations, funhouse devices and publicity pro- 
motions, and operate profitably thruout the year. 

Whether or not the plan would work satisfactorily 
would doubtless depend upon the ingenuity of its 
promoter, just as in the case of any new kind of 
business. If a dumbbell tried the scheme and failed 
that would not be a reflection upon the possibilities 
of the idea. When a clothing store goes broke that 
does not®discredit the clothing industry. 

And on the other hand, the chances are that if 
a smart showman tackled the proposition he could 
make a huge success of it, and at the same time 
solve a major carnival problem. The idea seems 
worthy of at least a thought or two.

the question of traffic jams is greatly reduced and 

querulous city officials become easily reconciled. 

As a final observation, I must again repeat that 
my experience convinces me that the motorized circus 
is here to stay. It answers the very important prob- 
lem of reducing the overhead expense without de- 
tracting from the quality of the show, It meets 
the problem of today. Routes may be changed upon 
a moment’s notice, and every showman knows that 
bad storms, local epidemics, etc., require sudden 
shiftings. The circus does not have to move as a 
unit, but as each division is ready to start for the 
next exhibition place, the motor truck is ready to 
start on its journey. ‘Transportation on inflated 
tires is not only easier on the equipment, but it is 
a decided advantage to the animals. Most of the 
highways which the circus traversed last season were 
paved, but for the benefit of other circuses which 
are turning to the motorized method of transporta- 
tion, I will say in conclusion, nowhere have I found 
such excellent highways as in California. And if 
there is a critic who may take the motor-traveling 
circus to task for making use of the splendidly 
paved highways, I will call attention to the fact that 
out of every gallon of gasoline purchased—and the 
gallons are many+-the circus pays its quota of State 
taxes. 
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An Outsider Views Carnival Midways 


FTER visiting two Midways recently, one a 
small show and one as large as we ever 
see in this section of the country, and find- 
ing them just about the same as every other 
midway I have ever seen, I would like to 
present some impressions and thoughts which may 
open up @ new line of thought to carnival people 
regarding their midways. Most of the carnival peo- 
ple, I find, take the physical aspects of the midway 
and its ways of doing business rather for granted. 
A sort of, “Well, that’s the way we have always had 
it, so I guess it's all right”. é 

It seems to me that a dissection and study of the 
basic elements involved would be of help. The 
problem of the midway showman (or ride owner, 
etc.) is the same as any other merchant, i. e., the 
sale of a commodity, in this case, entertainment. 
Now to sell anything, a paper of pins, a skyscraper, 
or a ticket of admission to a tent show is exactly 
the same. The problem is in getting the money 
out of the man’s pocket and into the till which is 
an act of purchase on his part. 


Three Elements in Selling 


Now the first thing in selling is attention. Write 
that in red letters in your memory. But attention 
is not enough. When a man passes a front on a 
midway and you get only his attention, he merely 
looks up, gets the eyeful presented and his attention 
is presently taken to something else. The second 
element is interest. If he looks and has his interest 
held, you have a chance for the third element, de- 
sire, to take effect. Desire is his curiosity or call it 
what you may. You must secure this desire to see 
what is inside before you can secure action, which 
is the step which puts the money on the ticket shelf. 
Any salesman can tell you that these four elements 
are as indisputable as time itself. They form the 
very basis of any sale. ” 

You can think of the order of these by remem- 
bering the opera Aida, that great opera first pre- 
sented near Cairo in the shadow of the pyramids. 

At an elementary appraisal, the average midway 
is about 10 per cent efficient in eye-appeal, as I see 
it. When I read in The Billboard columns about 
this or that midway being a blaze of light, a riot of 
color, wonderful new fronts, etc., it makes me smile. 
The materials may be new, but the ideas are not; 
that is the trouble. Midways seem to keep on pre- 
senting things in the same old way and the Monotony 
of it all defeats its own purpose. Individuality 
among carnivals may exist, but it doesn’t get over 
to the towners to any great degree. The next. show 
to hit town is always just another carnival, and size 
seems to be the main distinguishing difference. 

Can you expect anyone to be particularly thrilled 
and intrigued with the banners on display on your 
midway in comparison with the conflicting art work 
which one sees at every turn in magazines and 
papers? A five-cent magazine will have page after 
page of ads designed by experts to catch your eye 
and hold it, or draw it to the message or article 
advertised. After the education the public has re- 
ceived along this and other routes, can you expect 
the fronts on your midway to startle anyone? If 
they do, it is on account of their lack of interest; 
their drabness. With Kodaks, new color in motor 
cars, even kitchen utensils, fountain pens and a 
thousand other things we see every day, all designed 
with that one point in mind, to catch and hold the 
eye, mere tawdry fronts of poles and banners on the 
midways I have seen, have little to offer to help out 
the four steps referred to above. 


New Ideas in Fronts Lacking 

Heretofore these have been taken care of by two 
things; first the banners, which were figured to 
catch the attention and get the interest, to pro- 
mote the desire to get inside, and the talker helped 
all four and closed the sale by getting action. 
Twenty-five years ago this was effective, but Mr. 
and Mrs. American Public are getting past that now. 
Even the children know that the average banner on 
a show is a falsehood and seldom tells a fair story 
of what is inside (and usually not very much is). 

I honestly believe that one of the most neglected 
things on the average midway, and one of the things 
which can and will put new life and pep into the 
carnivals which have something in the tents, ts the 
services of experts to design fronts to get away from 
the proverbial banners now in use and substitute 
new ideas in keeping with the advanced eye-educa- 
tion of the American public. 

My idea of a perfect midway is one where the 
front of every show and presentation unit is one of 
interest-compelling attraction. One that “makes 
them sit up and take notice.” Now I know that not 
all shows fall into this category I have spoken 
of and those of advanced ideas are to be congratu- 
lated on their foresight and the example they are 
setting up for their fellow workers. I recall the 
Unborn exhibit as an example of advanced show-

manship. The arrangement of the lighting, the 
selection of the two contrasting cotors, the simple 
and effective lettering of the name made it a feature 
which everyone looked at with more than passing 
interest, whether they, were interested in going in 
or not. At least it was a distinct type and would 
never in a dozen years be confused with the other 
fronts. 


Shows Should Watch Other Lines 


About now someone who is reading this will say 
to himself, “Yes, I know a lot of effective ways of 
attracting attention and new ideas for fronts, but does 
this fellow know that we are limited as to what we 
can haul all over the country? It must be light, 
easy to erect and tear down, durable, etc.” I know 
that a carnival carries a whole train load of equip- 
ment and has to keep its stuff down to a minimum, 
but it’s the old circle again. More people at the 
door would pay for more equipment to haul around 
and the added equipment would get more people 
in the door. The carnivals ought to spread them- 
selves on invested capital to take.them out of the 
out-at-the-elbow class and watch the results. 

I hope I am not being taken in the light of a 
knocker, as I intend all this quite otherwise. i am 
a fan for outdoor shows and see every circus and 
carnival which comes close, and they are all too few. 
It seems to me that the shows should look around 
them and take unto themselves everything that 
other lines have to offer instead of taking the ostrich. 
‘with-its-head-in-the-hole view. Every fleld of en- 
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deavor is dependent on others and many lines have 
things to offer the show business 

The picture business enlisted the aid of experts 
in every line necessary to get the things it wanted 
and now the picture houses, even in small cities, 
are beautiful places, finely equipped and complete 
in every detail. If they had held out on invested 
capital (or had the Hollywood producers) we would 
be still looking at poor pictures in remodeled stores. 
Consider, if you will, vaudeville of yesteryear and, 
say, the Palace in New York both in physical equip- 
ment and in personnel; the early nickelodeon and 
the Capitol Theater; radio from the nothingness of 
war time to the tremendous coast-to-coast hookups 
with the finest talent available. And in addition we 
find just around the corner wide film with color 
and sound, television, home talkies, multilinguals, 
new radio developments and other startling sur- 
prises. Surely these comparisons are obvious and 
need no further comment. 


Reminders of Boyhood Days 

But let us look at the average carnival on the 
road today. I am bound, I fear, to find such 4 
marked resemblance to the first midway I remember 
attending that I am taken back to boyhood days In 
the flick of an eyelash and seem to be standing 
there now. 

How well I remember the girl on the sword 
ladder in the 10-in-1., Only last fall I saw the same 
thing and I am sorry to say that it might be the 
same pretty girl, now grown stout and unbeautiful 
and, I do not hesitate to add, the same costume, it 
was so frayed and worn, The same acts presented in 


the same way in the same old-looking tent on the 
same kind of a stage under the same inadequate 
lights. 

Ye gods! Does a 10-in-1 have to have the same 
things year after year? Can't the combined outdoor 
show people get a few new things each year? Would 
you go to the same movie if you saw the same star 
in the same kind of a play year in and year out? 
No. You even get tired of her if her plays are of 
a sameness, even if she has different sets, clothes, 
supporting cast and story, and she becomes a back 
number. Then what of a carnival with the same 
thing year in and year out? 


Sameness Kills Repeats 


Another show I remember recently is part of one 
of America's largest tent organizations and contained 
& giant, palmist, colored minstrel show of ten or so 
which was third rate at best, four Hawaiians (?), 
(awful), a snake worker, sword swallower, armless 
man, Punch and Judy, fat woman, an English family 
of musicians and one other member. Outside of the 
English family, the giant and the armless man, I 
considered the show a total fizzle and the comments 
I heard around me and the ones given later in my 
party showed that I was not alone. 

A general air of incompetence prevailed in the 
thing and with the exception of the three mentioned, 
none seemed to have any idea of the proper presenta- 
tion of themselves in the light of big-time enter- 
tainment. They were not even wardrobed in any 
degree of showmanship and this certainly is a first 
requisite of a good presentation. In this case four 
talkers and some thirty banners got the people in 
and then after getting them in had not one new 
thing to offer that had not been seen innumerable 
times before. I doubt if many of those people (ex- 
cept yours truly) will visit the side show next time 
it comes, because they know it will be the same as 
they saw before. 

Such was a leading side show of 1929. 
worse in 1909, I can’t imagine how! 


For eight or so years I have been connected 
with the amusement business (motion pictures) in 
a branch which has taken me into many departments 
of endeavor, all of which are equally important to 
make up the whole picture when presented to the 
public. I find myself at this writing with a good 
working knowledge of (1) back-stage mechanics as 
employed in vaudeville and legitimate productions; 
(2) design and construction of motion picture sets; 
(3) lightine equipment as applied backstage, in 
motion pictures and for flood lighting airports and 
similar outdoor spaces; (4) wardrobe, and (5) archi- 
tecture and building construction. All of these fields 
contribute to the eye entertainment in a motion 
picture and also to a degree on a midway, 1. ¢., 
physical equipment, light, color, clothes, ete. These 
the outdoor showman combines in one term, flash. 

I do not claim to be able to analyze other 
branches, because music, dramatic training and other 
phases of entertainment are foreign to my line of 
work, 


Modernistic Designs Needed 


The “eye-entertainment” plays a large part in 
the whole and always leaves a lasting impression. 
It is of paramount importance that whatever a show- 
man is presenting, whether it be a freak in a bottle 
or an entire circus, that the elements above named 
are so contributory to the general effect that you 
cannot overlook their values. 


To illustrate my point, I will quote an example. 
Repainting a circus wagon in the spring is carrying 
into effect an attempt io beautify a show’s equip- 
ment, but the degree of beautification depends not 
on the paint used and the size of the brush, but 
the idea behind the job. A flat coat of color and 
new lettering may be the height of ambition of some 
shows, but some idea to turn a wagon side into @ 
vital advertisement for the show would be an example 
of advanced showmanship. Time was when the 
wagons were beautiful things to behold and circuses 
were proud of their gilt carving and rightly so. What 
is the matter with painting wagons in modernistic 
designs to attract attention and be abreast of the 
times? Modern design is spreading like wildfire and 
we see it everywhere; in advertising, textiles and 
rugs, furniture, buildings, motion picture sets. paint- 
ings, bric-a-brac, jewelry and even in women’s hand- 
bags, clothes and shoes. Surely any movement so 
strong will have lasting effect on every line of 
creative work. 

I wonder if there are any modernistic show fronts 
on the road? And why not? It's the thing in every- 
thing else, why not in the outdoor show world? 

A spec. in a big top with ill-fitting costumes, un- 
trained performers (for their part of the spec., I 
mean) and them doing nothing but walking or rid-

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Clowns Essential To Circuses 


OE GOULD, former clown, now a noted after. 
linner speaker, often remarks that “There 
are two things very essential toward the 
success of any circus: Elephants and clowns, 
and I am not an elephant.” When you 
visit the circus do you look for the entrance of the 
ciowns? I dare say :ou do. Being a clown for 
more than 25 years, I always have observed that 
when the clowns first enter the arena the audience 
Starts to smile even before the clowns do a thing. 
The clown’s job is to change the smile to a laugh, 
and he does that. The workingmen, butchers, ticket 
sellers and even the other performers will tell you 
that clowns are not funny. They are wrong. Per- 
haps they are not funny in every gag they do, but 
they are funny in some and I will endeavor to prove 
it. You ge into the circus once or perhaps twice 
a year and laugh at most of the clown gags, but 
if you went to the circus twice a day for about six 
months and saw the same clowns doing the same 
gags every day, of course you would not laugh at 
them. There are comedians that draw more salaries 
in one week than some of the best clowns get in a 
season. They cannot make the members of their 
own company laugh at every performance, still the 
people around a circus expect a clown to do it. It 
just can’t be done. 


New Numbers Each Spring 


Clowns are hired to entertain, to amuse, to make 
people laugh and work thruout the entire perform- 
ence, Would you care to witness a circus perform- 
ance without clowns? I think not. Clowns make 
the audience laugh at every performance, and the 
first few days of the season, when they are doing 
new gags, they make the people with the show 
laugh. I venture to say that all clowns have one 
or more new gags every spring, tho to hear some 
people around the show talk you would gain the 
impression that clowns never produced a new number. 

I'll wager that the clowns with one big show 
last season produced more new gags than all the 
acrobats, zymnasts, riders and wire performers com- 
bined d:d in all the shows. New clown gags are 
hard to think of, but we do produce them. 


Just as Talented Today 


Some people claim the old-time clowns were the 
best; that they were more talented. Were they? 
Let’s stop and think it over. I claim the present-day 
clown has as much talent as the old-timer. The 
talking and singing clown of the old days had talent 
of a different kind. They secured most of their 
laughs by telling jokes. I don’t believe they would 
get far with their stories and jokes with one of the 
big shows of today. Perhaps some of today’s clowns 
would be lost in an old-time one-ring circus. They 
do not stop a show now to let a clown tell a story or 
joke. 

The clown of today has to do his stuff while a lot 
of fine acts are working. He dare not stop in front 
of one of these acts or he will be called by the 
equestrian director. Therefore the clown of recent 
years has gone in more for walkarounds. The clown 
is not a highly-paid person, but as a rule the boys 
are a happy lot. 

I have often been asked: Does a clown have 
any fun when he is working? Yes. We often laugh 
at our gags. It is generally when something goes 
wrong with our gag that we laugh. 


Really Stopped the Show 


I remember some years ago—I think it was with 
the old Ringling show—that we were doing a gag 
in which all the clowns worked. At the finish a 
bulldog would run out and grab one of the clowns 
by the seat of his trousers. John Slater was the 
clown the cog would grab. He had a wire attached 
to his shoulders which went up to the top of the 
tent. As the dog grabbed him we would let out 
a yell and start to run. The rest of the clowns 
would grab the wire and run down the track with 
it, thereby pulling John and the dog to the top 
of the tent. They would then slack up on the wire 
and lower him, but on this occasion the wire slipped 
off the pulley and was fouled. We tried our best, 
but could not lower him. That was one time that 
a clown stopped a show. It was fully five minutes 
before he could get down. Everybody laughed but 
John. He was one sore clown when he reached the 
ground with the dog still hanging onto his trousers. 
The clowns laughed most of the afternoon, and 
finally John had to laugh himself when we told him 
that he was the only clown that had ever stopped 
a show 

I remember one time we were doing a gag in 
which I ran close to the seats and yelled. As I 
yelled my veeth flew out of my mouth. A colored 
woman sitting in one of the front seats let out a 
howl and shouted: ‘Lordy, Lordy: that old clown 


hain’t zot a toof in his fool head!”

Years ago when we held street parades there 
was one clown that would cheat quite a bit with 
his makeup for parade. He would just put the 
white on his face and not a speck of it on his neck. 
One day he and I were walking off the lot with 
our parade makeup on to catch the clown band- 
wagon, I called his attention to the fact that he had 
no makeup on his neck. Just before the bandwagon 
we passed a bunch of kids. One of them, pointing 
to my companion, yelled: “That ain't no regular 
clown; I can see the bare meat on the back of his 
neck!” The kid’s remark surely handed me a laugh. 
Of course, I told some of the other clowns about 
the incident, and we had lots of fun kidding him 
about the “bare meat” on his neck. I suppose every- 
thing happens for the best, because it was only 
a short time later that the “bare meat” disappeared 
end that particular clown showed up With a good 
inakeup. 


Mostly Walkarounds Now 


The present-day clown gags consist mostly of 
what are called walkarounds. They please the public. 
As the boys do not stop in any one spot but keep 
moving around the hippodrome track, they do not 
interfere with any of the straight acts. These so- 
called walkarounds consist for the most part of some 
funny incident that can be pictured by one or 
more clowns, with a few props, sort of a moving tab- 
leau. I can recall a few of the outstanding ones— 
the big and little man, produced by Paul Minno, of 
the Ringling show, later done with much success 
by a number of other clowns; the man and the pick- 
ax, produced by Earl Shipley, of the Hagenbeck 
show; the man with the plank on his head, by Lan- 
dolf, of the Ringling-Barnum circus; the fisherman 
in the boat, the wild-riding cowboys, the Oriental 
flivver, the Crazy Kats, by Arthur Borella, of the 
Sells-Floto and Hagenbeck shows; the horse-race, by 
Mardo, of the R.-B. show; the hunting gag, by Fred 
Stelling; the camel-back n:an, by Le Clair, of the 
R.-B, show; the waterwagon, the flappers the stork 
and the rub-dud-dub, by Harddigs, of the Wallace 
and R.-B. shows. These are just a few of the walk- 
arounds. I believe there were more than 90 with 
the Hagenbeck-Wallace show season 1929. Big Ege- 
ner with his tfiiy dog was one of the outstanding 
walkarounds with the Barnum show as far back 
as 1908. 


One-Man Gags 


One of the outstanding gags that required a 
clown to stop and perform in one spot was the 
stump speech by Spader Johnson. To my mind, this 
was the funniest one-man gag I ever witnessed. It 
sure was a work of art. I believe Spader has retired 
from the road and is now steward at the Elks Club 
some place on Staten Island. The butterfly gag as 
performed by Stelling also was a work of art. Fred 
has passed on to the Great Beyond. The one-man 
baseball game and the duck hunt, done by Slivers 
Oakley, were funny and always went over big. The 
cocoanut tree and the chicken gags by Ed Allen 
were good and attracted a lot of attention. The 
great dane dog made up as a lion by Lew Nichols 
made the folks stand up in their seats. The spinning 
plates by Jules Tournour, a simple juggling trick, 
was made into a big feature by the excellent pan- 
tomime work of Jules. It was a pleasure to watch 
Jules do pantomim®. He was an artist. The prop- 
horse gag by Borella was worked up until it was the 
same as an act. Clowns who are doing stops cannot 
stop long as they must not interfere with any of 
the acts. 


Burlesque Policemen 

Clown cops are those who make up as burlesque 
policemen and work thruout the performance. Some 
of them work the come-in before the show starts. 
A tew that I can call to mind are Tom Plank, Jimmie 
Spriggs, Jack Harris, Charlie Kline, Hank Sylow, Dick 
Ford and Jack Lancaster. There are others in the 
business, but never have I seen them work. In my 
opinion would say Hank Sylow was the outstanding 
star. Most clowns will say Ford was the peer. I 
have not seen either of them work since season of 
1908. Ford opened with the Barnum show that year. 
Sylow came on and took Ford’s place after Ford 
had left. I believe Sylow received the most laughs 
for his efforts. 

Some clowns have specialized in working on the 
hippodrome track before the show is ready to start. 
Most clowns that work the come-in use a char- 
acter makeup. Season 1920 the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
show had three clowns working it. Doc Stoddard 
and Harry Green worked as “rubes” without any 
makeup. Neither of them needed it. Ray Glaum 


made up as a young lady. All three were good 
Henry Sitantz, now retired in Toledo, O., worked 
the come-in dressed as an old woman. “She” always 
was looking for “her” seat and succeeded in keeping 
the audience in an uproar. Danny Ryan, one of 
the old-timers, worked the come-in with the Fore- 
paugh-Sells and Barnum & Bailey shows. He car- 
ried a camera and would get some couple that was 
jooking for their seats to pose for him. After get- 
ting them into some funny posture with their eyes 
directed toward the top of the tent he would place 
the camera under his arm and walk away. The 
audience would roar. Danny was a funny all-around 
clown. I believe he is now manager of a theater in 
Detroit. Freddie Biggs for years was considered 
the class of the female impersonators working the 
come-in. He was with the Floto show for several 
seasons. 


Wild West Joey 

A wild west clown is one that works in the wild 
concert or after-show. Most of the big shows of to- 
day present a wild west show for a concert. There 
always is one clown, generally a character clown, 
that is engaged to work in the concert. Herman 
Joseph, for a number of years with the Ringling- 
Barnum, circus, is perhaps the outstanding wild 
west clown of the last few years. Earl Shipley, who 
clowns the concert in a silly makeup, is one funny 
fellow. Most of the wild west clawns work ir 
Jewish makeup. Why all use the same makeup I 
do not know. The boys who work the wild west 
get most of their laughs by telling jokes. They 
could make good clowning an old-time one-ring 
circus. 

The seasOn is about to start. The clowns are 
busy adding the final touches to their gags, and I 
am sure that Many a young heart and some old 
ones will be lighter after witnessing some of the 
antics of the clowns of 1931.

traveling organization realizes that the success or 
failure of a road show depends entirely upon the 
agent in advance, provided the company is playing 
independently. 

In 1920 it was my privilege to be ahead of a 
tabloid show comprised of 18 people, playing thru 
the Southwest. I later placed this outfit on a tabloid 
circuit, but during the time I was identified with it 
I booked it in over 20 towns and cities, and each date 
Was a red one, with two exceptions, which goes to 
prove that tabloid owners and producers can assemble 
a capable company and secure lucrative bookings in- 
dependent of any chain or syndicate, if they are 
willing to meet the other fellow half way. I still have 
in my possession a date and memo book of 10 years 
ago, from which the following facts are taken: 

Roscoe & Hockwalds’ Georgia Minstrels played the 
Martin Theater, Globe, Ariz., on a Saturday and Sun- 
day night in November, 1920. I called upon thé 
house manager, seeking to book a tabloid show in 
the same house for the following Wednesday night. 
The manager explained that on Wednesday night he 
had a feature picture booked, at the same time point- 
ing out that inasmuch as the Georgia Minstrels were 
playing to packed houses those two night, at $1.50 
top, he hardly thought my company could do any 
business by following them in so soon. 

It was ne€cessary that I get a booking for that 
Wednesday night, as the show was booked to open 
in El Paso, Tex., on Thursday, and I wanted to break 
the jump. I finally told the manager he could deduct 
the cost of his picture program, and we would split 
60-40 after that. He agreed to pay for all newspaper 
advertising (the town had a daily newspaper). The 
show came in and played to turn-away business at a 
$1 top. Long before the curtain was due to go up 
the customers were standing in the aisles. (Fire 
ordinances were not so rigidly enforced in small towns 
at that time). 

Various road shows had played the house before, 
but that was the first tabloid show to grace the 
boards of the Martin in years. The manager offered 
us a stock date then and there, which the show 
couldn't accept on account of other bookings. 

I have cited the foregoing merely to show that 
tabloid owners in those days could secure profitable 
bookings independent of any circuit or chain organi- 
zation. And today one can find plenty of dark thea- 
ters, whose owners, managers or lessees would be 
tickled pink to play a tabloid show that is capable 
of pulling them in. 

If organization and co-operation is employed and 
exercised by those whose chief interest lies in tabloid 
musical comedy, it won’t be long before tabloids are 
lifted out of the pit of a chaotic lethargy into which 
they nave fallen. Figure it out for yourself. 
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What the Circus Fans Like 


F EVERY directorial genius of that zreat 
American amusement institution—the cir- 
cus—were to be guided by the consensus of 
opinion of their friend and allies, the cir- 
cus fans, there would be radical changes 
in the current policies of the white-top aggregations. 

It is probably well for the circus that men long 
engaged in the show business, familiar with its many 
intricacies, remain in control and determine the 
course that the enterprise pursues, and that the 
enthusiasts, for which the circus is a hobby, confine 
their operations to the consumption of peanuts and 
red lemonade, and expend their energies applauding 
the aerialists, the bareback riders and the joeys. 

But nevertheless it is interesting to know the likes 
and dislikes of those whose greatest hobby is in 
following the fortunes of the circus, most of them 
business and professional] men of magnitude, men 
who have been successful in their own endeavors 
and who stand high in local, State and national af- 
{airs—members of the Circus Fans’ Association, the 
Circus Saints and Sinners’ Club and others not af- 
filiated with either organization. 

They are interested in the circus for the enter- 
tainment they derive from their association with 
the show and its people. But their interest lies 
deeper than as mere spectators. They seek the per- 
petuation of what they consider the outstanding 
ainusement enterprise of the age, and in so doing it 
is quite natural that they have studied their hobby 
and have witnessed its impression upon their asso- 
ciates 1n business and social relations. 


Survey Reveals Many Things 

A survey participated in by several hundred lovers 
of the circus in practically every State in the Union 
reveals many interesting things. If the fans were 
to have their way, the wild animal arena would find 
a place in every big top; the leapers, the loop-the- 
loop and the singing and talking clowns of the 
olden days would again grace the hippodrome track; 
the glorious, glittering street parade with its steam 
calliope would wend its way to the showgrounds, 
and the movie personalities and freaks would be 
aisplaced as featured attractions by circus per- 
formers of merit, who have demonstrated their 
superiority in the arena. 

As far as the actual circus program is concerned, 
the most radical change adyocated by the fans, the 
canvass of their whims reveals, is the inclusion of 
wild animal acts in the arena as one of the prin- 
cipal features of every circus. 

Seventy per cent of the circus enthusiasts queried 
in the survey declared themselves as feeling that 
the circus is not justified in eliminating the wild 
animal acts. The other 30 per cent were as stead- 
fast in the belief that wild animal acts are not 
necessary for a well-balanced program. 


Animal Act Thrill Different 


There are those who believe there is a definite 
thrill furnished by the wild animal acts that is 
different in appeal from any other feature of the 
big show program. Some believe they are of edu- 
cational value, others feel they are necessary for 
variety. On the other hand, there are those who 
think that only the shows known as wild animal 
circuses are justified in maintaining wild animal 
acts and some think that only the larger shows 
should eliminate them. Practical-minded fans be- 
lieve their presence in the program tends to slow 
it up and others point out that the added expense 
of carrying the cat acts is not justifiable to the 
average circus. 

Wild animal acts run second only to aerial acts 
as the most popular features. Twenty-two per cent 
of those taking part in the survey rank wild animal 
acts as first in their preference. Seven per cent 
place them second and four per cent rank them 
third. It is quite noticeable that those for whom 
the cat numbers offer little appeal are the most 
emphatic in the belief they are not worth while to 
the circus. 


Aerial Acts Rank High 


As might be expected, the aerial acts rank far 
and above all other forms of circus entertainment 
features in popularity among the most rabid fans. 
Fifty-two per cent of those queried on the subject 
rank aerial acts among the “big three” of their 
preference. Of this number, 20 per cent find aerial 
acts the most appealing of all, 19 per cent place 
them second and 13 per cent rank them third. 

After the aerial and wild animal numbers, the 
preferences are not so marked. Riding acts are in 
third place, closely followed by acrobatic or ground 
acts, with trained horses in fifth place. Thirteen 
per cent of the fans rank riding acts first. 5 per 
cent place them second and 11 per cent rank them 
third. Six per cent of those interrogated place acro- 
batic acts first, 13 per cent designate them as second 
choice and 11° per cent rank them third.

Of the remaining types of features, band music 
ranks sixth, the spectacle or opening tournament is 
seventh and clown features are eighth. Little in- 
terest is shown in domestic animal acts, races, freaks 
and miscellaneous attractions that do not come 
under the general headings cited. 


Clown Features 

It might be surprising that clown features, in- 
separably associated with the circus, have so little 
appeal to the circus fans. Only 18 per cent place 
the joeys among their first three choices. The fact 
is, the modern clown comes in for serious criticism 
from the circus lovers. 

Fifty per cent of the fans do not believe that 
clown acts are improving, while 44 per cent believe 
that they are. The remaining 6 per cent refused 
to be drawn into the controversy. The belief that 
the clowns are not putting the needed punch into 
their offerings is not attributable to modern arenic 
conditions, according to the poll. 

The pantomimic clown is just as effective as 
the talking clown, 73 per cent of the fans believe, 
many of them convinced that he is more effective, 
while 25 per cent maintain that the talking and 
singing clown has no equal. Likewise, they do not 
believe that the policy of using the white-faced 
comedians to fill in between acts rather than giving 
them special presentation, should deter their opera- 
tions. Fifty-three per cent favor the fill-in policy, 
while 49 per cent want the clown given special recog- 
nition, 

One critic says that “good clowns, not vulgarians,” 
are needed, while there are those who come to the 
defense of the joey in the belief that clowns are 
not paid salaries conducive to the production of new 
ideas. There are still others who believe that good 
clowns are born and not made by the application 
of clown white and ludicrous garb. 

There seems to be a somewhat general belief that 
clown numbers are drifting too generously to the 
use of mechanical features for walk-around gags 
rather than depending upon the art of pantomime 
and farcical series of incidents for comedy effects. 


Opening Spectacle 

Considerable interest is taken in the opening 
spectacle, with a majority of the voters consider- 
ing the tournament on the track more effective than 
the pageant that has been discarded for the most 
part, by the modern circus. Nevertheless, 33 per cent, 
an appreciable minority, hold out for the produc- 
tion on the stage with its dramatic presentation. 

Proponents of the tournament on the track argue 
that it serves to speed up the program to maintain 
the tempo that is followed during the remainder 
of the program, that it does not trespass in time 
required on the remainder of the numbers and at 
the same time, obviously allows for greater seating 
capacity in the tent, and less bulky properties to be 
carried by the show. Some maintain that the 
dramatic pageant has no place in a circus, but is a 
form of amusement separate and distinct. On the 
other hand, backers of the pageq@mt on the stage 
do not see the possibilities of as great a display of 
brilliance of scenic effects and costuming, or as in- 
teresting continuity in the tournament, as the 
pageant offers. 

Despite these variances in opinion as to the 
effectiveness of the present-day circus program, 58 
per cent of the fans believe that their favorite 
amusement institution is keeping abreast of the 
times in the development of new attractions. Thirty- 
two per cent disagree with their brethren and the 
remainder fail to comment. There are among these 
who fail to take sides in the issue, those who be- 
lieve that the circus does not need to keep abreast 
of the times in the strict sense of the word. Some 
believe that the circus should not be modern—they 
think that the traditional features are sufficient to 
maintain perennial interest. In direct contrast are 
those who go so far as to say that “unless the circus 
produces new acts, out it will go”. 


Old-Time Features Favored 


Regardless of their opinions, pro and con on this 
particular issue, there is an astonishing high per- 
centage of fans who favor the return of old-time 
features, such as the leapers, the loop-the-loop, 
horse show and other attractions of the past that 
have made way for newer features. Eighty-nine per 
cent of those queried expressed a decided interest in 
the revival of the old-time acts. Features that were 
popular a generation ago have never been seen by 
the youngsters of today, and the return of the human 
projectile, shot from the mouth of a cannon, which 
has proven popular in the past four or five years, is 
cited as an example of the revival of a novelty of a 
previous century, for striking effect. 


Featuring of outstanding circus performers in 
preference to motion picture personalities or freaks 
of nature is championed by the fans, despite the 
fact that circus Managements have found the latter 
great drawing cards the past few seasons. Sixty-nine 
per cent of the fans agree on this point, while 
approximately 15 per cent believe the other features 
are necessary to the box office of the circus today. 


Movie Cowboys 


Arguments in favor of the performers are obvious 
~—whether or not practical from the financial stand- 
point—that the artists are the mainstays of the arena 
and deserve recognition due their professions. There 
are those who believe that the movie cowboys have 
no place in the circus, but should be drawing cards 
for Wild West shows as separate and distinct from 
the circus. Likewise, they believe that freaks be- 
tong in the side show and should not be featured as 
a part of the big show 

Contrarily speaking, other fans argue that circus 
performerg for the most part are unknown; the acts 
presented by one show are rarely distinctive from 
those of another, while performers who have been 
exploited by the movies and their names are house- 
hold words in American communities, are valuable 
acquisitions to the circus program. 

The general belief that there is no decline in the 
popularity of the circus exists among those most 
devoted to the amusement as spectators, despite the 
fact that a large minority thinks otherwise and so 
expresses itself. Fifty-four per cent of the voting 
fans agree that the circus has not lost its appeal, 
40 per cent speak negatively, and the remaining six 
per cent are noncommittal. 


Blame General Depression 

The disastrous season of 1930 is attributed to the 
general depression by those who see no decrease of 
interest in the circus among amusement seekers, and 
in the same breath they forecast better business as 
general conditions improve. 

Those who believe the circus is on the decline, 
do not hesitate to back up their beliefs by citing 
what they consider vital factors in the trend. More 
unite in the belief that the lack of a parade is con- 
tributory to the decline than any single cause. 
Others believe lots far from the center of town, 
lack of parking facilities and improvement of the 
motion picture and radio are important factors. 
Some think there is a lack of original and improved 
acts and a general sameness to the circus that de- 
tracts from its popularity. Others believe that so- 
called public-spirited citizens who protest the visit 
of the circus to the community have had effect. 
There are still others who believe that too many 
features that should not be classed as circus attrac- 
tions have been Made a part of the program, and 
some would advocate the elimination of side shows 
and the concert to concentrate on the big show pro- 
gram alone as a drawing card. 


Cause of Declining Interest 


It is the belief of some that circuses, in their 
efforts to outdo their rivals in size, have sacrificed 
quality of performance for quantity, with resultant 
decline in interest. Some lay the decline that they 
feel is evident, to a lack of interest on the part of 
children whom they believe “see and hear too much” 
to be enthused by the circus. There are a few who 
believe that the price scale of the circus is too high 
in comparison with what is offered, pointing out that 
the smaller shows ask the same admission as the 
most gigantic of tented shows. Loss of feature acts 
that have found more lucrative fields outside of the 
circus is cited as a deterring factor. Unfavorable 
publicity and books such as Jim Tully's Circus Parade 
are seen as hurtful to the circus, and then there are 
some who blame the modern complexities of life to 
be such that the circus does not play the same im- 
portant rol2 in the community life that it did when 
the circus’ visit was the most outstanding event of 
the year. 

The fans are almost unanimous in the belief 
that the circus parade is a business asset. Eighty- 
nine per cent did not hesitate to answer in the 
affirmative, The few that held opposite views are 
of the belief that the parade is an impossibility under 
modern traffic conditions. 

There are several who hold out for the parade 
with reservations. Some believe that circuses of 30 
cars or less should parade, while they contend the 
larger shows do not need this attraction. Others 
think that local conditions should govern the circus 
in giving a parade, but that it should have the facii- 
ties for the purpose when the need arises, whether 
such a policy would be practical or not apparently 
failing of consideration. Some believe that a good 
parade without a first-class show to back it up 
is more detrimental than worth-while. Some are

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Jumbo--The Colossus 


ORTY-FIVE years have passed since the 
elephant sensation of two continents— 
Jumbo—was killed in an accident while on 
tour during the 1885 season of his famously 
exploited appearance with Barnum, Bailey 
& Hutchinson's Greatest Show on Earth. The word 
“Jumbo” during those few years became so indelibly 
fixed in the minds of the American public by Barnum's 
unique and overwhelming publicity campaign that 
it became one of the generally used names to 
emphasize size or superiority of everything grown or 
manufactured. The use of the word “Jumbo” be- 
came an asset in commercial and amusement 
circles; has retained its prestige as a means of ex- 
pressing superiority, and is used daily by people in 
diversified lines of business, of attractions exhibited, 
and in their general conversation. 

The capture in Africa, arrival in Paris, transfer 
to Regents’ Park (London), purchase by Barnum’s 
agent, transportation to America, sensation as a 
cireus exhibit and tragic death is history worthy of 
repetition to 20th century generations as a ¢nemorial 
to the famous giant pachyderm whose name is today 
a popular word for everybody's everyday lexicon. 


Exact Age Unknown 


Sir Samuel Baker, of England, whoewas familiar 
with the early history of Jumbo, stated to London 
Officials and the press that the elephant was captured 
when very young by some Hamran Arabs, who 
brought him from the Settite River in. Abyssinia 
and disposed of him to a Bavarian collector named 
Johann Schmidt. Jumbo was then less than four 
feet high. was exhibited with another elephant of 
approximately the same age. There was no accurate 
date upon which to establish a record of his 
exact age. 

The Jardin des Plants obtained control of 
Jumbo and he became a Paris exhibit in 1861. There 
he made rapid growth, and after several years was 
transferred to the Royal Zoological Gardens, Regents’ 
Park, London, Eng. Experts in the capture, handling 
and dealing in elephants contend that the African 
species grows almost imperceptibly for many years 
of its youth, requiring much longer time to attain 
maturity than that of India. It was therefore 
thought probable that Jumbo was much older than 
generally believed when he was placed on exhibition 
in the Royal Zoo. However, in the 17 years’ pains- 
taking care, rich food, and favoritism under owner- 
ship of the Zoological Society of England, his prodigi- 
ous size had made him the wonder of all Europe. 
Attaining a height of 12 feet, weighing nearly 10 
tons, he was in 20 years from date of his first appear- 
ance in Paris more huge in his proportions than the 
monster which Ptolemaeus states was taken by 
Caesar to Britain in 54 B. C., or the elephant pre- 
sented by the King of France to Henry III of Eng- 
land in 1252. 


Had Many Riders 


It was estimated by managers of the London Zoo 
that in 17 years a million and a quarter children had 
enjoyed'a ride on the broad back of the giant pet, in- 
cluding the most noted of England and other European 
royalty; also that probably half a million Americans 
had seen and admired the reputed largest elephant 
in the world. Jumbo’s popularity had been given 
publicity thru various mediums; returning Americans 
had acclaimed the gigantic size of London Zoo's big 
feature, and for two years P. T. Barnum and his 
associates were planning the purchase of the elephant 
monster if possible. Eventually a representative was 
sent to London to negotiate with the Council of the 
Zoological Society of England. Superintendent Bart- 
ett of the Zoo called a meeting of the Council, the 
American agent stated the object of his visit, and 
requested thut a price be named which he could 
submit to his employers. 


Removal to America 


After much consultation and delay, the enormous 
sum of £2,000 was named as their price for the giant 
beast. No delay followed the receipt of this in- 
formation in the office of Barnum, Bailey & Hutch- 
inson; their decision to accept the terms was com- 
municated to the Zoo Society Council. Active 
preparations were inaugurated for the removal of 
Jumbo to America. The show’s agents and experi- 
enced elephant keepers at once set sail for London. 
On arrival in the English metropolis all details were 
completed for transportation of the mammoth 
pachyderm to New York on a vessel of the Monarch 
Line. J. R. Davis, superintendent in charge of the 
preparations to take possession of the animal] and 
transport him to America, anticipated only the usual 
routine of loading and shipping an elephant. It soon 
developed into a herculean task. 

The reported sale of Jumbo to Barnum, presence 
of a crew of men in London to remove him from the 
Zoo and realization that his early departure was a

reality caused a wave of remonstrance to roll. The 
press of London, followed by newspapers thruout 
England, carried editorial criticism, censuring the 
Council of the Zoological Society for having author- 
ized the sale of the people’s beloved pet. Royalty 
joined the masses in regrets and urged that the 
agreement be canceled; the excitement spread even 
to the House of Commons, and was discussed in 
Parliament. The people, thru The London Daily 
Telegraph, offered Mr. Barnum any sum in reason to 
cancel the contract and permit Jumbo to remain in 
his established home. One of the appealing argu- 
ments was that among the elephants in the Royal 
Zoo was a female named Alice, which, from the 
many years companionship of the two, was known 
as Jumbo’s wile. 


Barnum Turns Deaf Ear 


The appeals to Barnum and his associates were 
fruitless. They had purchased a world wonder, knew 
the sensation he would create when exhibited in 
America. and stood firm in their decision to carry out 
the terms of contract and bond, which stipulated 
that he be taken as he stands. In face of all the 
protests Mr. Davis hastened the preparations for 
shipping. A carefully padded cage, of suitable size 
and strength for a comfortable voyage, had been 
prepared for Jumbo’s trip on board the contracted 
ship. Preparations were complete for his removal 
thru the streets, nine miles from the Zoo to Millwall 
Docks, where he was to be loaded. 

The experienced showmen, familiar with every 
detail of circus and menagerie methods of handling 
animals rapidly and systematically, went to the Zoo, 
chained the huge monarch and started to leave the 
inclosure, but in al! their plans they had failed to 
reckon with Jumbo’s views on the subject of leaving 
his home and Alice. He utterly refused to be led or 
driven from his companion, and at the gate laid 
down, and no persuasion or powers Of the keepers 
could move him. This demonstration of objection 
to being forced to leave home brought on more ad- 
verse publicity. Column after column appeared in 
the English dailies immediately after the unsuccess- 
ful effort at removal. The London Spectator on 
February 25, 1882, in a lengthy editorial, praised the 
sagacious decision of Jumbo that in a prostrate 
position he couid not be lifted or carried away. Daily 
efforts were made to coax, persuade or force the big 
fellow to change his mind; every new plan failed to 
move him. The time for opening the circus season 
in New York was near. Desperation devised the plan 
of a heavily ironed box, perfectly padded inside; a 
mammoth truck on low wheels and a succession of 
trials to gradually educate Jumbo to enter the box. 
Much time was consumed in this preparation and 
still no success. 


Injunction Next Faced 


A safety plan of removal by force was the last 
resort. Massive harness with tackle attachment was 
made which —— surround Jumbo’s body, and 
with ample horse power pull him into the big box 
on the truck, the wheels being sunk in the ground 
to make easy approach. This arrangement for re- 
moval was delayed by an injunction in Chancery, 
before Justice Chitty, on the morning of March 7, 
1882, on the plea of cruelty to animals law violation. 
Various witnesses were examined, including Mr. Scott, 
the elephant keeper, who had already been engaged 
to accompany Jumbo to America. After much legal 
controversy the injunction was dismissed, quite 
probable to some extent due to the expressed senti- 
ment of The London Daily Telegraph in an editorial, 
which, in part, said: “Fellows of the Zoological Society 
are attempting to baffle the American purchasers by 
a legal side wind; frankly the Chancery proceedings 
have an ugly look, and by old-fashioned thinkers may 
well be deemed un-English.” 


Loading on Vessel 


Legal restrictions removed, the harness was at- 
tached; the aid of tackle and keepers’ persuasion re- 
sulted as planned. With Jumbo in the box and 40 
craft horses as motive power, the truck was drawn 
thru the streets to the vessel, the Assyrian Monarch. 
The space assigned for his transportation was on 
the steerage deck, about 15x20 feet. Everything es- 
sential to safety, comfort and keeping the elephant 
satisfied with his surroundings had been provided. 
The loading on vessel was a momentous undertaking, 
but was accomplished without mishap. His long- 
time keeper was there as an associate On the ocean 
voyage to feed and fondle him, and the many pas- 
sengers were constant interested visitors, which in a 
measure took the place of the daily routine at the 
London Zoo. 


It is opportune to mention that after Jumbo's 
departure from the Zoo the receipts of that institu- 
tion immediately dropped off to such an alarming 
extent that the London newspapers again went into 
editorial hysteria over the sale of the Zoo’s greatest 
drawing attraction. 


Arrival in New York 


The story of safe arrival of the Assyrian Monarch 
in New York harbor, the unloading, first touch of 
American soil and great demonstration of welcome 
by countless thousands was heralded to the world 
by every medium of news publicity in New York and 
thruout the entire country. Harper’s, St. Nicholas’. 
Frank Leslie’s and illustrated papers and children’s 
magazines were literally a picture gallery of Jumbo's 
unique London good-by scenes and his glorious re- 
ception in New York. The Jumbo craze never abated 
irom date of arrival until his initial exhibition as 
Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson's gift of “The Mighty 
Lord of A]l Beasts” as an added feature to their al- 
ready “Greatest Show on Earth”. The season’s tour 
was a succession of record-breaking attendance 
The Book of Jumbo, a 16-page 10x14-inch four-column 
publication devoted exclusively to a history of the 
giant pachyderm’s purchase, transportation and 
presentation to America’s amusement-loving patrons 
was daily distributed gratuitously to thousands. 


With the approach of the second season for Jumbo 
to tour with his new owners, The Buffalo (N.Y.) Daily 
Courier on February 14, 1883, published some inter- 
esting facts about the remarkable returns of the 
previous season. It stated that for more than 200 times 
the daily attendance to the “World’s Greatest” had 
reached 30,000; it commented on the sensation 
created by bringing to this country what had long 
been the admitted greatest attraction at the Royal 
Zoological Gardens in London. Thus began the 1883 
tour, which gave to the anxious public in a new list 
of cities the opportunity of seeing the much-talked- 
of Jumbo. To add strength, if that were possible, to 
the drawing power of the giant elephant as a 
menagerie feature, much publicity was given to em- 
phasize the promise that along with the featured 
star of the animal department the tiny baby ele- 
vhant “Bridgeport”, first one born in the United 
States, could be seen, and its contrasting height and 
weight compared with the world-famous “Largest 
Living Quadruped”. 


No Letup in Interest 


No lack of interest was apparent during the 1883 
season. Each day the enormous crowds came in an 
endless stream, city and country declared it a holiday, 
excursion trains brought seething throngs from a 
distance, all with the same urgent purpose—-they 
just must see Jumbo. There were scores of other at- 
tractions equal to or greater than ever offered by 
any traveling organization, but the outstanding all- 
absorbing topic, the powerful magnet that drew 
them from their fields and city homes to the circus 
grounds, the ticket wagons and into the massive 
tents was that desire to see the great and only 
Jumbo. Every n@éwspaper seemed to outdo all others 
with its descriptive stories of the elephant wonder 
and his historic career. The year 1884 continued the 
spontaneous Outpouring of people daily to every ex- 
hibition of the Barnum, Bailey & Hutchinson at- 
traction, still the magnetic thrill of anticipation was 
the big elephant in the menagerie. Having seen him 
once was no excuse for not seeing him again. The 
season’s attendance record was again a convincing 
argument that elephants are a paying investment 
and that the London purchase was a veritable gold 
mine. 


Taken Into Canada 


The fourth season of the “towering monster” with 
the Barnum aggregation was planned as its pre- 
eminent effort in circus and menagerie offerings. The 
itinerary for 1885 included invasion of a number of 
Canadian cities, thus giving opportunity to people of 
the Dominion to see the one-time pet of Queen Vic- 
toria’s subjects and feature attraction of the London 
Royal Zoo. 

The usual spriag opening, followed by approxi- 
mately five Months of the immense business which 
had been constantly favoring the Barnum organiza- 
tion since its introduction of the London sensation 
in Ameriéa, found the big show in Canada. The same 
daily demonstration of interest in Jumbo was re- 
peated in every city visited, possibly a greater desire 
was manifest to get a close-up view, to linger and ask 
more questions John Scott had been retained as 
keeper, and it was known by Canadians that for years 
he had been in care of the huge beast in the Royal 
Zoo. 

Fate seemed to decree that the calamity which 
was to rob the “Greatest Show on Earth” of its 
wonder-of-the-century attraction should take place

mY) when, thru the success of a few established 
e | “round-ups,” “stampedes” and “rodeos,” a 
smaller brother came into existence calling 
itself “wild west.” Benefiting by the expensive pub- 
licity and advertising of its larger brothers, it eked 
out a precarious existence until, the public tiring 
of such performances, it died a slow and lingering 
death. This would have been the best thing imag- 
inable if it had not been for the fact that it nearly 
killed the legitimate contests which thru years 
of educational publicity had made a large number of 
fans for this unique western sport. Came a few years 
where cowboy sports were at a standstill, just the 
“older brothers” carrying on. Eventually the public 
again became interested and a number of responsible 
promoters undertook the risk of introducing real 
contests to the eastern part of the states and by a 
gradual building-up process educated and intro- 
duced the eastern audiences to a purely western 
sport until the redeo has now become one of the 
leading outdoor attractions of the entire continent. 


New Name May Be Necessary 


The rodeo undoubtedly has reached its pinnacle 
of popularity and has taken the entire country by 
storm. Let us look around and see what is hap- 
pening along with this. The very same thing that 
happened some years ago, only the “younger #rother” 
has changed its name to rodeo. Every little “show,” 
or “exhibition” styles itself “rodeo.” This is not 
a tirade against smal! “rodeos” or a prophecy of what 
is going to happen, but rather a few helpful hints 
cn how to keep the real rodeos alive. From what 
T have seen at some “rodeos” and what I have heard 
of others it won't be long until we shall all have 
to use another name and title than “rodeo.” I have 
ventured into towns and cities where, if you men- 
tion rodeo, you are threatened with violence. What 
is the reason? There are two reasons: The pro- 
moter or manager and the contestant. 

Let us take the case of a smal) but lively com- 
munity, a city of perhaps 5,000 or 8,000 people with 
a good surrounding territory and a large tourist 
trade. One of their live citizens at one time saw 
a real rodeo which drew thousands of people. The 
show ran smoothly for two and a half or three 
hours; good stock, top performers, excellent man- 
agement and everybody enjoyed the rodeo, including 
our citizen of “Podunkville." He goes home al] en- 
thused, gets others interested and it finally ends up 
by “Podunkville” having a rodeo on the glorious 
Fourth of July. 


A Show Minus Showmen 


A committee is formed, our local citizen who saw 
a rodeo elsewhere is ‘o manage the show; adver- 
tising matter is distributed, local and professional 
boys enter, and after all kinds of tribulations that 
teset the new manager the show is 6n. Of course, 
the.manager and his committeemen are all good 
business men and are perhaps leaders in their re- 
spective lines, but they are not showmen (a distinct 
business of its own and, incidentally, the hardest 
to master). 

After the show begins they are at sea and flounder 
thru hours of agonizing waits and delays until per- 
haps darkness kindly puts an end to the perform- 
ance. 

What do the contestants do in the meantime? 
Just sit in the sidelines and listen to some of the 
“suggestions” and arguments these boys try to put 
ecross. They know immediately that the management 
is not familiar with contest rulings and instead of 
helping and living up to all rules with which every 
professional is familiar they try to and sometimes 
get away with everything but “murder,” causing 
innumerable arguments among themselves, which are 
usually settled during the performance in the arena. 

Does the public pay to sit in a blazing sun on 
a row of hard board’ seats waiting for something to 
happen, seeing cowboys stand around arguing and 
making no pretense of giving the public their money's 
worth. After all, it is the public that pays the 
prize moneys and keeps the shows going from 
vear to year, 


Can’t Fool Public Twice 

What happens to the Podunkville rodeo? The 
first show perhaps paid out, owing to the newness 
of the venture. The committee decides to go on 
with it another year and it proves a complete 
failure. Why? The local public would not be fooled 
again and don’t care to see another rodeo, The 
tourist who came perhaps miles to see this goes 
home and spreads the news of the miserable show 
he saw, and if you should happen to drop in 
his home town you would be surprised how 
much anti-rodeo propaganda this one dissatisfied 
tourist has created. The committee fails to pay 
off and the cowboys raise the big howl of how they 
came a great distance under great expense and

then did not get paid. Let them be honest with 
themselves. Did they really give a worth-while per- 
formance the previous year? Did they not throw 
away their own bread and butter by showing in- 
difference toward the success of the show? They 
should be vitally interested in creating a good im- 
pression and satisfying the public. By so doing they 
create additional rodeo fans, but once a show is 
discontinued it takes years to overcome the senti- 
ment against a rodeo and one more spot is lost to 
the cowboys. This is an example of where a number 
of citizens mean well, but don’t know enough to 
obtain a capable manager. 

Sometimes a local cowboy who has established a 
reputation as a good stock hand is hired at a small 
salary to run the arena. Of course, he has not had 
practical show experience and is not any better than 
the citizen, and the show again loses money. 

Now I come to the greatest evil; it cannot be 
called a wild west show because it is not that. 
What it is I don’t know, but it calls itself “rodeo.” 
It usually carries from 10 to 25 horses, four or five 
boys; borrows or rents a few local cattle wherever 
it plays gnd then sets forth within a radius of 50 
to 100 miles of a large and well-advertised rodeo and 
Plays any and all towns it comes to within this 
radius, usually a few weeks before the real and 
legitimate rodeo. With its inferior performance it 
does not only sponge off the larger show's advertising 
and publicity, but also sets itself up as a shining 
reason why people should not, attend any rodeo. 
It is continually decreasing the number of rodeo 
fans that a legitimate show has built up thru good, 
clean performances. 

The writer has visited many fair secretaries and 
a@ great many times has been told a rodeo has been 
booked for their fair. Later, while attending these 
fairs, I have been astounded to find a type of rodeo 
that absolutely killed all desire of wanting to see 
another one. Such shows not only kill the one 
fair for a real rodeo, but they sometimes kill an 
entire circuit of fairs. Rodeos have proven a great 
attraction at fairs and some of the leading state 
fairs have contracted them as a feature attraction. 
When properly staged and managed, this form of 
entertainment at fairs is a money-getter and should 
be in great demand for a long time to come. But 
let the fair officials beware of the attraction that 
books under the guise of rodeo. Let them investi- 
gate the standing of these promoters first before 
booking their attractions. 


Cheap Imitations Hurt 

While interviewing one of the wide-awake secre- 
taries of a Canadian fair, he said: “The rodeo is one 
of the best fair attractions I know of and we shall 
eventually book one. If we book one it will be a 
real one as we Wish to make it an annual show, but 
the ones I have seen would not make, but break the 
fair and, if we can’t book a good rodeo we won't 
book any at all.” 

Good sports are getting away from staging a real 
contest because the public at large is slowly but 
surely losing interest because of such cheap imita- 
tions. I say again that these unscrupulous man- 
agers or promoters will gradually “kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg.” Contestants are partly 
to blame, too. Why? Because they do not have to 
take part in these doings where the Most they can 
win is $25 and where they won't get any money if 
the show does not make good. When they do come 
to a show that may be small but reliable, they 
sometimes, through wrangling and delays, will cause 
the public to become disgusted. 

How To Keep Spirit Alive 

Here are a few remedies that will always keep 
your community rodeo spirit alive: Get a manager 
that is a showman and knows the game. Don’t try 
to save a few dollars by getting a cheap and in- 
experienced one. The good manager and more ex- 
pensive one will make you the money in the end. 
Speed up your show. Spend enough money on 
your chutes and arena so all events can be run 
without delay. If you have any weak points ‘on 
your program speed will cover it up. Send the 
audiences away wanting to see more of cowboy sports, 
but never let them leave because of a slow show 
and before half of your events are run off. Send 
your rules and price lists out at an early date so the 
contestants may decide for or against coming. En- 
force your rules to the letter and run your show 
to please your public. See that the purses are 
guaranteed by the community or some organization 
so you won't have to gamble on your gate receipts 
in order to pay off. If your show is good you won't 
have any trouble finding guarantors! 

And you cowboys who come to a rodeo: Do not 
try to run the show to suit yourselves. Obey the

rules and work with your arena director, not against 
him. Any organization that you work for expects 
you to be on time, do as told and conduct yourself 
as gentlemen. The rodeo is your means of liveli- 
hood and common sense will tell you that more 
satisfied communities mean more shows and more 
prize money. The ;,larger and more established 
shows have ironclad rules and make the boys live 
up to them and agitators and undesirables are sim- 
ply excluded, but with smaller contests and tlose 
starting up the contestants’ sportsmanship and good 
will in helping the show along is a great factor 
in establishing or killifig one more spot for an annual 
rodeo. The,cowboys can also help to keep the rodeo 
on a legitimate basis by looking up the records of a 
great many fly-by-night rodeos, find out if the 
show is conducted under responsible auspices, com- 
munities or fairs; if the purses are guaranteed, if 
purses are large enough to warrant a long trip. If 
things do not look right do not go. Refuse to gamble 
with the would-be promoter on gate receipts to be 
gotten out of a community already fed up on 6s0- 
called rodeos. 


The RAA 


Pully two-thirds of all legitimate rodeos are 
now members of the RAA, and the writer hopes 
to see the day when all legitimate rodeos shal! belong 
to this organization. The contestants will then be 
able to follow a complete year-round circuit under 
RAA auspices and will not have to risk attend- 
ing so-called rodeos with small purses, questionable 
financing and probable “killing” of good territories, 

A trip thru the northwest will convince the 
readers that the conditions described in this article 
exist in too Many places. What the results will be 
only the future can tell. 

Don’t let us be misled into thinking that this 
evidemt rodeo popularity will last forever, for it is 
gradually being undermined by imitations and fake 
rodeos. Eventually all legitimate rodeos must arrive 
at some solution or history will repeat itself 

In the meantime, while the friends and cham- 
pions of refil rodeos are working and fighting to keep 
it in the realm of great outdoor attractions others, 
who have nothing but their own selfish and personal 
interests at heart, will shout: “On with the dance!”

the whole affair takes on the outward appearance 

of a chain system functioning smoothly. 

Why not a chain of museums? What fault could 
“Ol’ Man” Henderson or any individual find with 
such an enterprise as a national chain of museums 
presenting human freaks and curiosities. That fa- 
mous anti-chain crusader would, perhaps, call upon 
the ghost of P. T. Barnum to witness the corruption 
and destruction of a great American amusement in- 
stitution founded by the above-mentioned beloved 
pioneer. 

What would P. T. Barnum think of such a pro- 
posal? Well, Phineas T. Barnum was a broad mind- 
ed, deep-thinking person and you can bet your 
Truly Warner he would clap his approval on any 
movement that promotes the expansion of a business 
which has done, and is now doing, much for show- 
men and amusement seekers. 

The amusement business situation of today is 
vastly different than it was in, Barnum’s museum 
days—but the human mind of today is still suscepti- 
ble to the contagion of the germ of curiosity. Its 
modern taste for newly discovered freaks and won- 
ders differs little in fact and choice than in the early 
‘40s when that illustrious pioneer of the American 
museum opened Barnum’s American Museum at 
Broadway and Ann street. Eighty-eight years have 
brought forth amusements in many new forms—but 
the public’s insatiable appetite for nature’s wonders 
and human, curiosities has not changed. They want 
to see “gee’d-up people”, strange animals, mummies

NEW YORK, March 23.—A 
group of new personages is hold- 
ing the accredited iron whip for 
the sixth annual World Series 
Rodeo to be held at Madison 
Square Garden next fall for the 
benefit of the Broad Street Hos- 
pital. 

Allen Branin, managerial head since 
1927, has been succeeded by Frank 
Moore, of San Antonio, Tex., a prominent 
figure in rodeo circles, now installed 
in his offices at the Garden. The rest 
of the personnel has not been revealed, 
but it was definitely established in an 
interview with Moore by a reporter for 
The Billboard that the old faces are out. 

But two of the new crop were deter- 
mined. One is Frank (Buck) O'Neill, 
alternately publicity impresario and an- 
nouncer in former years, who this year 
will conduct the publicity, supplanting 
T. Joe Cahill and Arthur Chapman of 
the 1930 staff. O'Neill for many years 
has been one of the top-notch sports 
experts on The New York Journal. The 
other is Col. W. T. Johnson, of San 
Antonio, who will supply all the stock 
for the New York engagement and will 
direct arena events. The latter has just 
closed a contract with the Boston Madi- 
son Square Garden Corporation to pro- 
duce and to be charge d'affaires of a 
rodeo to be held there following the 
New York engagement, with dates set 
at November 7-14. 

The Broad Street Hospital, beneficiary 
of the series since 1926, with F. C. Ham- 
ilton and Troy Alexander as managing 
directors, will finance the project, where- 
as the 1930 series was produced, man- 
aged and promoted by the Madison 
Square Garden Corporation. Students 
of the rodeo situation voiced the gen- 
eral sentiment of dissatisfaction with 
the financial returns of the World Se- 
ries, which reached a climactic point 
last year after the huge flop experienced 
when the New York contingent projected 
‘he rodeo in Philadelphia. It is be- 
lieved that the miserable showing in 
Philadelphia precipitated the shakeup 
which resulted in the present chart of 
management and personnel. Arthur 
Chapman, poet of the rodeo, when 
sounded out by a reporter for The Bill- 
board, asserted his complete disinterest 
in the World Series Rodeo, but would 
give no tangible reason for his indif- 
ference.

No commit- 
tee, especially one on ‘Crime Problems’, 
would be so bold as to pass out a bill 
of this kind with a favorable recom- 
mendation, and no governor, especially 
one such as we have at present, who is 
in hearty accord with ‘public exhibits, 
fairs, carnivals and other public meet- 
ings in tents’, would consider approval 
of such a measure.

Highway Advertising Bill 


In Wisconsin 


MADISON, Wis., March 23.—-Assembly 
Bill No. 571-A, relating to highway ad- 
vertising, was introduced by Assembly- 
man Carow last week and referred to 
the Committee on Judiciary. The meas- 
ure was introduced by title only a short 
time ago and referred to the revision 
committee. Since that time a number 
of changes have been made, the prin- 
cipal one being the elimination of the 
annual occupational tax of 3 cents for 
each square foot of billboard or sign 
space. 

Another important change was the 
elimination of the section providing for 
a State license as well as a license for 
each county, based on population and 
ranging from $10 to $100, or $1,000 for 
all counties in the State. 


The bill in its revised form provides, 
among other things, that the State 
Highway Commission shall prescribe 
regulations with respect to the erection

of signs On public highways; that no 
advertising sign shall use prominently 
any words or combination of words com- 
monly used for guidance or warning of 
travel; that no person shgll erect any 
signs within a distance of 300 feet from 
the intersection of any two or more 
highways when such intersection is be- 
yond the corporate limits of any city or 
village; that an annua] highway adver- 
tiser's license be secured from the Sec- 
retary of State, the fee for this being 
$25, and in addition $1 for each bill- 
board be paid as a permit fee; that 
anybody not residing in the State be 
required to put up a bond for $5,000 
with the Secretary of State. 

Permits for the erection of signs would 
be issued by the county clerk of the 
county in which they are to be erected. 
There also is a provision for removal of 
structures or the advertisements thereon 
within four months after the expiration 
of license. 


Kquity Gets 
New Tax Rule 


Expenses of role may be 
deducted from income— 
test case conducted 


NEW YORK, March 21. — 
Equity has obtained new ruling 
on income tax deduction for 
actors, which provides that ex- 
penses incurred because of work 
on a particular role are deduct- 
able in the tax returns. Ruling 
was made by Bureau of Internal 
Revenue of Treasury Department 
after test case conducted by 
Equity and Otto Kruger 

Last March Kruger filed return which 
covered season in which he appeared in 
The Royal Family. Among deductions he 
included some which were to keep him- 
self fit to play role. Some of deductions 
Were passed by field examiners, but three 
were denied. Three were for keeping 
voice in condition to play part, for ad- 
vertising in trade journals and programs 
and for professional assistance in keep- 
ing in trim to play role. Latter referred 
to fencing practice, which Kruger needed 
to keep fit for part. 

Income tax board of appeals in New 
York upheld field examiners, and Kruger 
brought case to Equity, saying that de- 
ductions made small difference in his 
own tax, but he was willing to fight case 
as test for profession in general. Matter 
was referred to, Paul Turner, Equity 
counsel, who brought it to Washington. 
Favorable decision reported recently. 

Rule, however, covers only expenses 
necessary to keep up in current role. 
Expenses for general improvement come 
under head of capital expenditures and 
cannot be deducted. 


Tab. Advertiser 
Brought To Court 


NEW YORK, March 21.—Francesco 
Minutolo, a steady advertiser in the 
classified advertising pages of local tabs 
for talent, pleaded not guilty yesterday 
when arraigned in the Court of Special 
Sessions on a charge of conducting an 
employment agency without a license. 

Inspector William F. Gill, of the De- 
partment of Licenses, appeared as com- 
plainant against Minutolo when the lat- 
ter was brought up before Magistrate 
Brandt, March 5, on the same charge 
and held in $500 bail for yesterday's 
pleading. Minutolo’s case is now set for 
trial April 10. 

According to Inspector. Gill, Minutolo, 
who has his establishment at 140 West 
42d street, carried an advertisement in 
the classified columns of The Evening 
Graphic, under the heading, Help 
Wanted—Commercial, and under the 
subheading, Male and Female, worded 
thusly: “Men, Women and Children for 
Radio Singing; Amateurs Wanted.” 

Nan Gumbrill and Hazel Ferris, who 
appeared in court as complaining wit- 
nesses, alleged that they answered the 
ad and were induced by Minutolo into 
paying him $8 apiece for four lessons. 
When they inquired about getting work 
Minutolo is reported to have stated that 
they would have to take a further course 
of four lessons at the same rate. Com- 
plaint to the License Department was 
made following this incident. 

According to Gill, the classified adver- 
tising manager of The Daily Graphic, 
after hearing the details of the case, 
promised to keep Minutolo’s ads out of 
the paper in the future.

Nine Towns 


Frisco, Oakland and Los Angeles are starters—Boston, 
Toledo, Milwaukee, Seattl, Tacoma and Portland coming 
imon try early in April—spots where opposition is tough 


NEW YORK, March 23.—As a four-week experiment,. eight- 
act bills will start playing six RKO intact towns, one of them on 
Bill Howard’s expensive unit route, early in April along with the 
three Coast houses, also intact, that have been experimenting for a 


few weeks 
that the experiment will prove 
successful to the extent that the 
enlarged bills will become per- 


manent and national. 

‘New houses to get three and four 
additional acts on the trial basis, and 
the dates when they go in, are Boston, 
April 11; Toledo, April 4; Milwaukee, 
April 4; Seattle, April 3; Tacoma, April 
10, and Portland, April 16. Three Coast 
cities in which eight-act shows have 
been playing for the last several weeks 
are San Francisco, Oakland and Los An- 
geles. 

Only the Boston house, Keith’s, which 
is on Howard's books, will be booked 
from New York. Extra acts for Toledo 
and Milwaukee will be booked from Chi- 
cago, while Seattle, Tacoma and Port- 
land will be booked by Bernie Bernard, 
REKO'’s Los Angeles booker, who has been 
furnishing Frisco, Oakland and Los An- 
geles with the added turns since they 
became the inaugural factor in what has 
become a wholesale return to eight-act 
bills. 

When Seattle comes in on the experi- 
ment April 3, the added acts will play 
along with Sam Tishman’s regular intact 
thru Tacoma, Portland, San Francisco, 
Oakland and Los Angeles, giving Bernard 
a solid six-week route. 

While the return to the eight-act bills 
does not materially benefit the New York 
RKO agents at present, with only three 
extra acts booked weekly from here, it 
is expected that the entire booking will 
switch to the East if the experiment 
proves successful and becomes perma- 
nent. 

In all of the towns in which the added 
four acts are now being played and 
scheduled to go in, RKO has stiff stage 
opposition. The extra acts, with RKO’s 
reputation as the forerunner in vaude- 
ville, is expected to overcome this. 


Bobby Faye With Shannon

Squawks From House Men 


NEW YORK, March 23.—Dissatisfaction 
has been voiced by a number of RKO 
Managers, according to report, on the 
new vaudeville photos being sent them 
for lobby display, the squawks being that 
most of the appeal is gone with casts 
of acts being photographed in groups and 


not singly, as could be done advanta- 
geously in some instances. 

Basis of the complaints rests on the 
fact that the new poses being forced 


upon acts by the vaudeville exploitation 
department of RKO entirely eliminates 
the opportunity to display attractive girl 
performers by themselves. Regardless of 
her appearance and that of her male or 
female partners, a girl in a two or three- 
act now is posed with the rest of the 
cast. 

Another phase of the new RKO photo- 
posing rules causing discontent is that 


of the pictures of singers, male and 


female, showing only 
shoulders. This 
with the thought 


their head and 
dictum was imposed 
that singers are not 
dancers or acrobats and therefore full- 
length poses should be out. This de- 
spite the known fact that in many cases 
girl singers show up better in full- 
length display than hoofers and acrobats 
due to the muscles that form on the 
bodies of the latter two classes as a re- 
sult of their arduous work. 


Because of the close co-ordination be- 
tween the booking and exploitation 
offices, acts must pose as the exploiteers 
direct or face cancellation. Performers 
also now have no voice in regard to their 
billings, and managers on the circuit are 
powerless to make any changes, even if 
such is necessary to cut or pad advertis- 
ing space, without first getting an okeh 
from the exploitation department

Fox Is Off 
Indie Books 


All Eastern houses now set 
thru F. & M. office — 
avoiding petty squabbles 


NEW YORK, March 23.—Fox 
completely terminates the buying 
of acts for its Eastern houses by 
other than the Fanchon & Marco 
office next Saturday (March 28), 
when the Capitol, Newark, N. Y., 
switches from A. & B. Dow to 
Jesse Kaye’s books in the F. & M. 
office.

The Capitol is a Saturday stand play- 
ing three acts. The Parkway plays four 
acts on Friday and Saturday, with a com- 
plete change on Sunday. 

It is reported that the elimination of 
the indie bookers, which was made by 
the Fox theater operators, was done to 
save the circuit future embarrassment in 
the event of a squabble between acts and 
the bookers. . 

Gyp practices prevalent in the indie 
booking field are said to have decided the 
managers to restrict the show buying to 
the F. & M. office.

Yet one venture folds up to be succeeded 
by another in a different part of the 
country. Any man who calls himself a 
showman without using the name in 
vain knows that a straight vaude try 
without support from a chain with suf- 
ficient resources to keep up the supply 
of good material is virtually doomed to 
failure. That much is conceded. But it 
is indeed a sad commentary on the 
initiative, or lack of it, among the major 
outfits, particularly RKO, that these 
significant moves are being made by 
outsiders who haven’t a beggar’s chance 
to make good. 

RKO has frequently stated thru its 
spokesmen that it has not given up the 
idea entirely of espousing straight vaude 
in spots other than the Palace, New 
York. It appears to us that never was 
the opportunity better than now to re- 
establish the big time in certain spots. 
It can and should be done. All that 
is needed is the whole-hearted support 
of an organization like RKO and a very 
small] fragment of the confidence this 
and other circuits bestow on films. 
RKO knows full well the _ spots 
where it should chance a _ revival of 
straight vaude. All that is needed now its 
a whole lot of constructive propaganda. 
Vaude can’t be as unpopular as the 
picture-minded biggies would have us 
believe if petitions are being circulated 
by private citizens al] over the country 
for its restoration in spots that have 
long been deprived of “flesh” by the 
mandates of home offices that care as 
much about loca) requirements as we do 
about the price of chopsticks in 
Shanghai. 


RS. BEATRICE MINDLIN'S experi- 

ences while attempting without 

success to make a go of it as RKO’s 
style counselor should have revealed to 
the circuit's heads some very interesting 
features of its booking department. We 
hold no brief for Mrs, Mindlin, or RKO 
for that matter. It seems to us, how- 
ever, that the alleged non-resistance 
campaign carried on by the Sixth Floor’s 
bookers represents a cross-section of the 
attitude of all vaudevilledom toward at- 
tempts being made to put on a business 
basis what has never been a business. 
In the end RKO’s novice showmen, but 
smart business men, might be proved 
right. But it is a hard struggle. And 
by this time it is quite likely that 
Hiram S. Brown, James H. Turner, et al., 
know it. 


OME day when we are asked or choose 
of our own volition to retire, a stack 
of notes will be awaiting our atten- 

tion. Then we intend to write about the 
inside of vaudeville as it should be writ- 
ten. Nothing on the outside to stop us 
now, but a man has to be thoroly devoid 
of all propriety and plain common sense 
to kick up a lot of dust in bed clothes 
he has to sleep in the very same night.

NVA Drive Details All Set; 


“Stolen Jools” Has Preview 


NEW YORK, March 23.—Entire cam- 
paign on Players and Patrons Jubilee 
Week (NVA), which starts April 14 in 
2.100 theaters thruout the country, is 
now in readiness. Shipment of the 55- 
star comedy short, Stolen Jools, spon- 
sored by Chesterfield Cigaret heralds, 
paper and posters has already been made 
to each house. 

With 2,100 theaters participating this 
year, the drive has $00 in excess of the 
amount that took part in the 1930 NVA 
Week. Greater scope was made possible 
by a more whole-hearted co-operation of 
the motion picture industry than was 
shown last year. 

As a result of the better organization 
for the carrying thru of the drive's ex- 
ploitation, with the campaigns set much 
further in advance than they have ever 
been in previous years, it is expected by 
those officially concerned that approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 will be garnered thru 
the basket collections, benefit shows and 
moneys derived from commercial firms 
that have tied up with the charity drive. 
It was estimated before the 1930 drive 
that $1,000,000 a year is necessary to 
support the social and charitable sides of 
the NVA. 

It was pointed out by one official that 
last year’s disappointing total of $485,000 
should not be taken as a criterion on 
what the drive this year will gross. He 
explained the low total of 1930 as lack 
of complete organization, lack of whole- 
hearted co-operation on the part of some 
interests, and the greenness of picture- 


house managers who participated in an 
NVA Drive for the first time that year. 

That a good part of the expected gross 
will come from commercial sources is 
evident from the $200,000 already de- 
posited by the Liggett & Myers Tobacco 
Company for the mention its Chester- 
field product receives in Stolen Jools.

Three benefit performances will be held 
this year. They will take place in Los 
Angeles, Chicago and New York, with the 
one here to be held at the Metropolitan 
Opera House on Sunday night, April 12. 

First preview showing of Stolen Jools, 
which contains 49 film “names” and was 
produced mainly for the purpose of 
drawing people to the theaters during 
the week of the drive, was made early 
last week at the Roxy for the benefit 
of the daily and trade press. Its run- 
ning time is 21 minutes and the pro- 
duction was supervised by E. K. Nadel. 
Three million feet of film was equally 
donated by Agfa, Eastman and Du Pont.

After Indies 


Sidney Rheingold haled to 
court on inspector’s charges 


—held for Special Sessions 


NEW YORK, March 21.—First 
gun in a drive reported to be 
planned by the License Depart- 
ment against unlicensed bookers 
was fired this week when Sidney 
Rheingold was haled before Mag- 
istrate DeLucca in the Seventh 
District Court on a charge of 
conducting an agency without a 
license. Inspector William F. Gill, 
veteran attache of the License 
Bureau and a familiar Times 
Square figure, appeared as the 
complainant against Rheingold. 

In order to aid him in pressing his 
specific charges, Inspector Gill had in 
court with bim Bobby Duncan and Wal- 
ter Gardner, who alleged that they played 
a date recently at the Orpheum, Newark, 
out of Rheingold’s office and were not 
paid their full salaries. Miss Duncan, of 
Duncan's Starlights, was said to have 
contracted for a $250 salary, but received 
only $200. Gardner, of Gardner and 
Dunham, is alleged to have been short- 
changed to the extent of $35 on a $100 
contract. 

It is also reported that acts booked 
for the Newark house the week previous 
to that played by the Duncan and Gard- 
ner acts also were not paid their salaries 
in full. 

Rheingold was released in $500 bail 
and the case will probably be heard in 
Special Sessions next week. Before go- 
ing out on his own early last season 
Rheingold was on the booking staff of 
Jack Linder, up until that time one of 
the leading indies in the field. 

A survey by The Billboard revealed 
that most of the smaller independents 
doing club and vaudeville booking on 
Times Square are unlicensed. Several of 
them attempt to escape surveillance of 
the License Bureau by doing act buying 
on a net basis. There are offices in this 
category that escape municipal super- 
vision by working under an alleged salary 
for the houses they represent in the 
buying field. But the greatest number 
are operating openly as unlicensed com- 
mission booking offices. It has proved 
technically difficult thus far for the 
License Bureau to put a stop to the 
activities of illegal offices because of the 
impossibility of getting performers to 
appear in court as complaining wit- 
nesses. 

Performers either prove to be afraid of 
the consequences when appearing against 
a booker or are playing out of town 
when the cases are called. Postpone- 
ments are obtained again and again until 
the issues are lost sight of and the com- 
plainants no longer care to press charges 
after the passage of several months,

This eight-act layout turns out to be 
frequently dull and slow during the one 
hour and 37-minute running time 
Looks like the booking office held down 
on dough, and the result is what might 
have been expected Money is being 
made here. they should spend. 

Mme. Ella Bradna, from the Big Top, 
did the hello honors nicely in a novelty 
act just right for the Hipp. Mostly ani- 
mal tableaux, there is a tendency for 
slowness, but the folks liked it. Mme. 
Bradna does a bit of bareback riding and 
majors in showing off pigeons and dogs. 
A clown does neat acrobatics. 

Edler and Reed Brothers followed and 
hoofed. They rated good applause. Grace 
Edler and the Reed boys reveal precision 
ahd technic in trio numbers, and stir 
the reactions more in solo sessions. 

Eddie White warbled and gabbed in 
the trey spot, working it okeh, but the 
bill had not picked up yet. His talk 
died here, as often happens, but the au- 
ditors welcomed his singing. He has a 
Sweet tenor voice, the kind that 1s usual- 
ly successful in getting audiences. Off 
to a fair hand. 

Joe Young, aided by three people, did 
a mild job of his comedy assignment. It 
took his burlesqued apache finish to 
provide real laughs. He works wel] as 
does the assist. Songstress is much bet- 
ter in her first than second numbers 

Honorable Mr. Wu and Chinese Woo- 
ers hit it off better than the others and 
got a good reception. A nicely presented 
act that means plenty thru the efforts 
of a capable cast. Wu's Roar China im- 
pression is a pip, with other standouts a 
sister duo and ballroom team. 

Burns and Durkin, mixed team. fared 
okeh with their comedy and singing. 
Most of their material is of good stock, 
and the couple wield capably. Male of 
the team shows up as a clever performer. 

Ward and Van served the first big 
laughs of the show and they were given 
heavy returns. Just a musical act rely- 
ing on comedy from incidental pieces of 
business, but it is done well enough to 
mean plenty.

The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, March 21) 

With the first day of spring the old Palace is back on its feet, resplendent in 
new lobby dress and a show that matches any that have been put on there in many 
months. Maybe that will keep the Calamity Janes, who are howling for a quick 
death for the last remaining straight vaudeville stand, quiet for awhile. This 
show has speed, baiance and class, as well as perfect spotting One can’t ask for 
more, except, maybe, a more aggressive personality than Jack McLallen in the 
role of ®msee. But the boy's excellent showing last week gives him the privilege 
of breaking the ice. McLallen is more than okeh in his entr’acte bits, but when 
introducing personalities he displays a very definite lack of showmanship. This 
introducing business is an art by itself after all. Great business this opening 
matinee and it looks tike a heavy gross is impending for the week. 

CHAPPELLE AND CARLTON (we daren't use their first names ‘cause RKO’s 
billing boss might say naughty) made a fine impression as openers in their familiar 
endurance balancing stunt. Tasteful mounting and dressing helped considerably. 

CANNY SMALL is back with Harry Mays and two other unbilled nimble- 
footed duskies. A mixed team. Danny drew an encouraging hand of recognition 
and then into the delightfully informal hodgepodge of song and dance. Drew a 
reception that verged on a show-stop. 

VINCENT LOPEZ AND HIS HOTEL ST. REGIS ORCHESTRA came in for a 
prolonged ovation, even after an anemic buildup by McLallen. This was a sen- 
sational comeback for Lopez as a Palace “name” after an absence of two years. 
Lopez and his 15 clever musicians are augmented for this date by Theodore, Enrica 
and Novello, a dance trio that has been a sensation here on several occasions this 
season, and a convincing exhibition of the tonal qualities of RCA theremin “ether” 
music. Eugene Henry produces the magic music. Lopez has a novel routine, 
which is embellished by swell lighting thingamajigs and unusual scenic devices. 
Lopez stopped the show twice with his piano work and the rest was on an evenly 
high plane of musical entertainment. After wearing out his suit in bends, Lopez 
had to put his boys thru tne St. Louis Blues to quiet down the applause. 

GEORGE N. BURNS AND GRACE ALLEN achieved their customary riot of 
laughs and applause in a refurbished line of crossfire emanating from their second 
Palace week several months ago under the subbilling of Dizzy. About half of 
the act is brand-new and then comes a welcome rehash of their punchiest dizzy- 
isms. Before the 14-karat team came on McLallen provided a corking interval 
with Fred (Pansy) Sanborn and Doris Ellingson. Sanborn is back with McLallen 
just for this week, and with Tony Labriola also stooging for McLallen, there is 
represented here, without a doubt, the strongest stooge combo in vaudeville, 


J. HAROLD MURRAY, baritone, did a smash session of warbles as the first- 
half closer, assisted by an unbilled male pianist. Murray was a booking disap- 
pointment last week, due to an attack of laryngitis. In great voice now, and 
using numbers that suit his style admirably, they clapped him to a show-stop 
until he gave them Mandalay for the bye-bye. Murray was preceded by a spon. 
taneously mirthful talk and business session put on by Burns and Allen and Mc- 
Lallen. 

JACK McLALLEN, Labriola and Miss Ellingson took up about 12 minutes 
following intermission with a review, more or less, of their sock bits last week. 
Miss Ellingson made an equally strong impression in two warbles. Labriola wasn’t 
one whit less funny. 

DOROTHY STONE - was accorded an ovation of back-chilling proportions on 
the occasion of her debut here. McLallen made what we regard as a tactical error 
by introducing Fred Stone from the audience before daughter Dorothy had an 
opportunity to do her delightful act. The appearance, finally, of the girl almost 
brought about an undesirable anti-climax. But she has an act that can well 
stand on its own—and did. She danced with grace and ability thru a cycle of 
disinterred show bits, most ably assisted by Charles Collins, former partner of 
Nitza Vernille. The pair finished in a blaze of glory with waltz deviations from 
the Red Mill. The show-stopping hand at the bows might have been meant to 
a large extent to act as a call for Fred Stone to rise again—and maybe do some- 
thing on the stage. 

JOE SMITH AND CHARLES DALE have a new belly-laugh sketch to supplant 
their Hungarian Rhapsody and Dr. Kronkheit scenes. The latest is called-On the 
S. S. Malaria, and carries authoring credit for Harry W. Conn and Max E. Hayes. 
The act has its excruciatingly funny moments and some dull ones. The latter 
brought about thru an obvious effort to make the pair into something other than 
Smith and Dale. On the whole, another plume in their weather-beaten caps. 
Robert Pitkin switches characters for parts in the three scenes, and Jean Mann 
and Adele Carples do well with the roles of money gals. 

JACK McLALLEN took the stage for the final spasm with Pansy Sanborn, and 
every moment proved worth while. Sanborn had his xylophone, which easily ex- 
plains matters. A thoroly sated audience stuck it out until the newsreel,

NEW YORK, March 21.—Wild 
rumors afloat around the bur- 
lesque field about the impending 
folding up of the Mutual Bur- 
lesque Association were nailed 
this week with the official an- 
nouncement made of the exit from 
the outfit of Fred McCloy, its 
publicity representative. To- 
gether with McCloy’s leavetaking, 
which was brought about by the 
decision on the part of I. H. Herk 
that a publicity department is no 
longer needed, two clerks were 
also let out. One of these was 
replaced. 

Further than these changes in the 
Mutual personnel, nothing will take place 
to make the situation any different from 
what it has been in the past, according 
to a spokesman for Herk. 

Tt was also reported last week that 
Herk intends to institute a shakeup in 
the circuit’s booking office, headed by 
Ike Weber, and with Rush Jermon and 
Phil Rosenberg as his assistants. This 
was denied quite emphatically. Mutual 
official trace the reports to parties pos- 
sessing malicious intent. 

The 10-week route of junior shows, 
inaugurated this week, will go thru as 
scheduled, according to Charles Franklyn, 
secretary of the circuit. From now until 
the end of the season Herk and his asso- 
ciates will concern themselves with con- 
sideration of various plans suggested to 
change the aspect of major burlesque 
next season. It seems pretty well estab- 
lished by now that most houses in the 
wheel will combine films with their stage 
presentations. While this is being de- 
nied in the Mutual office, it is being 
bandied about that Herk has already 
entered into negotiations with major 
producing companies for pictures. 


Burlecues Tone Down 


CHICAGO, March 21.—Following a 
raid on the Empress Theater, burlesque 
house on the Southwest Side, last Sun- 
day, two men and five women were 
haled into court on a charge of par- 
licipating in an obscene performance. 
Case was continued to March 26. Since 
the raid all of the burlesque houses 
have toned down their shows more or 
less. One house usually featuring pos- 
ing scenes in which the girls wear lit- 
tle or nothing now has the girls wear- 
ing brassieres. 


Ordered To Cease Barking 


DETROIT, March 21.—-National and 
Palace theaters have been ordered to 
stop the use of barkers on the streets, 
by order of Traffic Judge John J. 
Maher. Barkers for both houses, along 
with those for several stores on the 
Same street, were haled before Judge 
Maher.

Levy & Feinberg fold Peo- 
ple’s venture—said to owe 
salaries at Liberty 


NEW YORK, March 21.— 
Martin Levy and Harry Feinberg 
have dropped out as operators of 
the People’s Theater, on the Bow- 
ery, and the Liberty, Brooklyn, 
both burlesque stock houses. It 
is alleged that they left People’s 
high and dry March 12. Liberty 
folded Tuesday night (March 17). 


According to Rudy Kahn, manager of 
the Bowery house, he came to the theater 
March 12 and found it bare of stage 
accessories. He took it upon himself to 
get things together and asked the cast 
to work co-operative. They worked on 
that basis from March 12 to March 14, 
and were paid off. 

On Monday (March 16), People’s got 
other backers and started off anew, with 
Kahn taking charge. His principals are 
Walter Budd, producer and straight; 
George Fluhrer, Abe Gore, Smoky Burns, 
Harry Levan, Buster Sanborn, Rita Bel- 
mont, Ruby DeMilo, Billie Lee and Edith 
Levan. Harry Levan leaves the cast to- 
night and Eddie Lorraye goes in. 

It is alleged that the Liberty, which 
went burlesque stock February 9, folded 
with Levy & Feinberg owing salaries all 
around. 


Burlesque Cleanup 
Started in Chicago 


CHICAGO, March 21.—City police de- 
partment has started a cleanup of the 
local burlesque houses. Wednesday Act- 
ing Police Commissioner Alcock sent a 
warning to burlesque show proprietors 
that they must clothe their women per- 
formers more fully and eliminate sug- 
gestive dancing, failing in which their 
licenses would be revoked. He laid down 
a set of rules for the guidance of thea- 
ters. These include “no suggestive danc- 
ing; no suggestive jokes; no lewd scenes.” 

Following the issuance of the warn- 
ing, the Rialto Theater on South State 
street was raided Wednesday night, the 
show was stopped and nine arrests made. 
They include John Hunt, assistant man- 
ager, and Bob Burch, George Wagner, 
Hazel Miller, Marion Morgan, Victor 
Bayard, Dorothy Ahearn, Joan Lee and 
George Lewis, performers. In_ police 
court Thursday the case was continued 
to April 2. 

A similar raid was made on the Em- 
press Theater, 63d and Halsted, Sunday, 
the case also being continued to March 
26. 

Deputy Police Commissioner James 
Scanlan, who directed the raid, said: 
“We're going to clean up the shows that 
need it. We have had men quietly look- 
ing them over for some time now and 
we're ready for action. Situation is rot- 
ten.” 

Fact that shows have been allowed to 
run along for months just as they are 
now without molestation gives rise to 
the belief that the raids may have some 
political significance. 


Hopkinson Folds Up; 
Most of Cast Is Paid 


NEW YORK, March 21.—-rhe Hopkin- 
son, Brooklyn. closed last night as a bur- 
lesque stock .house after a run of two 
weeks. An attache of the theater re- 
vealed the information that the backer, 
Jack Schenker, was not financially able 
to keep it going. and also that “most of 
the cast was paid off”. 


Bijou, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Monday Afternoon, March 9) 


Unlike most of its New York brothers 
in the stock fraternity, Izzy Hirst’s Bijou 
continues to give its stag audiences bur- 
lesque. That is, burlesque with conces- 
sions to the trend of the times as inter- 
preted by the big frogs in the burly pool. 
This is the second year of Hirst’s tenancy 
of the historic Bijou and the show 
caught was starting the week to the 
usual big Monday matinee business. 
Hirst has the soubs strip without many 
tiresome preliminaries. Strip encore 
procedure depended upon by the fly-by- 
nights to pad out their flimsy shows is 
worked to a minimum here. Stags might 
come to the Bijou solely for the strips, 
but they get a substantial show besides. 


Hirst has some things few burly stock 
houses closer to’ Broadway haven't got 
A clever producer in the person of Ray 
Paine and a crew of comics who didn’t 
get their background cramming over @ 
correspondence course. A young, well- 
matched chorus helps considerably in 
making this show an all-round clicker. 
Ensemble numbers are being staged here 
by Regina Windsor, who apparently 
makes an effort to get away from stereo- 
typed maneuvers even if it shows in 
only three or four intervals in the show. 


Harry Harrigan, hebe funster, has been 
under Hirst’s wifig here since the 
Johnstown flood. Harry is clever and a 
great favorite with this mob. There is 
showmanship used in pacing him. His 
first scene is put on well toward the 
close of the first half, thus allowing 
ample play for the comic talents of the 
newer members of the Hirst tribe. 
Charley (Uke) La Vine is the hobo mem- 
ber of the comedy brigade and versatile 
in his delineation of roles. In several 
scenes La Vine slaps on a “silly ass” 
affectation. La Vine is a comic any pro- 
ducer can use handily. Third member 
of the laugh trio is Charley (Peanuts) 
Bohn. Charley is young and a comer. 
Works sort of eccentric and possesses a 
swell mugging flair. Hirst picked Bohn 
up from the local crop and it looks like 
it won't be long before this boy will 
be heard from plenty. And his field is 
further than burlesque. Herbie Barris 
makes a good juvenile, and when not 
working in scenes enlivens the proceed- 
ings to a great extent with song-dance 
specialties. 


Snookie Woods is the added attraction 
here for this bill. Snookie is a blonde 
and stripper. A clever worker in her 
line and a girl who shouldn't have any 
trouble keeping busy all season as a 
special] stripper in stocks all over the 
map. House strippers are Nellie Cassin, 
Mary Walton and Florence Drake. Each 
a speedy worker carrying out to a letter 
Hirst’s inferred injunction that strip 
encores be boiled down to minimum, but 
delivering the goods just the same. 
Georgia Roland makes a stately prima 
donna, being aces high both in looks 
and delivery. Georgia has a trained, 
dramatic soprano. She's a great flash 
for this or any other burly house. Betty 
Palmer is a character talking woman. 
Very valuable in this show and making 
a particularly good impression in the 
court-room and office scenes. Ray Paine 
plays a substantial straight, bearing as 
much of the scene burden as his col- 
leagues, besides being intrusted with the 
producing. 

No runway here, which fact also serves 
to give the show better balance on the 
scene end. The Honeymoon Inn scene 
is not refined. One would not expect it 
to be with the stag proposition Hirst is 
up against. But the way it was put over 
here should give one a good idea of how 
burlesque be made virile without 
being offensive. It would do lots of the 
puny picture exhibitors trying to make 
good as burly promoters in New York 
a load of good to take a trip to Philly 
and look in on Izzy’s shows. And while 
they are at it they might learn a few 
things from Joe Howard's show at the 
Trocadero.

NEW YORK, March 21.—James W. Elliott, three of whose 
productions heaped themselves on his head when they folded earlier 
in season, is back with resumed preparations announced on “Strong 
Stuff”, which was in rehearsal for less than seven days a month or 


two ago when Equity closed it down. 


ahead unchecked is up to Equity 
Council, which meets Tuesday 
and decides whether he must pay 
week’s salaries to actors involved 


in previous rehearsals. 
Elliott started things off earlier in week 


with rumored revival of Zaza, done 
originally by Charles Frohman and 
Belasco in 1899. Alice Brady, who was 


in Elliott’s Zero Hour, which folded on 
road earlier, was spoken of as lead. Later, 
Elliott denied Zaza, and announced re- 
sumption of activities on Strong Stuff 

Move was probably caused by fact that 
he still has bond up in Equity for Strong 
Stuff, which could not be transferred to 
new play—at very least without definite 
one-week claims being made on it. Three 
earlier flops were cleaned up financially, 
with no claims pending. 

Strong Stuff, under Equity ruling, owes 
cast one week salary for play stopped 
before rehearsing seven days. Elliott’s 
contention is that if he continues with 
show, it will not have stopped and he 
need not pay off for previous rehearsals. 
His original bond is still untouched, It 
is all up to Council on Tuesday, tho 
Elliott claims that if decision goes against 
him he will pay up and continue with 
plans anyhow. 

He still has claims against him in 
Equity from his production of Castles in 
the Air, which flopped about three years 
ago.

Duck Soup for Ticket Gyps 


NEW YORK, March 21.-*An old racket 
of the ticket gyps is being resuscitated 
along Broadway. It is ome of chronic 
chiseler’s best plans, he paying nothing 
at all for privilege of selling from four 
to eight seats at hit shows. He doesn’t 
even have to pay for tickets. 

Pasteboard monger hangs around ad- 
sale window at hits,’ or, 


vance when 
likely looking prospect breezes into 
theater lobby, gets in line just behind. 
It is frequent practice for customers, 
especially during day, to pay for tickets 
nd leave them under some name at 
b. o. Usually they are hired help buy- 
ing them for boss, or someone getiing 
pasteboards for a friend. 

Gyp hangs near enough to get name 
that seats are left under. Then he 


breezes out of lobby, or if he is in line 
and can't get out gracefully, asks for 
seats that he knows b. o. won't have— 
those sent to agency and the like. Then, 
a few days later, on day of performance 
for which pasteboards are good, he goes 
to window and picks them up under 
correct name. Rest is simple. 
Experienced hand can usually judge 
extra seat customers at a blance. He 
waits for that kind, and six or eight 
ducats at one fell swoop is nothing out 
of ordinary. When regular patron comes 
in for his seats there’s nothing to be 


done. B. o. has to deliver goods when 
asked for in correct name, and the cus- 
tomer is out the purchase price. He 
usually gets sore at the box office, but 
that does neither him nor the theater 
any good. 


Most of the time the b.-o. boys try 


to stop things when they can. Often 
when customer leaves seats and sus- 
picious-looking guy leaves lobby ticket 
vender calls purchaser back and has 
tickets: left under different name. But 
that can't happen always. 

It's not big business for the gyps— 


they can't get too well known at any one 


b. o.—but what there is in it is clear 
profit Seats cost nothing, and even 
if they're sold below b.-o. price the 


entire roll is gravy for the peddler. Gyps 
distribute their patronage between the 
various houses and can usually get 
three or four sets of ducats in a week. 
With average of four seats at a try and 
selling price o7 at least three bucks a 


seat, that makes from 40 to 50 bucks 
profit for the chiseler. 
Game is seldom worked as sole means 


of livelihood, but as sideline to other 
ticket rackets. 


Musicals suffer the most. Demand is 
greater in most cases, and each ticket 
sells for higher price. 


Wales Bill 
Is Put Off 


Single assemblyman_post- 
pones final vote—League 
sounds out civic bodies 


NEW YORK, March 21.—Final 
vote on Assemblyman Langdon 
W. Post’s amendment to Wales 
Law, which would exempt actors 
and others from provisions of 
existing bill, was postponed in 
State assembly today thru efforis 
of single assemblyman. He was 
Robert K. Storey, Republican of 
Brooklyn, and he objected to 
ruling actors out of arrest after 
appearance in allegedly indecent 
shows. Actor, he said, was re- 
sponsible for any lines he spoke. 

Amendment was temporarily with- 
drawn by its sponsor for minor change 
in wording. Post said, however, that it 
would come up for final vote before end- 
ing of present session. 

Meanwhile, League of New York Thea- 
ters, working on its plan for advisory 
censorship committee, to be composed 
of representatives of Equity, dramatists, 
Managers and public, held two meetings 
during week. It was decided to invite 
organizations interested in civic and 
artistic matters to co-operate with con- 
ference board in working out details of 
plan. Among organizations invited are 
Academy of Medicine, American Institute 
of Architects, American Women’s Asso- 
ciation, Century Club, Civic Club, En- 
gineers’ Club, Faculty Clubs of Columbia, 
Merchants’ Association, New York Bar 
Association, New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, Teachers’ Union, Town Hall Club 
and University Club. Statement of 
future plans are promised for near 
future. 

At first meeting Mare Connelly, of 
Dramatists’ Guild, presided, replacing Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz, up to now adviser of 
Theater League. It is planned to rotate 
meetings between Equity, Dramatists’ 
Guild and Theater League, and also 
rotate chairmen, with Connelly, Frank 
Gillmore and Lawrence Langner repre- 
senting the three groups. 


Pittsburgh Safe for Smugness 


PITTSBURGH, March 21.—James M. 
Clark, so-called safety director here, 
showed depths to which stage censor- 
ship of theater can sink when he or- 
dered cuts in Lysistrata, playing at the 
Alvin. Permission to continue was 
granted only when extensive omissions 
were agreed to by management. Cuts 
include scene with the helmet and also 
one with the mattress. Clark and his 
squad of literature-loving flat feet at- 
tended performance after changes were 
made to see that management did nv 
cheating. In a statement that revealed 
more about himself than it did about 
Lysistrata Clark said that show was the 
rottenest he had ever seen.

this reporter’s reviews. Demands of 
space make it briefer than it might be, 
and for this be thankful. 

Item one, and primarily, the theater 
should be viewed—don’t agree with me 
if you don’t want to—purely as an 
escape, an escape from life as we know 
it, the humdrum lives that circum- 
stances and an abundant lack of courage 
force us to lead. And in this the theater 
differs in no way from the rest of the 
arts. 

Plays like Street Scene may win 
Pulitzer prizes until Sid Skolsky looks 
as tho he’d had a shave, but to at least 
one interested spectator they'll continue 
to be no plays at all. For their entire 
function is merely to intensify that life 
from which the playgoer, so soon as he 
passes the doorman of a theater, seeks, 
temporarily at least, to escape. The 
theater, like any art, should bring into 
the hearts, minds and emotions of its 
acolytes something that was not there 
before; it should raise them to the 
levels of new experience, experience that 
offers a dream pathway from the over- 
trodden common fields; it most em- 
phatically should not, at least to one 
warped mind, offer a tabloid newspaper 
in dramatic form. 

Viewed thus, as what the practical 
might call a “mere” escape, the drama is 
primarily useless; at least it serves no 
purpose immediately at hand. But to 
take the people from the byways of their 
lives and set them down in fields that 
are magically strange it not altogether, 
it seems, a useless occupation. For any- 
thing that brings even a modicum of 
pleasure has its use. 

And by an escape, be it finally re- 
marked, there is no narrowing of the 
field into just romantic fol-de-rol. A 
piece like The Lower Depths can furnish 
as much of an escape to us as Dun- 
sany’s Gods of the Mountain, for one 
is as far away from the life and experi- 
ence that we know as the other. But 
the same can hardly be said of the saga 
of the killing of the milk collector. 

Item two in this truncated apologia is 
the statement that didactic drama is a 
flat contradiction in terms. Dramatists 
who seek primarily to put over their Own 
views or to drive home a lesson aren’t 
dramatists at all. For the function of 
the theater is to entertain, to offer an 
escape; and the playwrights who preach 
are merely cheating the pulpit, the soap 
box or the scientific treatise of its due. 

This is a fact singularly ignored by 
George Bernard Shaw in his sociological 
essays (The Apple Cart is the prize ex- 
ample) and, in a more moralistic way, 
by Channing Pollock, whose The House 
Beautiful preaches the platitude of 
purity’s romance for over two hours 
nightly at the Apollo. 

But the inclusion of a lesson in the 
text does not necessarily mean that the 
resultant play will be bad. It can be 
extremely good drama besides, but it 
will be so in spite of rather than be- 
cause of the moral or the _ treatise 
contained. ’ 

The third and last of the precepts— 
there could be plenty more, but, luckily 
enough, there isn’t room—concerns itself 
with form. Briefly, the ability to write 
within strict and effective dramatic 
limits shows strength, and the introduc- 
tion of freakish innovations or the resur- 
rection of discarded tricks shows weak- 
ness. The weakness may prove extremely 
popular—audiences being what they are 
—but it can never create an even pass- 
able play. Eugene O'Neill is an out- 
standing example. It was definite weak- 
ness that caused masks and asides to 
be used for what could be shown by the 
competent and imaginative dramatist 
thru dialog. O'Neill saw his weaknesses, 
advertised them, and so won popular 
success. But he didn’t write good plays.

He, 
the story has it, was at work on 
his new play, and needed some 
technical dope, which means that 
the new play will include some stuff 
about “flowers and things”. He saw 
his expert.

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Playchoice May Help Road; 
Will Tour First-Run Shows 


Plan is seen as definite, organized step to bring back 
class bookings—towns of 100,000 will be considered— 
also provides safe tryouts for managers 


NEW YORK, March 21.—A plan which promises to be the 
most definite step yet taken to bring back the road for legitimate 
shows was announced this week by John Krimsky, president of 
Playchoice, New York’s play-of-the-month club. According to pres- 
ent plans a circuit will be formed composed of cities with a popula- 


tion in the neighborhood of 100,- 
000. These cities will see first- 
run New York shows before their 
New York opening. 

Idea is for Playchoice to watch shows 
on the wing and choose its play-of-the- 
month during tryouts, then negotiate 
with producer for a four or six weeks’ 
road tour prior to New York premiere. 
Show as presented in smaller cities will 
in no way be a tryout or rehearsal, for 
play must be whipped into shape before 
Playchoice judges pass on it. This will 
give road a break such as it has not 
seen in mahy moons. 

Producers have been approached with 
the idea by Krimsky and all have re- 
acted favorably. Herman Shumlin, who 
opened his Grand Hotel cold in New 
York, assured Playchoice that he would 
have gladly sent show on road for sev- 
eral weeks before opening in New York 
had such an offer been made. George 
Tyler, who is sponsoring the revival 
of The Admirable Crichton, has also 
expressed his approval and interest in 
such a plan. 

Playchoice intends to negotiate with 
chambers of commerce, civic organiza- 
tioms and educational institutions in 
lining up suitable circuit over which 
to route shows. Krimsky expressed sin-

Dramatic School Students 
In “Death Takes a Holiday” 


NEW YORK, March 21.—Students of 
the American Academy of Dramatic Arts, 
as the final program of the present sea- 
son, gave Death Takes a Holiday at the 
Belasco Theater yesterday afternoon. In 
many instances the overtones of the 
metaphysical hoke play—some call it 
just plain hoke—were lost in the per- 
formance, but for the most part it was 
sufficient.

It was the part taken last year by 
Philip Merivale, who did it magnificent- 
ly.

Also, in the longer 
speeches, Mead’s lack of tonal variety 
bordered on the monotonous. 

Raphael San Martin performed ably in 
the role of the duke, whose home Death 
chooses for his visit. It was a nicely 
calculated performance, hampered by oc- 
casional lapses of memory and an accent 
which is no fault of San Martin’s. Con- 
stance Van Duyn, the Grazia of the 
piece, played in a constant minor key, 
which managed to be effective. 

Two best portrayals of the day were 
in minor roles and turned in by Fred- 
erick Buckley and Robert Champlain, 
both of whom lent authority to their 
parts. Champlain played with a simple 
forthrightness, and Buckley, as usual, 
proved that when he gets on a stage he 
knows what he should do. 

Jean. MacDonell was sufficient as 
Rhoda. Nina Rienta emoted all over the 
place in the part of Grazia’s mother, and 
Betty Eichholz was good-looking as Alda. 
Ruth Goodman, with practically no lines 
at all, managed to create a quiet but 
powerful effect as the Duchess Steph- 
anie. 

Morgan Galloway did what he was 
Supposed to do as the juvenile of the 
piece, and Hugh Orde! silly-assed a role 
which could have been. made effective 
if played at all straight. Ann Sharman 
and Clark Smith played bits. 

First act of W. Somerset Maughain's 
The Constant Wife was used as curtain 
raiser. Edward Van Danaker gave an 
excellent performance. Others were 
Anne Graham, Elsie Meyer, Stephen Rus- 
sell, Betty Brown, Marilouise Walls, Peg- 
gie Brindley and Charles Tilkie.

Under Donaghey’s competent direction 
the subscription idea has taken firm root 
here, as is evidenced by the extremely 
large increase in subscribers since the 
league’s organization two years ago and 
the extension of the season. First year 
was 20 weeks, second 24, third will be 
seven plays and 28 weeks and will start 
October 5 next. 

A. A. Milne’s Success, which under its 
new title of Give Me Yesterday, is now a 
success in New York, is on the League's 
next season’s program. Among plays 
held over because of difficulty in adapta- 
tion the League lists for next season the 
satirical German comedy titled Napoleon 
Intervenes, and two Hungarian pieces, 
Dice and Allice Tokats. All three have 
now been properly made over for the 
American stage. When the German 
comedy is staged Lionel Atwill will be 
the actor of Napoleon, and it is hoped 
that Isabel Jeans, so well liked in Chi- 
cago in The Man in Possession, will re- 
turn to act the principal role in Dice. 

Pinero’s Dr. Harmer’s Holiday has been 
renamed Dr, Harmer to avoid popular 
confusion with Holiday, Death Takes a 
Holiday, and other titles involving the 
word “holiday”. Philip Merivale is now 
in final rehearsals of the Pinero work, 
which will have its world premiere March 
29 in Newark. Play is a League item for 
next season; another, which also will 
have Merivale as the star, is an English 
version of the German play called The 
Death of Danton, to be put on with the 
Max Reinhardt mise en scene. Piran- 
dello’s The New Colony is listed, and 
Judith Anderson is to have a new play 
when she shall have finished As You 
Desire Me, current in New York. That 
play may be Allice Tokats. Madge Ken- 
nedy also is to have a new play. 

As to Leslie Banks, he has begged off 
his London engagement in The Mulberry 
Bush on condition that he play the prin- 
cipal part in the comedy when it is put 
on in this country. This arrangement is 
conditioned on the play’s being a success 
in London. [If it is unsuccessful abroad 
Banks will tour for the League and the 
Professional Players in another new piece, 
probably Maurice Watkins’ The Devil's 
Deputy. .Molnar’s The Tale of the Wol/ 
is still Ifsted by the League, but under 
a new name, Interrupted. 

List as it now stands also includes 
Our Pleasant Sins and Tables for Ladies.

Long before this notice reaches the 
printed page, Al Jolson will be among 
the many who realize that The Wonder 
Bar is nothing to toss their hats in the 
air about. It isn’t because Jolson isn't 
just as good as he ever was or because 
The Wonder Bar isn't a clever vehicle, 
for he is and it is, but the truth is they 
don’t click the way they should. Jolson 
is essentially a hoke entertainer, whose 
entrances should be built up by other 
members of the cast, The Wonder Bar 
presents him as a master of ceremonies, 
whose duty it is to introduce other en- 
tertainers, to great guests at his Paris 
cabaret and to entertain. It takes away 
an illusion that was a part of Jolson’s 
popularity and gives us ‘just another 
master of ceremonies—a good one it must 
be admitted—but still a master of cere- 
monies. 


Where The Wonder Bar does succeed 
is in its attempt to bring the intimacy 
of a Paris night club to the stage. When 
the early arrivals enter the theater they 
are greeted by Jolson, proprietor of the 
cabaret. Curtain is up and waiters, etc., 
are busy preparing for a typical night 
club evening. Stage apron is extended 
down into the orchestra pit and tables 
await guests. One by one the guests 
stroll in and soon the club is in full 
sway with Jolson singing, wisecracking 
and introducing his artists. What there 
is of a story concerns a gigolo, in the 
employ of the club, who lures a rich lady 
away from her husband, thereby break- 
ing the heart of his dancing partner. 
But, as the audience suspected, the sec- 
ond act brings the married couple to- 
gether again and all is happiness when 
a Paris policeman informs Monsieur Al

that it is four o’clock and time to close 
the club, 

As for Jolson himself, he hasn’t been 
given the right material to work with 
at all. His songs, with one exception, 
fail to click the way they did some years 
ago and his jokes, altho told as only a 
Jolson can tell them, wouldn’t have been 
new five years ago. Why, oh why, doesn’t 
some producer realize the presence of at 
least a few competent joke-makers in 
America who would be glad to furnish 
at worst new versions of old jokes to 
their stars. (Names supplied on request.) 
As for the one song that gets over big, 
it is merely a folk song done in the old 
mammy style. But it does not have that 
drive that allows Jolson to throw him- 
self wholeheartedly into the thing and 
give it all he’s got. As Jolson well knows, 
it was stuff like that that endeared him 
to the American public. 

Among the supporting cast which the 
producers have gathered around Jolson, 
Patsy Kelly is by far the outstanding 
light. Her ability is shown especially 
when she works with Jolson. And, if 
he'll pardon this reviewer, she stands 
favorable comparison with him. There's 
a little girl who knows how to make an 
audience laugh. Then there’s Carol Chil- 
ton and Maceo Thomas, a dancing act, 
which Jolson introduces as the best there 
is and he’s about right. They brought 
down the house completely. Rex O’Mal- 
ley, as a gigolo, and Wanda Lyon, as the 
rich lady who runs away with him, are 
good. So is Tini, the gigolo’s dancing 
partner. A quartet of Albertina Rasch 
girls do something called “The Dance 
We Do for Al”, which didn’t seem to get 
any place. 

Producers must be sick of reviewers 
who shout “the same old stuff” when a 
performer is given the same type of ma- 
terial to work with year after year and 
then squawk when something new is at- 
tempted. But here’s one who believes 
that when a man has built up a reputa- 
tion such as Jolson has as a black-face 
hoke comedian they should let well 
enough alone. Perhaps Jolson in white- 
face is a step in the right direction, but 
your reporter believes he should take 
longer strides. HUGH LAYNE.

Once proud Provincetown Theater hit 
rock-bottom this week with the Drama- 
wrights’ presentation of Mayakovski’s 
The Bed Bug. It is billed as the first 
time on the American stage. It will 
also, you may be sure, be the last. 

So-called fantastic comedy is divided 
into two sections and nine scenes. First 
part tells of Prisypkin, who is struggling 
from the proletariat to what must cor- 
respond in the Soviet to the bourgeoisie. 
He accumulates manners, clothes, a fine 
contempt for his coworkers, and, finally, 
a wife. At the wedding everyone gets 
drunk and the house is burned down, all 
hands burning with it except Prisypkin, 
who is drowned in a cellar full of water. 

Second half is 48 years in the future, 
and shows various old and inane con- 
cepts of the coming mechanical age. 
Prisypkin is found by excavators frozen 
stiff in his watery bed, he is brought 
back to life—he and a bedbug on him, 
which is the only living thing that he 
has to recall his old familiar world—and 


the two of them are exhibited as curi- 
osities before the near-perfect people of 
that future day. 

What comedy there is is broad farce, 
childishly conceived. Entire play is shot 
full of the usual Soviet speeches. Two 
halves have practically no connection, 
the first part of the evening being mere- 
ly a prolog to what might have been a 
mildly amusing situation if it had ever 
been worked out. But it never was. 
Farcical situations are inane enough to 
appeal to the childish audiences of the 
state-managed Russian theater, which 
seems to be forced to aim all of its pro- 
ductions at the young in mind. Roar 
China! was another example. 

What stuff the play might possibly 
have had was completely ruined by an 
inept and stilted adaptation. Production 
which must have set the Dramawrights 
back a good $4.50—helped along the same 
lines. What might have been left was 
further reduced by direction, which 
seemed to let the actors do whatever 
they felt like doing at any given time. 
And the finishing touches were laid on 
by the acting itself. 

Scenic effects were nonexistent. There 
were costumes in the second half, but 
they consisted chiefly of wigs and ath- 
letic underwear. 

In the cast Harold Van Buren, Mona 
Drake, Elaine Roemer and Jesse M. Cim- 
berg stood out thru the length of their 
parts rather than their acting ability. 
But if they were no better than the 
rest, the rest, at least, were no worse 
than they. You can’t be worse than the 
worst, 

Altho billed as an evening’s entertain- 
ment, the show lasted little more than an 
hour. Which was, perhaps, its chief at- 
traction. EUGENE BURR.

Miracle at Verdun, your scribe fears, 
is just another of the Guild’s sermons 
in so-called dramatic form, tedious and 
often more than a little sophomoric in 
its bitterness. In these two attributes 
it is reminiscent, respectively, of The 
Apple Cart and Roar China! 

It is also reminiscent of Channing Pol- 
lock’s The House Beautiful, for it too is 
a “play with a purpose”. Tho far more 
muddled than the Pollock preachment, 
it is not so dumbly smug. Also, it has 
infinitely more intelligence (tho of a 
greatly excited kind), and its theme is 
infinitely more interesting. But the 
theme is, likewise, just as platitudinous 
—at least to any even slightly intelligent 
person; the play is just as much of a 
sermon, and it is very nearly as tire- 
some. There is little to choose between 
them. It all depends on whether you are 
a commuter or one of those people who 
thinks just hard enough to raise a noise 
over what is obvious to all those whom 
your message is likely to reach. 

Miracle at Verdun is a preachment 
Scene 1 on the cross-shaped 


against war. 


movie screen (it is the first play to in- 
corporate talkies in its action) shows us 
the war in a series of peculiarly in- 
effective flashes. Scene 2 (on the stage) 
is a war cemetery on the eve of the 20th 
anniversary of battle. A group of dumb 
tourists allow Herr Chlumberg to get in 
the expected bitterness, and then the 
figure of an angel on the _ backdrop 
awakens the buried dead. They arise in 
a splendidly effective pictorial scene, 
spoiled only by the throat noises which 
Biberman has seen fit to cause his actors 
to emit. 


“Scene 3 (on the screen) shows the 
celebrations in Paris and Berlin, and in- 
dulges in much satire—very, very obvious 
satire, it would seem. Scene 4 (on a re- 
volving stage) shows the nonchalant re- 
ception of the big resurrection news by 
the leaders of France, Germany and Eng- 
land, each in his respective bed. Scene 
5, which again ends most effectively, 
shows the risen dead on their way back 
home. 

Scene 6 depicts the expected home- 
coming, which is not as joyous as it 
might be. In the 16 to 20 years that 
the soldiers have been underground their 
wives have made other arrangements. 
Also, the spectacle of 13,000,000 new 
mouths to feed is no cause for rejoicing 
in the minds of the living. Scene 7, 
again on the screen, uselessly drives home 
once more the point that the dead can’t 
expect the proverbial fatted calf. Scene 
8, the conference of nations, started out 
as splendid if heavy satire, but after its 
first half hour it began to pall. Your 
scribe doesn’t know how long it finally 
ran, but it seemed, as is the manner with 
conferences, to run indefinitely. Final 
flash is back in the cemetery. 


In spite of what should have been an 
effective dramatic theme it was all very 
boring. Late Herr Chlumberg talked and 
talked, but the bitterness of his bludg- 
eoning defeated its own ends. Journey's 
End said more in its only two lines of 
propaganda than this in all of its turgid 
sophomoric spleen. For Herr Chlumberg 
in his final opus is, it seems, a sophomore 
run wild. Satire is so blindly and heavily 
bitter than it becomes incoherent and 
unconvincing. Even tho it may be— 
and to this mind at least most certainly 
is—primarily justified, a modicum of 
reticence might have helped. Under- 
statement is always an aid to plausibility, 
and therefore far more effective than the 
rabid mouthings—however truthful—of 
Miracle at Verdun. 

Acting of the huge cast was in the 
main highly effective, but no individuals 
could stand out from the general route. 
Biberman’s direction was heavy-handed 
and sanctimonious, which failed to help 
the already soggy satire. Settings by 
Lee Simonson were, as always, fine. 


There is no danger of talkies being ex- 
tensively incorporated into stage plays 
unless they are made infinitely mere 
effective than they are at the Martin 
Beck. 

Miracle at Verdun is an earnest at- 
tempt in the interests of peace, but it 
is also a bad—and what is worse, a boring 
—play. EUGENE BURR.

Lewis Milestone had a far jump from 
All Quiet on the Western Front to The 
Front Page. From the blood-soaked fields 


of France to the mythical kingdom of 
newspaperdom (which in this film is evi- 
dently Chicago), is something of a con- 


trast in locale, but how Director Mile- 
stone has come thru with an exciting, in. 
teresting, fast-stepping picture, is some- 


thing to rave about. 


the director had that ex- 
cellent script, authored by Ben 
Hecht and Charles Mac Arthur, which 
was produced on Broadway by Jed Harris 
some few seasons ago. But it has been 
the usual case to find disappointment in 
successful stage plays transcribed to the 
screen No such disappointment here, 
but a huge surprise instead. For if it is 
possible the picture is even better than 
the play. Milestone has kept his action 
at a rapid pace. Dialog is handled with 
such a finesse that it is almost startling. 
Comedy, dramatic and even the few 
pathetic moments are all excellently 
done. In fact, there is an unusually swift 
interest from the time the first line is 
uttered on the screen until the managing 
editor speaks that well-known last line, 
in which the epithet that might have 
been deleted thru censorship has been 
handled so that the strictest blue nose 
will find no cause for argument. This is 
covered by the slipping carriage of a 
typewriter as the word is uttered. But 
the effect is the same. There is no deny- 
ing that Milestone is one of the most 
versatile directors of the screen. He has 
proved this by his excellent handling of 
this story, which is in direct contrast to 
the picture that was voted the best film 
of 1930.

lected for the role of the tough manag- 
ing editor there were comments that 
were none too complimentary. But the 
delineator of the suave sophisticates, 
that he has played since his first en- 
trance into the movies, proves that 
Menjou is a character actor of rare 
ability, and by his portrayal of the role 
which made Osgood Perkins a favorite 
of the Broadway stage once again estab- 
lishes himself in first favor of filmgoers. 
It is as fine a piece of work as has been 
given to the screen in many a moon. 


Then, too, there is a newcomer in the 


production. Pat O’Brien has the role of 
Hildy Johnson, in which Lee Tracy 
scored in the Broadway play. O’Brien is 


excellently cast, handles the role like a 
veteran screen player, has a fine per- 
sonality and can be looked for in other 
roles on the screen. Those diversified 
newspaper characters that gave the play 
its numerous laughs are perfectly han- 
dled by Walter Catlett, Frank McHugh, 
Edward Everett Horton and Matt Moore.

No record of Jack McLallen having 
played the Palace recently, which makes 
it okeh for us to say better late than 
never. This act has been around plenty; 
like good wine it improves with age 
On a show generously panoplied with 
“names,” McLallen and his very valuable 
assistants, Miss Ellingson and Labriola, 
were easily the outstanding item. Here 
is an act that can hold down an impor- 
tant berth anywhere, and that takes in 
a Broadway production. 

McLallen is a semi-eccentric comedian 
possessing a highly original style and 
equipped with punchy material. Miss 
Ellingson has looks, a complete mastery 
ef line handling and a pair of pipes 
that proved good enough on this occa- 
sion to pull two show-stops in a row. 
Labriola is a couple of acts by himself. 
Having succeeded “Pansy” Sanborn in 
this turn, Labriola necessarily works 
similarly to the stooge who later joined 
Ted Healy and is now out on his own. 
But Labriola is head and shoulders above 
any stooge that has been caught here 
since stooging came into its own. 
Frankly. Labriola is a stooge merely in 
dress and preliminary business. When 
he finally gets going he is an eccentric 
comedian with the potential laugh value 
of a whole bill. He plays the accordion 
with great skill, both in solo and as 
coaccompanist with the sax-blowing Mc- 
Lallen while Miss Ellingson does her 
exquisite warbles. 

What is most striking about this lat- 
est Palace sensation is its freshness of 
material and skillful delivery of same. 
Not a small part of the gags might 
have come in for cutting after the first 
show, but their proneness to vulgarity 
is offset to a large extent by their 
cleverness. McLallen, either in precisely 
the same act or alone as an m. c., should 
be good for an early repeat here and 
a possible run of from two to three 
weeks. The act can work as long as 
there are houses in which to play. A 
riot here in the penultimate frame. 
Lots of competition in the comedy line, 
too.

“The Spy” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 

At Loew’s New York 
Producer’s footage, 5,255. Time, 58 
minutes. 

(Release date, May 25, 1931) 

An illogical story, badly cut and con- 
tinuized with a cast that deserved some- 
thing better in the way of a story. Fea- 
tured players are Neil Hamilton, Kay 
Johnson and John Halliday, with Bert- 
hold Viertel directing. 

Story, by Ernest Pascal, starts in 
Paris, where Russian aristocrats sought 
refuge after the revolutionists had taken 
charge of Russia. In Paris is a young 
royalist (Neil Hamilton) who decides 
to return to Russia to get “Citizen X”, 
the dreaded head of the Russian Cheka. 
But even in Paris the Russian police 
have their spies, and* Hamilton’s jaunt 
to his native land is known to them. 
In fleeing from Russia he was forced 
to leave his wife and little son behind. 

Wife is sought by a Russian officer, 
who is secretly allied with the police. To 
force her to accede to his wishes she is 
arrested on trumped-up charges and 
then released in his charge when he 
vouches for her. Her little son, left 
alone, takes up with a gang of youthful 
Russian urchin pickpockets. Father re- 
turns and shortly after his arrival is 
arrested. Man who has vouched for the 
wife is murdered, and the wife, believing 
her husband did it, tries to take the 
blame. It develops that the sang of 
urchins killed the man in an effort to 
secure an incriminating letter he carries 
that gives the name and evidence of 
people who are allied against the revolu- 
tionist government. However, when the 
hearing comes up before “Citizen X”, for 


some reason or other he does not ordei 
the leader shot, but sentences him to 
Siberia for 10 years, where, together with 
his wife and son, he intends to start 
life anew. 

It would be unfair to the players to 
judge their work in this story, Story is 
so highly improbable that for any player 
to give conviction to a role would have 
beer almost an impossibility. On a 
double-feature program, as the picture 
was run at this house, the film might 
do, but it is not strong enough to stand 
up alone.

“Ingagi” 
(CONGO PICTURES, LTD.) 
At the Central 
Producer’s footage, 7,000. Time—77 
minutes. 
(Release date, March 23, 1930) 

Tho this picture was released a year 
ago, it has just reached Broadway. As 
far as authenticity goes it might just 
as well remained away. Picture is 
badly photographed, many of the shots 
are almost indistinguishable owing to 
age of print, the accompanying syn- 
chronized lecture is puerile, and the 
shots of the supposed man-gorillas only 
shew them peeking in and out of heavy 
African undergrowth. 

There is the usual stuff that is found 
in the average expedition, but lacking 
the excitement of a well-produced film 
of this type. We are shown the various 
animals of the territory, with the killing 
of several lions, leopards, a rhinoceros 
and hippopotamus, but none of them 
manage to lend any thrill. There are 
numerous scenes with natives in their 
edd ceremonials. There is no story to 
the picture. It is just an expedition 
tour very weakly produced, with the 
final scenes in the Ingagi (gorilla) terri- 
tory, where one of the immense brutes is 
supposed to carry off a native woman 
and is killed while escaping, failing to 
hold even as well as earlier portions of 
the film. 

After such productions as A/ricc 
Speaks and Trader Horn this one is not 
even lukewarm. However, it must be 
said it has managed to beat any box- 
office record at the Central since it be- 
came a grind house.

Having kicked so strenuously on the 
various detective roles that had been his 
allotment in Paramount productions 
William Powell has as his assignment in 
this latest production the role of a black - 
mailer. In spite of his nefarious mod 
of making a livelihood, the role essayed 
by Powell is a sympathetic one, as he 
turns from his shady work when love 

comes into his life. 

Story by Herman J. Manckiewicz, while 
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having a certain interest, is just a fair 
programer, tho it has been capably 
directed by Richard Wallace. Powell, 
former newspaper man made the goat in 
a shady deal, goes to Paris to make other 
people pay for his supposed error. Here 
he runs an undercover scandal sheet that 
gives the dirt on American tourists. In 
shaking down a wealthy American he 
meets the American's niece. Shakedown 
is done as if Powell were working as a 
friend of the American, so the American 
believes he is a great little guy. Powell 
realizes that the shakedown was small 
change and now to get the girl com- 
promised and have the uncle pay real 
money to keep the story out of print. 
But Powell had not reckoned on his 
heart and,is soon desperately in love 
with the girl. 

There is another woman in his life 
and when she discovers that the black- 
mailer really cares for the girl she 
threatens to expose him, but Powell 
beats her to it. Girl is willing to marry 
him in spite of his errors. But the 
other woman makes him realize that it 
will not be him to suffer after marriage, 
but the girl he loves, so to make her 
realize how rotten he is he brings galley 
proofs of a shady story concerning her 
to the uncle. The uncle buys him off, 
the girl is disillusioned and the black- 
mailer leaves for Capetown with the 
other woman. Of course, the niece turns 
to her American sweetheart, who has 
been with her in Paris, and who was 
about to get the air for the blackmailer. 

Carol Lombarde has improved vastly in 
her work on the screen and makes an 
excellent impression as the girl. Wynee 
Gibson is good as the other woman, tho 
a little too slow paced in the delivery of 
lines. Lawrence Gray, as the American 
boy, and Guy Kibbee, in the role of the 
uncle, are both quite acceptable.

A picture that is inclined to hold a 
certain interest at times and at other 
times to be exceedingly dull. A few 
minutes cut from it would, no doubt, 
add to its value. As it stands now it is 
inclined to be rather wishy-washy, what 
might be termed mediocre entertain- 
ment. Projection at the night showing 
at this house certainly did not aid the 
picture, for the sound at times was so 
fogged that all possibility of distinguish- 
ing dialog was lost, and at other times 
dirt on the film, with the operator try- 
ing to rake it off, brought many laughs 
from the audience in spots where they 
were not supposed to be. 

Behind Office Doors tells the story of 
Mary Linden, a most efficient secretary 
to the president of a paper manufactur- 
ing firm. It is her ideas that have put 
many big deals across. President is 
forced to retire on account of illness, 
and his employees, thru a banker, take 
over the business. Secretary has seen 
possibilities in the sales manager as the 
tbew president. He is rather uncouth, 
but Mary’s heart tells her he is the man 
for her and the man for the president. 
Soon in his new position she has taught 
him to eliminate the loud clothes he 
wears, to speak proper English and to 
conduct himself in a manner befitting 
his new position. 

But the new president has let his suc- 
cess get the best of him, not realizing 
that it is his secretary who is really the 
brains of the organization. Soon he 
becomes engaged to the daughter of the 
president of the bank that is financing 
the employees. Naturally, Mary is much 
torn up over this and goes off on a spree 
to Atlantic City with a man who has 
long been attentive to her. But alone 
with the man she cannot go thru with 
the proposition and returns to the city, 
resigning her position. 

Soon the new president realizes that 
his fiancee is not only trying to dictate 
his private life, but also his business 
affairs. and finds that the competent 
secretary's resignation followed a run- 
in with the banker's daughter. This 
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brings a coolness between the engaged 
couple. It isn’t long before the former 
sales manager realizes that it was the 
secretary who forced him up the ladder 
of success and rehires her, and there Is 
the usual happy ending to their 
romance, 

Mary Astor is quite stunning looking 
in a number of costume changes, tho 
the featured player had better watch 
her calories. Miss Astor plays the role 
with a nice restraint. Robert Ames is 
well cast as the sales manager. Same 
is true of Ricardo Cortez, as the other 
man. Catherine Dale Owen, in the role 
of the banker’s daughter, is as colorless 
as ever. Melville Brown's direction is 
80-50.

This is the screen version of The Great 
Divide, the old William Vaughn Moody 
play, produced on Broadway some two 
decades ago with Margaret Anglin and 
Henry Miller in the two leading roles, 
which are essayed on the screen by Lila 
Lee and Sidney Blackmer. 

Produced entirely in technicolor, the 
picture presents some interesting scenic 
views, but outside of that it is the type 
of story of days long past, and its screen 
treatment by Howard Estabrook has not 
added anything to its archaic value. 
Here we find a Boston girl in the West, 
where she has gone with her brother to 
look after his salt mines. Left alone in 
the cabin, three rowdy drunkards appear 
and fight for her. She picks the most 
likely one and he marries her. After 
marriage he is regenerated, but in the 
mind of the girl rankles the thought 
of how he gained her and she hates him. 
Finally, after he has become rich thru 
the discovery of a gold mine, he does 
everything to win her respect and love, 
but fails. She returns east and—he is 
summoned to her after the birth of her 
child. She then realizes that this man 
is fine and has conquered the bad in 
him, while she has permitted hate, the 
bad in her, to conquer her. She finally 
asks him to take her back west with 
him. 

Miss Lee and Blackmer get as much 
out of the old-fashioned roles as they 
will permit. Olive Tell, Kenneth Thom- 
son, Fred Kohler and David Newell are 
among others in the cast. Picture is the 
directorial work of Clarence Badger, and 
that is nothing to brag about. 

Story lacks the fast thrills of the 
average Western and is too unsophis- 
ticated for present-day audiences, which 
makes its possibilities very limited.

Joan Crawford, portrayer of petulant 
daughters of a hectic age, breaks out in 
an underworld story in this, her new- 
est, vehicle, authored by Aurania Rou- 
verol. From the title one would hardly 
surmise that this is another story based 
around the liquor racket. However, it is 
just that, but told from a little different 
angle, and at the same time giving Miss 
Crawford an opportunity to display her 
talents. 

Lingle murder in Chicago, no doubt, 
served as the basis for the story—at least 
it gave the author the idea. Story is 
rather slow getting started, but once 
under way keeps moving at a smooth 
pace and to a thrilling and dramatic 
climax. 

At the start we find Miss Crawford 
the daughter of a millionaire, who has 
been pampered and spoiled with more 
money than she knows what to do with. 
She has a brother, Rodney. who is spend- 
ing his time in carousals, with booze 
and girls as his chief companions. 
Father loses everything in the stock 
market and dies of heart failure. This 
leaves the son and daughter penniless, 
with their handsome home and furnish- 
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ings sold at auction. Daughter has been 
wooed by a wealthy bachelor, but when 
the loss comes Miss Crawford finds him 
not the marrying type and is forced to 
go to work. 

She gets a job as a cub reporter on a 
newspaper. Here Bert Scranton, a lika- 
ble reporter, encourages her. In the 
meantime her brother has turned to an 
easy way of making a living and becomes 
connected with a gang of liquor dealers 
—they seek him because he has connec- 
tions with rich men. Gang kills seven 
men of another gang of racketeers and 
Scranton is sent out on the story. 
Brother, drinking, talks too much to 
Scranton, thinking he is one of the gang, 
and when the gang discovers he has 
been gabbing to the reporter force the 
lad to kill him. This stirs up the paper 
and Miss Crawford is summoned in to 
find the murderer. She gets a job in a 
cabaret owned by the gang leader and 
soon has the gangster falling for her 
like a ton of bricks. While with him 
her brother phones the gangster and 
she recognizes his voice. Ju«t when the 
gangster believes that the g..1 is going 
for him strong she manages to elude him 
and goes to her brother’s apartment. 
Gangster follows, and in a highly dra- 
matic scene the gangster, his aid and 
the brother are killed. Miss Crawford 
phones her story to the paper, and just 
when she believes the world is against 
her the wealthy bachelor returns, de- 
ciding he is the marrying type, and it 
ends happily for the lovers. 
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Harry Beaumont directed and has 
managed to keep the picture at a nice 
tempo following the murder of the re- 


porter. William Bakewell gives an ex- 
cellent portrayal of the brother, while 
Cliff Edwards, as the reporter, is so 


well cast that one wishes the death of 


the character had come later in the 
story. Clark Gable, as the gang- 
ster, is a player to be reckoned with. 


Lester Vail is rather disappointing in the 
role of the lover.

Songwriters informed so- 
ciety to take action on cut- 
ting out ‘nonparticipators’ 


NEW YORK, March 21.— 
Numerous songwriters belong- 
ing to the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers were given a severe jolt this 
week when they received notice 
from Raymond Hubbell, chair- 
man of the membership commit- 
tee, that the society was about to 
take advantage of its privilege to 
oust members in the non-partici- 
pating class who had not written 
and had published a sufficient 
number of songs to satisfy the so- 
ciety. 

Each writer notified has been given 
the opportunity to appear in person be- 
fore the board of directors and state why 
he shouldn't be ousted out of the so- 
ciety. Songwriters in most cases had 
been under the impression that once 
they had become a member they were 
to be members for thé remainder of their 
earthly existence. 

What puzzles the songwriters is the 
attitude taken toward the non-partici- 
pating members. These fellows have to 
pay dues, yet they don’t share in any 
of the revenue obtained by the society 
from the various places using copyrighted 
music controlled by the society, which 
approximates $1,500,000 yearly. 

Some of the writers slated to pass out 
of the society via the ouster plan have 
written songs which have been steady 
sellers for the last 10 years, while others 
without a published song to their credit 
im several years are in the participating 
class. 

Half a dozen known writers held an 
informal meeting the other day and 
voiced their disapproval of the latest 
move on the part of the powers that be 
in the society. Most of the writers who 
received notice plan to put up a healthy 
squawk before they take the air.

Nothing less than a 
miracle in the way of an unexpected 
overnight hit can save at least half a 
dozen from making their exit and leav- 
ing the battle to those fortified with 
bigger bankrolls or better credit. 

At the present time there are approxi- 
mately 40 active popular publishers op- 
erating within the publishers’ district, 
with each one trying to grab a share 
of the total profits that would not suf- 
fice to keep half the two score firms 
out of the red. Few of the smaller 
publishers have as much as a China- 
man’s chance of getting anywhere. Some 
of them are equipped with nothing bet- 
ter than a few mediocre songs, a month's 
rent and a prayer. 

Just now not more than three firms 
ere making any money, and it might 
possibly be shaved down to two. There 
is no money in sheet music in general, 
and a oOnce-in-a-while hit does not 
bring in enough coin to cover the over- 
head for six months or longer. Like 
in many other fields there is plenty 
of Overproduction, but most of the pub- 
lishers never give this phase of the 
business a thought. It has become a 
helter-skelter scramble to survive, with- 
out any definite object in sight. 


Several smaller publishers have seen 
the doom that appears to be inevitable 
and have tried to arrange mergers, but 
even these have fallen thru, as those 
approached feel that the would-be mer- 
gers have nothing to offer except lia- 
bilities. Heads of several small con- 
cerns frankly have admitted that they 
don’t know how they will pull thru 
the summer unless the unexpected hap- 
pens. 

And it wouldn’t surprise to see one 
or two of the larger firms take the 
count of 10. At least two prominent 
concerns, from all reports, appear to bt 
groggy, without any prospects of re- 
covering. 


Popular music business hasn’t been 
shot to pieces entirely, but there are 
too many publishers trying to live off 
a limited market. Twelve live firms 
could furnish all the songs this coun- 
try requires, but nobody could con- 
vince any one of the other 28 in New 
York that this is the case and induce 
him to enter a more profitable field. 
Day has passed when one can start a 
publishing business on a shoestring. 


During the last two years the song 
game has passed into hands controlling 
big fortunes, which makes it almost 
impossible for a newcomer with a few 
thousands and good intentions to over- 
come the obstacles.

Den- 
ton & Haskins, Inc., will carry the case 
to a higher court. 


Palais D’or Owners Trying 
To Break Morgan’s Contract 


NEW YORK, March 21.—Owners of the 
Palais D'or, Chinese-American Restau- 
rant on Broadway, are trying to break 
the contract of Joe Morgan, which calls 
for the services of himself and band 
until May 4.

Chatherbox 


S A RULE, we give correspondence 
that bears no signature very little 
attention. Usually it finds its 

way directly to the waste basket. How- 
ever, during the past week we received 
a letter from a person who signs him- 
self “A Chatterboxer,” to which we will 
make an exception. While the letter, 
in several instances, gets away from true 
facts, it deals with the commonwealth 
idea, which we expounded upon in this 
column last week, and which is always 
an interesting tonic to tabloiders, espe- 
cially at the present time, when it is 
so often foisted upon them against their 
will. 

“I find The Chatterbox in the March 
21 issue very interesting and, above all, 
true,” the “Chatterboxer” pens. “The 
facts therein can be proven. However, 
would appreciate your publishing the 
names of these managers. You know if 
a performer does something, The Bill- 
beard is always ready to publish his or 
her name. Now give us these managers’ 
names. 

“I read in The Billboard awhile back 
about a certain performer jumping a 
hotel bill. It was found out later that 
had the performer been paid by the 
man he was working for, he wouldn't 
have had to do that. You are always 
ready to protect a manager, now give the 
performer a break. It will give your 
Chatterbox something to chatter about.” 

Before answering the “Chatterboxer’s” 
letter, we want to set him right on the 
manager-performer angle. The Billboard, 
as well as the writer, has never shown 
the manager any preference over the per- 
former. Our policy is to treat each side 
fairly and squarely, and without lean- 
ing toward one or the other. Without 
boasting, it may be said that The Bili- 
board does not have to resort to the 
practice of playing up to any particular 
group to get by. It seems to us that 
“Chatterboxer” has cooked up an idea 
in his mind, and has made up his mind 
to stick to it. 

Why don’t we publish the names of 
the managers who have overworked the 
commonwealth idea? For this reason— 
it would take up too much space. When 
we wrote the commonwealth article, we 
had no particular manager in mind. 
In fact, we had virtually all of them 
in mind. The commonwealth racket has 
been, and is still being worked by al- 
most every tabloid manager in the game. 
Of course, there are some who work it 
stronger than others. And there are 
some who have never resorted to the 
commonwealth practice at all. But you 
can count them on your one mitt. At 
any rate, it’s another thing that’s the 
matter with tabloid at the present time.

Nominating Committee Selected 

A quiet and uneventful meeting of some 400 
members of the association, held in the North Ball. 
room of the Hotel Astor, Friday afternoon, March 
13, selected the six members of the nominating com- 
mittee, who with three members of the Council 
previously chosen, will draw up the regular ticket of 
officers and one-fifth of the Council to be voted on 
at the annual Meeting. 

Representatives of the membership on the com- 
mittee elected at the meeting were Alice Fischer, 
Charles King, Grace Filkins, Henry Mortimer, Henry 
Stephenson and Walter Scott. Council members 
designated were Florence Nash, Pedro de Cordoba 
and Eugene Powers, Committee met March 16, but 
has not announced its decisions. 

Reports were also rendered to the meeting cover- 
ing the recent appearance of an Equity delegation 
before the Joint Codes Committee of the New York 
State Legislature looking toward the passage of the 
Buckley-Post Bill, exempting actors from arrest pend- 
ing a judicial determination of the morality of a 
challenged play; a similar activity on the part of 
Equity in California, and a favorable ruling on actors’ 
income tax schedules recently obtained by Equity 
counsel. 

Frank Gillmore, president of the association, pre- 
sided and there was a better than ordinary turnout 
of councilors. 


Waiver Requests Thru Deputy 

The Council, at its regular meeting of March 10, 
formally ruled that henceforth, when members of 
the cast of a production petition the Council for a 
waiver of security, that the petition go thru the 
hands of the Equity deputy of the company, rather 
than thru the Management. 


Drive on Tent Shows in California 

An apparently innocuous bill, ostensibly offered 
as @ Measure designed to safeguard and protect audi- 
ences, really contained a serious attempt on the part 
of interests inimical to the legitimate theater to 
legislate tent shows out of the State of California. 
And it aimed to do that by the simple expedient 
of making playing in tents unlawful. The bill, in- 
troduced by Mr. Lyons, would add a new section, 
384-d, to the Penal Code, which would prohibit: 

“The holding, conduct, management, etc., of 
public exhibitions, fairs, carnivals and other public 
meetings in tents or inclosures constructed of in- 
flammable textile materials.” And to make sure 
that nothing was overlooked thru which the tent 
shows might escape this ban, the bill proceeded to 
elucidate that: 

“Any person who gives, holds, maintains, conducts, 
manages, promotes or operates any public exhibition, 


- 


fair, carnival, display, show or performance or any 
other public meeting within any ient or inclosure 
consisting of or mainly constructed of cotton, jute, 
canvas, cloth or any inflammable or non-fire-resistant 
textile material, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
Try to produce a tent that doesn’t fall under one 
of those heads! 

Equity, of course, was instantly alive to the im- 
plications of this bill and the effects it would have 
upon its members who play in tent shows in Cali- 
fornia. It did not have to guess hard to satisfy 
itself as to what interests were behind the bill. 

So the association got in touch at once with its 
representatives in San Francisco and Los Angeles 
and instructed them to fight this bill all the way 
down the line. And Equity has also joined forces 
with Charles W. Paine, secretary-manager of the 
Calffornia State Agricultural Society, whose members 
would also be severely handicapped if this measure 
were allowed to go thru. We are hopeful that the 
prompt resistance thus organized will be sufficient to 
cope with this measure. 

But, if Equity were not here for just such action, 
how many of our Equity members might not have 
waked some fine morning to learn that they had 
been legislated out of existence in California? 

Eternal vigilance is still the price of safety. 


Nearly $4,000 From Two Benefits 


Fquity is happy to learn from Robert Campbell, 
secretary of the Actors’ Fund of America, that the 
special benefit performance of Mrs. Moonlight, given 
for the FPund Monday evening, March 9, grossed 
$1,435.50. 

Campbell also reported that the special matinee 
performance for the Mayor's Committee for the Re- 
lief of Unemployed, which was given by The Barretts 
of Wimpole Street, Monday afternoon, March 9, 
grossed $2,500. Fund will also share to some extent 
in the receipts of this benefit. 


James Neill Is Dead 


James Neill, veteran actor of both stage and 
screen, died in Los Angeles of heart failure March 
15. He was a life member of the Actors’ Equity 
Association and of the Actors’ .Order of Friendship, 
Edwin Forrest Lodge No. 2. He Was also a member 
of The Troupers, a group of players in Los Angeles 
whose service in the theater or on the screen must 
be at least of 30 years’ duration. 

In all Equity activities in Los Angeles Neill was 
ever interested and loyal, and Equity experiences a 
distinct sense of loss at his passing. It offers its 
most sincere sympathy to Mrs. Neill, who also is a 
well-known actress under the name of Edythe Chap- 
man. 


All Good Tobys Engaged 


The Kansas City office was recently consulted by 
an employment agent who had just received a 
frantic call from a tent show manager who had to 
have a good “toby” comedian, right away, quick. 
Agent had gone over his list and hadn't been able 
to dig one up. Would Equity help? 

So Mr. Delmaine dug down in his records, and 
every single one of the tribe that he could recom- 
mend was either working, or signed up. 

If that fip is any good to any readers, go to it.

Nominating committee is not yet complete, as the con- 
stitution provides that it must be composed of nine 
members. 

Marie and Lu Cody have become life members of 
the Actors’ Fund. So far as we know these are the 
first Chorus Equity members to become life members 
of the actors’ charity. 

Every member of the Chorus Equity should be a 
member of the Actors’ Fund. Dues are $2 a year; life 
membership, $50. 

Should you ever be so unfortunate as to be ill and 
destitute, this is a very small insurance to carry. 
And if you never need the Fund, you may be sure 
your $2 has helped some less fortunate member of 
the profession. Chorus Equity has applications for 
membership in the Fund. If you don’t wish to go 
to the Fund offices, you may make out your applica- 
tion at the Chorus Equity office. 

Apparently many of our Members do not under- 
stand the difference between a bond and a letter of 
guarantee. A bond means that some bonding com- 
pany has written a bond guaranteeing your salaries 
—or that the association has money covering your 
salaries. A letter of guarantee means that some per- 
son, considered by the association as financially 
sound, has guaranteed your salaries. 

Latter arrangement is not as safe as a bond. It 
is safer than relying on your contract for your 
salaries, since your contracts are always signed with 
a corporation—and most theatrical corporations have 
no money when a production is a failure. That is 
the reason that the association insists on the personal 
guarantee. We would prefer having a bond. 

Every production that must have a guarantee of 
salaries is listed in the office—and the type of guar- 
antee which we hold. Before going into rehearsals 
you should come to the office and find out the stand- 
ing of the management with which you contemplate 
working. 

We realize that in a bad season many persons are 
willing to take a greater chance than they would 
ordinarily. It has taken years for your association to 
build up for you the working conditions and the 
salary assurance you now have. Don't allow a feeling 
of panic to break down the things for which your 
association has struggled for years. We know you 
need work, but work without salary is useless. This 
isn’t the only season you will be in the profession. 
Most of you will be in the theater all of your lives. 
Don’t make things more difficult for yourselves in 
the future. 

Many of our members have complained of long 
and unreasonable rehearsals before the opening of a 
new production. Those complaints are generally made 
after the opening. We can't stop water that is already 
under the bridge. It doesn’t help you a bit if we tell 
a manager that we think 14 hours of rehearsals too 
much—weeks after you have given that rehearsal. 
Make your complaint at the time. Your name will 
not be used.

Dress is the big thing right now. She is 
taking up where Mrs. Beatrice Mindlin, 
her predecessor, left off on the intacts 
and will proceed along this line until 
she is at least a week ahead of the job. 
One promising aspect of Miss Hackett’s 
view of her task is that she expresses no 
desire to do revolutionary things. In the 
beginning anyway. On the contrary, in 
an interview with a Billboard reporter 
she stated that she will give performers 
as much leeway in choosing details of 
dress as is consistent with what she re- 
gards as good taste. Those who have 
watched Miss Hackett’s work closely as a 
performer and independent stager will 
agree that her taste is not only good but 
outstanding. 

Like Mrs. Mindlin, the new embellisher 
is minded to eliminate the display of 
bare legs as much as is possible and con- 


sistent with the kind of work performed 
by women on RKO’s stages. Miss Hackett 
has found a means of accomplishing a 
hose effect, however, without hose being 
worn. She will suggest to those who are 
forced to do strenuous routines that they 
wear the suntan whitening, a prepara- 
tion put out by several cosmetic concerns. 
If put on thick enough, according to Miss 
Hackett, this compound gives the ap- 
pearance of dull sheer hose. For those 
who must continue to wear hose Miss 
Hackett suggests the darker hues, blue, 
purple and black. 

Miss Hackett is not opposed to the 
wearing of street clothes by women on 
RKO’s stages. She will recommend street 
clothes in cases where this form of habili- 
ment is appropriate to the act. But 
unless street clothes are worn for comedy 
effect they must be in good taste. On 
this point Miss Hackett’s bureau will in- 
Sist at all times 

From her observations while playing 


the major circuits in her own acts, Miss 
Hackett has found that as a rule there is 
too much uniform dressing of buck 
dancers and collegiate dancers. The 
archaic Eton idea for hoofers and ex- 
aggerated clothes for boys and girls en- 
gaging in collegiate routines will be 
gradually eliminated. There will be a 
striving toward the Continental flavor in 
this respect. 

Miss Hackett will strive at all times 
to save performers money in fulfilling 
her orders on new wardrobe. But it has 
been made quite clear already that Free- 
man will back Miss Hackett up 100 per 
cent on her decisions and orders. It is 
being left to Miss Hackett’s diplomatic 
sense to point out to performers that 
certain changes crdered are for their 
own benefit, as well as that of the cir- 
cuit. 

In acts carrying more than, say, four 
rirls Miss Hackett will not be too in- 
sistent upon dress details, provided viola- 


tions of good taste are not flagrant. In 
smaller acts, however, she will be very 
particular, seeing to it that every detail 
of dress.conforms with the latest style 
canons. 

Miss Hackett was teamed with Harry 
Delmar for seven years, including their 
coparticipation in the putting on of 
Delmar’s Revels. She had been out alone 
since 1928. Her pretentious flash act, 
which she appeared in at the Palace 
some weeks ago, will be sent out shortly 
on the intact route with another girl in 
Miss Hackett'’s place. It will probably 
carry the billing Tempo Muterne, and 
will be embellished with several new 
ideas suggested by Freeman.

I am so glad to 
see minstrelsy coming back and I know 
all the old-time minstrels are, too. I 
trust I will live to see two or three per- 
manent minstrel organizations playing 
in the big cities as of old. My best 
wishes to all the old minstrel boys.” 


COL. IKE POTTS, old-time min- 
strel manager and agent, has been car- 
rying on a heated argument in the 
“Sidewalks of Detroit” column of The 
Detroit Times, written by Lee J. Smits, 
with Ted Roberts over the old song, Just 
Because She Made Dem Goo-Goo Eyes. 
Editor Smits reports one round for 
Colonel Ike, as follows: “Col. Ike Potts, 
renowned as an agent for minstrel shows, 
circuses and other amusement ventures, 
came in to recall memories of Hugh 
Cannon. Colonel Potts believes Ted Rob- 
erts is mistaken in his statement Hughie 
was with Barlow’s Minstrels in Mt. 
Clemens when he sold Goo-Goo Eyes to 
Johnny Queen. It was, the colonel says, 
Vogel’s Minstrels. Colonel Ike cherishes 
& copy of The Marion (O.) Daily Star of 
August 15, 1903, containing one of his 
advance notices, the type for part of 
which was set by Warren G. Harding.” 
In a communication to The Billboard 
Colonel Ike says: “I was the general 
agent of John W. Vogel’s Big City Min- 
strels the same season that John Queen 
and Hughie Cannon were with the show. 
It was the season Queen and Cannon 
wrote Goo-Goo Eyes. Cannon claimed 
the song. He sold his interest to John 
Queen for $25. Queen made more than 
$50,000 on the song, but squandered it 
and died broke. I am under the im- 
pression that the Barlow Brothers’ Min- 
strels were off the road iong before Goo- 
Goo Eyes was written.” 


FRED LESLIE, at Bedford, Va., is ap- 
parently still brooding over the chal- 
lenges hurled at him last year when the 
methods he employed in the famous 
bass~<irum championship contest were 
questioned. He is organizing and pro- 
moting another contest of bull drum 
hammerers and proposes to turn the 
beautiful grounds of the National Elks’ 
Home into a parade track for the bass 
drummers of America. Writing from 
Bedford, he says: “The preliminaries are 
all set. We will have about 400 drum- 
mers in the convention that precedes the 
parade. Happy Benway and Bobby 
Gossans are attempting to enter as snare 
drummers. Our lady judges, Loretta La 
Pearl and Mary Hart, will promptly rule 
them out. Each contestant must fur- 
nish his own bass drum this year. Many 
have already spoken for parking space 
for their drums. Punk Ewing says he 
is sending a special drum up here from 
Sarasota, Fla. We expect a big success 
this year. Just imagine 400 bass drums 
in line, all playing the same tune. My 
all-metal drum is a wonder. All I need 
is a can of gasoline and a water tank to 
turn it into a car. It’s a useful drum.”

Foy. Many others of distinction had 
their experiences with tambos and bones. 
What a thrill the old minstrel parades 
used to give us! The parade, as with 
the old circus, was an indispensable fea- 
ture of the show period in town. The 
minstrels and their band, not numerous 
enough to make a great parade, but 
spread out impressively, would go along 
in stately fashion, with their high hats 
and cape coats, and it would seem that 
the whole town was induced to follow 
them, sooner or later, to the theater. 
Once Charles Frohman, then a young 
man, marched the streets of Kansas City 
at the head of a minstrel show. It 
probably was his brother Daniel’s com- 
pany, for Daniel had such a company in 
his early days in the show business. Does 
anyone of the younger generation mar- 
vel that minstrelsy ever could have had 
such a vogue as its history denotes? If 
so, consider ‘Amos ’n’ Andy’.”

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RKO Had Good Intentions But Has 
Gone Astray in Publicity Reforms 


N° branch of the- profession needs re- 
forming more than vaudeville. But 

this reforming business can be carried 
too far, and no reforming in all of history 
ever did any good when accomplished with 
methods similar to the classic example of 
the bull in a china shop. In reorganizing 
its press, advertising and exploitation de- 
partments, RKO proceeded on the right 
track. These wings of the circuit needed a 
reorganization. There was no_ central 
authority. Responsibility was divided so 
thoroly that few men in the organization 
knew at any stated time to whom they were 
accountable. It was a pretty sad mess. 
And RKO took action. Now the old mess 
is pretty well cleaned up—and another one 
is forming. RKO removed the tumor and 
grafted a cancer in its place. Very much 
like the man who took a short cut to save 
time and fell into a ditch while making the 
attempt. 

The entire process involved in the re- 
organizing of the RKO press, advertising 
and exploitation departments has its good 
features. Jack J. Hess, intrusted with the 
advertising end and also placed in complete 
charge of the five Central New York houses, 
is going about his task in a highly efficient 
manner. He is indeed bringing harmony 
and progress out of what was once chaos. 
But Hess is only a part of the new machine, 
but a very important part, we must con- 
less. 

The mess we refer to still exists in the 
vaudeville end of the circuit’s publicizing 
wing. Billings are being dealt with ruth- 
lessly ; the work of years has been thrown 
into the scrap heap. Radical reforms in 
handling the photograph details of acts 
booked on the time have been instituted. 
There are cries, probably unfounded, of 


- 


favoritism displayed toward certain photog- 
raphers. But one cannot deny that there 
are intimations. Acts are being whipped 
into line like cadets at a pre-war German 
military school. The whole situation has 
a dreary outlook. Those engineering these 
reforms might have an enviable goal set 
for themselves, but they are certainly not 
going about it in the right way. 

This reorganization of the three pub- 
licizing bureaus of RKO was brought about 
because of a desire on the part of the cir- 
cuit’s officials to settle once and for all the 
responsibility problem. Another example 
of fumbling. Ask anybody right now who 
is the head of RKO’s various publicity de- 
partments. The answer will not be any 
more definite than it was some months ago. 
The old Tweed Ring business, one pointing 
to the other. Something should be done— 
and undone. 


The Dramatic Stock Situation 


| And the Motion Picture Chains 


HE survey, “Available Stock Loca- 
tions”, published on page 18 of this 
issue, gives a good insight to the major 

problem facing dramatic stock operators— 
the finding of suitable theaters. 

There is no lack of theaters. Indeed, the 
majority of cities large enough to support a 
resident dramatic company have a theater 
which, in a good many instances, is now 
dark. The difficulty is that these houses are 
owned or controlled by one or another of 
the picture chains, and they will hold them 
dark rather than permit a “flesh” company 


to come in. 


It is a sad state of affairs and one that 
gives convincing proof that the motion pic- 
ture chains have little or no regard for pub- 
lic demand. Certainly it is obvious that the 
preference of a certain class of public for 
stock means nothing to the picture people. 
They say: “You'll take straight talking pic- 
tures, and, what’s more, you'll like them. 
If you don’t? Well, you'll like them any- 
Way.” 

We're getting sick and tired of having 
these great picture companies pose as public 
benefactors. The shrewd manipulation of 
publicity, some of which has been encour- 
aged by unthinking newspaper editors, has 
permitted them to get away with their high- 
pressure tactics. 

But the worm is beginning to turn. A 
long-suffering public is now beginning to 
assert itself, and it is only a question of time 
until these picture chains will have to heed 
the demand of these people who want 
“flesh”. 

It should be apparent to the chain thea- 
ter executives that there are two distinct 
classes of public, movie fans and theater 
lovers. The former is probably many times 
larger than the latter, but, nevertheless, the 
group of theater patrons is extensive enough 
to support good legitimate drama. To per- 
mit it to satisfy its tastes would not lure 
sufficient people from the chain theaters to 
make itself felt. 

The picture theater chains want every- 
thing. The other fellow can have nothing 
and the public appears to be a minor issue. 
But there is satisfaction in the fact that it 
cannot go on forever. 

Understand, we are not arguing that the 
picture companies have no right to enter 
the dramatic stock, legitimate, vaudeville or 
any other of the “flesh” fields. We do say, 
however, that it is a tremendous waste of 
money and talent to hold theaters dark and 
permit them to go to rack and ruin when 
there is a public to support them. It mat- 
ters not to us who operates these houses. 


lf investigation proves that certain cities 
will support resident dramatic stock com- 
panies, then let the picture people install 
their own companies if they refuse to let 
others take over their houses. It is better 
than holding theaters dark. It puts people 
back to work. It aids the merchants. It 
encourages prosperity. 

Isn’t that what we are all striving to ac- 
complish? 


“Flesh” Situation in Theaters 
Offers Outdoors Real Opportunity 


PRING is here. And so is the Spring 

Special Number of The Billboard 

How welcome are both to the amusce- 
ment world, particularly those whose activi- 
ties are confined mostly, if not entirely, to 
catering to the public in- the various 
branches of outdoor entertainment!  |t 
signifies that time of the year when the 
blood of outdoor folks truly begins to warm 
up, continuing to grow warmer until tlic 
season’s “grind” is started, when it reaches 
the boiling point. 


Which leads us to the question that is 
uppermost in the minds of all outdoor 
amusement purveyors and followers: What 
has the new season in store? That, o/ 
course, nobody can answer, not even with 
the least degree of accuracy. It all depends 
upon two important things, first, general 
business conditions, and, secondly, the qual- 
ity of amusement and methods practiced in 
presenting it. 

The industrial situation is gradually 
showing improvement, with indications that 
the upward trend will continue. Employ- 
ment in a number of lines of business, 
statistics from Washington state, has shown 
an increase in February over January. This 
is very encouraging. 

There’s another thing that means much 
in the success of any undertaking, and that 
is optimism. It may be a little hard to be 
optimistic after one of the worst outdoor 
seasons on record, but just the same there 
is no small degree of optimism shown in all 
branches of the amusement industry. This 
is especially true in the case of the progres- 
sive type. 

Money probably is not being spent as 
freely as when conditions were normal, but 
one thing sure it is being spent judiciously 
on improvements by the progressives. The 
depression felt last year taught many les- 
sons for betterment in the future manage- 
ment of enterprises. Those who are nol 
brushing up here and there and adding new 
features—something different—are in a rut 
and probably will not get out of it. 


After another winter season of talkies, 
and only a limited number of “flesh” shows 
on the road, circuses, carnivals and other 
traveling enterprises under canvas should 
have a good chance of coming thru 1931 
with flying colors as a result of this indoor 
“flesh” situation. The same also applies to 
amusement parks, beaches, piers, fairs and 
other outdoor enterprises that go in heavily 
for good “flesh” acts and attractions of a 
high-class type. If ever there was a time to 
capitalize on this situation it is now. The 
reason for the lack of “flesh” in theaters is 
not that the public does not want it—it’s be- 
cause the movies have assumed control of 
houses in which it was offered. That the 
public wants “flesh” has been proved in a 
number of instances where such a policy 
has been reinstalled. It is only a matter o/ 
a year or two and “flesh” in theaters will 
be back on a scale that will compare favor- 
ably with the situation of some years ago.

In enacting all laws our greatest 
weapon is to have the votes. Therefore, 
in warding against such bills and laws 
as are now confronting us we should 
have the voters “on the proper side.” 
Don’t you believe that the people that 
attend our various attractions year after 
year enjoy that class of amusement? If 
they didn’t they surely wouldn’t bother 
coming to see it. These people who 
come down on the lot or out to the fair- 
ground or wherever the show is are 
voters. They are the people who repre- 
sent the law and government. If they 
protest no congressman, senator, repre- 
sentative or any political machine can 
railroad any law or bill against them. 
Then why not muster in our patrons 
and let “public relations” be the deadly 
punch to our opponents? 

Get all the amusement owners (circus, 
carnivals, etc.) together in one big alli- 
ance. Work thru one source of strength 
with an office that would do nothing 
but foster better relations with the pub- 
lic. Each show on its tour give every 
patron a pamphlet on its designated pro- 
gram. Have them sign their name and 
address on a register and be made mem- 
bers of a “league,” whereby it would be 
understood that they would be protecting 
the life of their circus, carnival or fairs: 
T am sure that if the public knew we 
were trying to give them what they 
wanted—good, clean amusement at fair 
prices—they in turn would see that you 
were protected in your rights and would 
reject any unfair bills against you. 

Whenever a bill was brought up in a 
certain district the public relations office 
could notify the patrons in that terri- 
tory to oppose it by vote, letter or per- 
sonal contact. 

Take, for instance, when Lyons, of the 
California Legislature, brought up the 
amendment to bill No. 899 last Janu- 
ary vetoing all showing of any exhibition 
under canvas in the state of California. 
If I had a st of everyone interested in 
the life of the circus and got them to 
write him a letter he would mighty soon 
forget his bill. 

But we can't get them to join the 
Fans or Saints and Sinners because there 
are initiation fees and dues for the 
members to keep up. Why shouldn’t 
the voters be grouped together in one 
body thruout the country, and surely a 
small sum from the shows each year 
could keep up this work and act as our 
insurance in the future.

Permit me to comment on the way 
some shows and carnivals exaggerate 
when sending in their writeups to be 
used under the heading “General Out- 
door News” in The Billboard. 

In the past six months I visited eight 
different shows in three different states. 
To my surprise, I found a very small 
crew of mechanics, carpenters and paint- 
ers engaged in readying any of these 
shows for the spring opening, altho these 
different outfits claimed in each issue of 
The Billboard that their winter quarters 
were “a beehive; busy night and day 


preparing for the spring opening and a 
large crew of men, all busily engaged 
repairing rides and painting same; and 
carpenters framing new fronts, and a 
larger crew will be added to make sure 
that all work will be completed on time.” 

I found three workmen—one a painter, 
one a handyman and one a watchman— 
busily engaged at winter quarters of one 
of the largest carnivals in Pennsylvania. 
I asked a few questions and found that 
this outfit employs no more than five 
men at any one time at winter quarters. 
Still, the show's press agent claims in 
his show letter to The Billboard that 18 
or 20 workmen are employed at quarters, 
but I find it untrue. 

It is poor policy as it misleads a fellow 
who uses the show game for a livelihood 
and depends on what he sees in The 
Billboard to place himself for the season. 

It’s such tactics as these that are 
forcing the carnivals slowly but surely 
to the foot of the list. If handled prop- 
erly they could be “on top” and in de- 
a by every good-sized town or large 
city. 

Some of these shows have two rides 
and four shows and “figure” on a few 
more to join. So they announce: “Will 
go out this season with an eight-ride 
and 14-show outfit and are booked solid 
with a few open dates.” . 

It is about half true and I know it. 
I have “showed” and have read The 
Billboard for the past 18 years and been 
over the Eastern states enough to know. 

We need more showmen of the Jones, 
Downie and Cherry type. They died with 
their boots on, fighting to keep the game 
clean and striving at all times to make 
it a better institution to entertain the 
public. 

The Billboard is surely advancing and 
improving with the flashy covers and the 
new heavy-type headings and 100 per 
cent flesh policy; and, above all, trying 
to tell the true story without exaggera- 
tion.

Why Leapers Vanished 
Editor The Billboard: 


I note the reply of John B. Estelle 
Sr. regarding great leapers. Regarding 
a triple somersault from a leaping board 
I will say this was done with the J. H. 
La Pearl Circus in 1898. 

Abe Johnson, double somersault leaper, 
did a double and overthrowed same. 
Seeing he was in for a nasty spill, he 
held his tuck, turning a complete triple 
somersault, alighting on his feet. Other 
double somersault leapers in this line 
were William Bennett (Nigger Bennett), 
Tom Nelson (Red Nelson). William 
Marks, Charles Ellet, Frank Ellet, Mar- 
gan brothers, Harry La Pearl and others. 

The cry. “Bring back the leapers” is 
heard: also the cry, “There are no more 
leapers.”” Oh. yes, there are! Managers 
can, in a short time. replace the former 
great leapers, but the reason leaps were 


discarded was performers’ contracts read 
“Fill in leaps and tumbling.” 

This was free to the managers, hence 
the artistes lost interest and, I think, 
in a year’s time there will be plenty of 
leapers. 

Every act has advanced in the circus 
business outside of riding. People must 
take into consideration the old-time 
riders had a saucer dirt ring.

But I think it will interest some of the 
Many who want leaps back. 

Bring back the old-time circus. It can 
be easily done. But are there enough of 
the grandpas who would fill the tent? 
A horse and buggy excite no interest— 
nor would the old-time circus with its 
singing clown.

The Circus Of Tomorrow 


Editor The Billboard: 

John Ringling is the most powerful 
figure in the show business today. In 
other words, he is the Barnum of the 
20th century. 

But John Ringling is not the only 
great showman of the present day. Col. 
Zack Miller is an important figure. 
George Christy, owner of the Christy 
Bros, Circus, is a very young man, barely 
40 years of age, but he owns a 25-car 
circus. He winters at South Houston, 
Texas. 

Miller Bros, 101 Ranch and Christy 
Bros. are considered by the Ringling in- 
terests as opposition. 

The circus of tomorrow will travel on 
motor trucks for the reason that a mo- 
torized circus gan be operated for less 
than it would cost to move a railroad 
show. There are only half as many cir- 
cuses on the road today as there were 50 
years ago, but twice as many people in 
the country. We have 10 or 12 fairly 
large motorized shéws in the Unfted 
States. 

First of all, we have Ernest Haag who, 
a few years ago, operated a wagon circus 
with 40 wagons and 110 head of stock. 
Haag now operates a motor show show- 
ing in two rinrs. Ernest Haag is a man 
past three-score years and ten, a veteran 
circus man of the old school. His show 
plays principally thru the South. The 
Downie Bros. Circus, founded by the late 
Andrew Downie, now operated by Charles 
Sparks, is without a doubt the largest 
motor show in the country. 

Charles Sparks, after selling his circus, 
could not stay out of the show business. 
He purchased the Downie Bros, Show 
and is now making it one of the finest 
shows of its kind in the country. Hunt's 
Circus, a fairly good-sized show, was 
founded by Charles T. Hunt when he was 
19 years of age. Wheeler & Sautelle, 
a motor circus, is operated by Al Wheeler, 
@ progressive showman of the present 
day. The Gentry Bros. Circus, now mo- 
torized, is operated by Sam Dill, former 
manager of John Robinson's circus. 
Schell Bros. Circus, operated by. George 
E. Engresser, is one of the large motor 
aggregations that tours the West. Walter 
L. Main now operates a motorized circus. 
Barnett Bros., owned by Rogers & Ham- 
ilton; Seils-Sterling, a show that tours 
the Middle West, and the Ortons afté 
partly motorized. 

The Ringlings do not control the show 
business; in fact, they have sharp com- 
petition. The circus of tomorrow will 
carry a better class of people than the 
show of yesterday: in fact, circus man- 
agers want the best class of people they 
can get. The fact of the matter is it is 
hard to get good people to travel on a 
circus. But the motorized show will 
draw a better class of people and the 
erift that followed the circus.of yester- 
day will become a thing of the past 
The show that builds a sound reputation 
will last, but the show that tries to cheat 
the public cannot nor will not endure 

The secret of Sparks’ success is he 
gave the public their money's worth and 
left a good reputation behind him that 
built business for him years afterward 
In the future there will be few railroad 
shows 

The motor show has come to stay 
With the recent organization of the in- 
dependent showmen they will have an 
organization that nothing can break, pre- 
serving the originality of the independent 
circus and giving to every free-born 
American a chance to become a P. T

AKING the indoor circuses held this 
winter as a criterion, the 1931 season 
is destined to be a very good one 
The results attained at Detroit, Cleveland, 


Minneapolis, St. Paul and elsewhere 
should hearten those inclined to the 
opinion that shows will have a tough 
time of it this year. These events have 
attracted attendance that is nothing 
short of phenomenal in the face of busi- 
ness depression and unemployment. Con- 
sidering that they could do so well in 
midwinter, when many industries are at 
a standstill even in normal times, it is 
reasonable to suppose that with the com- 
ing of spring and the consequent pickup 
in business, shows under canvas should 
enjoy a profitable patronage IF— 
. . . 


Don’t overlook that big “if”. There is 
little doubt the shows will do an excel- 
lent business if they have real entertain- 
ment to offer, present it in a showman- 
like manner, give the shows the proper 
exploitation, and keep faith with the 
public. Unless they are prepared to do 
those things, they might as well stay in 
the barn. It will save ’em money. 

PECULATION hes been rife as to 
whether the savages, known as “Fire- 

* walkers”, whom a booking agent pro- 
posed to bring from the South Sea 
Islands, will reach the United States, and 
if they do, what circus, if any, they will 
be with. 

. . . 

As far as we have been able to learn 
they are not yet in this country, but 
there is little doubt that eventually they 
will be. There are ways and means of 
getting around or altering most regula- 
tions, and showmen are traditionally re- 
sourceful. Just how the fire-walkers, ac- 
customed to the tropics, would stand the 
climate of the Maple Leaf country if they 
should by chance join a show up there— 
oh, well! they are not there yet. 

AST month, when Will Rogers was on 

a tour in behalf of the drought suf- 

ferers, he stopped at Fort Smith, 
Ark., and saw what he described in his 
daily pieces in various dailies thruout 
the country as a “stranded circus”. “The 
elephant in the show,” said Rogers, 
“hasn’t seen a peanut since last summer 
and the town is feeding the circus peo- 
ple.” A reader of The New York Times, 
following Will’s suggestion, sent $1 to the 
moyor of Fort Smith “toward a bale of 
hay” for the peanut-starved pachyderm 
“or any other animals that are in need.” 
The contribution was duly forwarded by 
The Times.

Last week this daily received a letter 
from LaMont Bros.’ Shows, which are 
wintering there, which said: “Have your 
check for $1, which we are returning to 
you with many thanks. We have plenty 
of money. Have operated this show for 
30 years and hever at any time needed 
help from anyone. Our animals or peo- 
ple have never missed a meal and all are 
happy. Mr. Rogers, I suppose, wanted to 
be funny.” 

. * . 

The management of this show should 
ve congratulated on the position it has 
taken. Its statement is the sort which 
upholds the dignity of the circus. It re- 
flects great credit on the show heads.

THE TEXAS BILL Wild West, with 
Clyde E. Anderson again as general agent, 
and Charles R. Davis, manager, is get- 
ting things in order for the new season 
opening in April. There are to be 14 
trucks back with the show and a motor- 
ized advance. The show is to play spots 
in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, New 
England States and Canada. 


PH. J. SPERLING, last season with 
Allen Bros.’ Wild West, is hibernating 
in the East, Brooklyn. N. Y., and prepar- 
ing for the new seagon with one of the 
Wild West free attraction outfits. During 
leisure moments Sperling indulges in 
painting sketches, and recently con- 
tributed a piece of his work for repro- 
duction in this department of The Bill- 
toard. If space permits it will appear 
in this issue. 


DURING HIS head-stand roping of 
three horses abreast at the Fort Worth 
Rodeo, Tommy Kirnan did a short drag 
by the neck. That is, Tommy unin- 
tentionally did his headstand inside the 
loop, but made the catch. Cowboys 
may imagine what followed.. Bea (Mrs. 
Kirnan) riding the center horse, felt 
the extra pull on the rope and slack- 
ened her mount, which relieved the sit- 
uation. 


SOME CHANGED rules will be in effect 
at the Madison Square Garden Rodeo, 
New York, this year, in October. The 
prize moneys are quite attractive—-steer 
wrestling, $5,605; calf roping, %5,605: 
cowboys’ bronk riding, $4,605; cowgirls’ 
bronk riding, $2,300; fancy roping, $3,300; 
cowboys’ trick riding, %3,000; cowgirls’ 
trick riding, $3,000; bareback bronk 
riding, $1,440; steer riding, $1,800. The 
run of the show is slated for 18 per- 
formances. 


ONE OF THE READERS writes: “As 
I always want to read “The Corral’ page 
of The Billboard first (being more 
directly interested in that department), 
I sometimes have to ‘wade thru’ the 
book to find it.” Some of the other 
folks might be in the same “boat,” so 
here’s a little tip on it: This page is 
almost invariably, for regular issues 
(sometimes changed for the SPECIAL 
editions), the third page following the 
CIRCUSES page (which has a very 
heavy type heading across its top). 

LEO CRAMER writes in part: “Hard 
times do not seem to affect the rodeo 
business to a marked extent, and will 
not if committees and contestants pull 
together and put on good shows. Some 
of the contestants should be a little 
more careful of their general appear- 
ance. The spectators pay to see them 
perform, and while watching them nat- 
urally look at their clothing and gen- 
eral makeup. I am helping with the 
staging of seven rodeos this year. They 
will join the Rodeo Association of 
America, and I will send the results of 
each to The Billboard and the RAA. 
They are Livingston, Red Lodge, Big 
Timber, Butte, Great Falls, Forsythe and 
Midland.” 


DETAILS, including winners in events, 
at the Fert Worth Rodeo, are at this 
writing supposed to be in the mails, 
but have not arrived in time for this 
department, this issue, on account of 
the page going to press several days 
earlier than for the regular editions. 
However, the following regarding cham- 
pionships at that event won was wired: 
New champions are: Bareback bronk 
riding, Eddie Woods; cowgirls’ bronk rid- 
ing, Bea Kirnan; calf roping, Everett 
Bowman; saddle bronk riding, L. Murray; 
steer wrestling, Hugh Bennett: steer 
riding, Dick Griffith. Titles retained: 
trick roping, Chester Byers; cowgirls’ 
trick riding, Tad Lucas; cowboys’ trick 
riding, Buck Stuart. “Midnight” still 
unconquered. 


THE MEMBERSHIP, dues and contest- 
ants’ point awards, in proportion to the 
amount of prize money paid by Rodeo 
Association of merica membership 
events, might be of interest to many 
readers. he data on this, sent out by 
the office of the secretary, Fred S. 
McCargar, February 19, was as follows, 
this editor having received a copy of 
it from Secretary McCargar last week: 
Shows with prize money of $5,000 and 
over, dues $100 per year; winners of 
“firsts” in events (bronk riding, bull 
or steer riding, two-man steer roping, 
one-man steer roping, bulldogging or 
steer decorating, calf roping), 400 points; 
“seconds”, 300 points; “thirds”, 200 
points; “fourths”, 100 points. Those 
with prize money of $2,000 to $3,000, 
dues $75, for first, second, etc., winners, 
300, 225, 150 and 75 points, respectively. 
Prize money of $1,000 to $2,000, dues, 850; 
150, 100 and 50 points. Shows with 
less than $1,000 prize money, dues $25; 
100, 75, 50 and 25 points. 


THE DAY FOLLOWING the death of 
the veteran rider, Thad Sowder, at 
Julesburg, Colo., March 13, The Wyomtng 
State Tribune-Cheyenne State Ledger 
paid tribute to his memory in a fea- 
tured two-column head article. Sowder 
had the distinction of winning the 
bronk-riding championship at the third 
Cheyenne Frontier Days Celebration, 30 
years ago. The newspaper article was, 
in part, as follows. 

“After winning the title here Sowder 
went to Europe with Col. W. F. Cody's 
‘Buffalo Bill’ show and for two years 
rode bucking horses before royalty. For 
several years after his return to 
America he appeared in riding contests 
here and elsewhere. He won first place 
in rough-riding contests in connection 
with the Denver Festival of Mountain 
and Plain in 1900 and 1901. Sowder 
won the championship here in 1899 by 
riding to a finish the bad outlaw 7-XL. 

“Sowder lived in the West from the 
time his parents brought him from 
Kentucky at the age of nine and settled 
on a homestead 20 miles northwest of 
Julesburg. From the age of 16 he fol- 
lowed the work of breaking horses. 
Eventually, its terrific strain broke 
him. He suffered a stroke of paralysis, 
then another, fought off both, and suc- 
cumbed to the third.” 


FROM SANTA ANA, Calif.—After at- 
tending the recent RAA convention at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., John E. Hartwig ar- 
rived at Riverside, Calif.. where he was 
to Manage a rodeo, auspices the Elks. 
and found that a ministerial associa- 
tion with 58 members had prevailed upon 
the lodge to cancel the show. When 
this failed to register, the City Council 
was petitioned to withdraw permit for 
grounds inside the city limits. Hartwig 
had an ironclad contract and permis- 
sion for the grounds, but himself re- 
leased both. Learning of this some 
Santa Ana business men induced him to 
produce and manage their roundup, which 
is to be an annual affair, the Orange 
County Roundup Association being 
formed. Hartwig has a crew distribut- 
ing thousands of window cards and 
other advertising for this show. The 
local fair has been merged with the 
Anaheim Orange Show, to be held at 
Anaheim, and if the rodeo proves a suc- 
cess steps will be taken for the rodeo 
association to purchase the entire fair- 
ground and convert it into qa perma- 
nent rodeo site. The grounds are now 
well equipped, having eight chutes, 
opening under the grand stand, and the 
arena is surrounded by a fence 12 feet 
high. The seating capacity is approxi- 
mately 9,500 and the grounds embrace 
17 acres. 


AFTER witnessing the performances of 
Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch Show when it 
played Pittsburgh, Pa., last fall, and 
chatting with Zack Miller, General 
Agent Harvey and others, John J. Arnott, 
one of the oldtimers with that outfit 
(1904 to and including 1908), became 
reminiscent of the “old days” and “old- 
timers.” John migrated from the arena 
to the stage and made good, and he 
and his wife both “took in” the show 
at Pittsburgh. In part, his letter reads: 
“The only one of the old heads with the 
show was Stack Lee. Bill Pickett was at 
the ranch. I wonder who of the boys 
still living recall the following with the 
show: Vince Dillon, Lon Perviance, 
Maddison Hines, Ed Echols, Milt Brown, 
Lon Deaton, Grover Jones, Bob Swain, 
Bill Swain, Jack Thorn, Lou Reynolds 
and Texana, Jim Ashburn, Lou Slack, 
Willis Douglass and Roebuck, who used 
to do the ‘monkey drill’; George Elser, 
trick rider: Wayne Beasley, Fred Burns, 
Tommy Douglas, Ramoon and _ Irish 
Mary. Scout Maish, Scout Younger and 
his family, Hootis Killinger, Pecos Hig- 
gins, Rusty Tulk, Harry Whitchawol, Dan 
Dix, Uncle Dan _ Boyington, Laugh 
Feather, Bull Bear, Bee Ho Gray, 
Ada Summerville, Old Man Breckenridge, 
the roper; Eagle Eye, Reckless Nell, Julia 
Allen, Mae Mooney, California Frank 
Hafley, Mamie Francis, Winona, the 
sharpshooter: Bertha Crabneck, Eddie 
Bottsford and wife. Sammy Garrett, 
Charlie Aldrich, Jack Campbell, Mabel 
Hackney, Charlie Tompkins, Ed Miller, 
Wm. Dillingham, Nip Van, Tex Cooper, 
Andy Nolan, the announcer; Tin Horn 
Starr. How many remember when Cy 
Compton (not old ‘Cy’ of Buffalo Bill 
fame) rubed the show in George Elser’s 


place? Bertha Crabneck married Dell 
Blanchett, who was killed overseas, 
Mamie Francis married Frank Hafley 


and Ada Summerville married Bee Ho 
Gray. Willis Attebury had the big show 
band and Charlie Lindell the ballyhoo 
band—Indians. Rube Haig and Oswald 
Cathcart were on the business staff. 
Out of the foregoing oldtimers and many 
others, Stack Lee was the only one still 
with it, and altho with snow white hair 
and eyes somewhat dimmed with age, 
he did a wonderful shooting act. Met 
another oldtimer with the show, however, 
Mexican Joe Berea. Joe and I ‘stretched 
‘em out’ on the Buffalo Bill and Pawnee 
Bill outfits many years ago. The show 
was somewhat different from years ago, 
but was still Wild West, and the boys 
topped off some salty bronks, which 
brought memories of ‘Steamboat,’ ‘Rock-@ 
ing Chair.’ ‘Spring Heels,’ ‘Chainfoot’ and@g 
‘Saint Louis Gray.’” .

In other words, it takes more than 
one off-color season to pull away from 
the fair man the old slogan, “Bigger and 
better than ever”. With but a few ex- 
ceptions, reports from secretaries and 
managers are that plans are going for- 
ward for a banner year. In some re- 
spects expense is being curtailed, but 
where it will be least felt. Most if not 
all of the better fairs are either sticking 
to their usual budget for grand-stand 
attractions or increasing it. Proof of 
this isin the contracts closed with book- 
ing offices. Several of these offices 
report bookings far ahead of the corre- 
sponding time last year and that many 
fairs are buying grand-stand attractions 
on a larger scale than ever before.

This ts as it should be, and particular- 
ly so at this time when there is a 
scarcity of “flesh” attractions in thea- 
ters thruout the country. He is a wise 
secretary who is capitalizing on this 
situation,

There are a few States, such as West 
Virginia, North Carolina and Missouri, 
where fair men are being caused some 
worry over reduction or elimination of 
State or county aid, but a fight is being 
put up in each State to have the ap- 
propriation continued. Because of this 
active preparations for the 1031 fairs 


have been held up sOmewhat in these 
States. British Columbia in Canada also 
has not given any definite answer on 
the question of grants, but the ex- 
hibitions there are proceeding with their 
plans in the hope that the appropriation 
will be continued.

The success of the big Southern fairs 
in January and February and the heavy 
attendance drawn by the indoor exposi- 
tions in the North this winter lead us 
to the belief that a good year is in store 
for the summer and fall fairs, where 
the exhibits and amusement programs 
are in “keeping with the times” and the 
best advertising methods possible em- 
ployed. 


HOSE fairs which go in for home 

talent only for their amusements 

are taking an unwise step. Time 
will prove this to them. It may work 
successfully the first year that this is 
done, but look out for the following 
years. Home talent is all right for a 
performance given indoors under the 
auspices of some fraternal or other body, 
where people will go because they are 
particularly interested, others out of 
pure friendship, but it is impossible to 
satisfy a general public, such as the fair 
caters tc. Professional amusement, some- 
thing out of the ordinary and appealing, 
will satisfy almost any one’s desire, but 
home talent exclusively will not. There 
should be a combination, if not all proe 


fessional.

A selected few may use home reme- 
dies in an effort to cure ailments, but 
the public, generally speaking, wants a 
doctor. The public’s doctor for chasing 
away the blues is the professional enter- 
tainer, not an amateur (novice).

The management is nego-~- 
tiating with amusement interests, and 
in due time will be ready to make known 
the exact bookings, which promise to be 
unusually interesting and creditable. 

In the matter of premiums the ex- 
hibitors will have more attractive awards 
to seek than ever before, according to 
those in charge of the premium distri- 
bution. Agricultural and live-stock de- 
velopment will be especially encouraged, 
with particular attention given the mat- 
ter of improved dairying opportunities. 
Competition in the live-stock and poul- 
try shows will be open to the world, and 
reports to date indicate brisk bidding by 
exhibitors, who are encouraged to make 
sales at the State Fair as well as to seek 
the premium money. 

That there will be a lot of spending 
money available for patrons at this year’s 
fair is indicated by important major 
enterprises in this section recently. One 
ic the commencement of work on the 
site of the Third Attack Wing, United 
States Army, aviation division, which 
will represent an investment by the Fed- 
eral Government of several million dol- 
lars, with $3,500,000 already appropriated. 
This air field, where the Government 
will have extensive operations, is five 
miles wide and nine miles long and 
embraces 22,000 acres of land. The city 
of Shreveport donated the site. 

Another enterprise which is putting 
lots of money in circulation, employing 
thousands of persons, is the development 
of the new East Texas 0’ field, only 4 
short distance from Shreveport. This 
field, still in its infancy, altho about 
1,000,000 barrels of oil have already come 
from it sgushers, is considered the larg- 
est producing oil area anywhere. It has 
stimulated business generally. 

Conditions generally are steadily im- 
proving, and the management expects 
the 1931 Louisiana State Fair to attract 
bumper crowds. 


New Fair and Racing 
Cireuit Leases Land 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 21.— 
Crystal Lake Park, Conn., scene of many 
famous races and fairs, has been ac- 
quired by a newly formed corporation, 
known as the Middletown Fair and Rac- 
ing Association, organized by Joseph J.

Gambling Clause Out 
Of Fair Aid Provisions 


PIERRE, S. D., March 21.—The 
gambling clause in the South 
Dakota county fair statute has been 
incorrectly interpreted by many per- 
sons interested in this legislation, 
which has prompted M. Q. Sharpe, 
attorney general, in response to nu- 
merous inquiries, to issue the fol- 
lowing statement explaining it: 

“The last legislature passed an 
act which the governor has signed 
and which amended the old statute 
by taking out of the county aid 
provisions any references to an 
affidavit about gambling or gam- 
bling devices, so that the county 
commissioners can now grant 
county aid to a county fair without 
reference to whether gambling was 
in operation on the fairgrounds 
or not. This leaves our gambling 
statutes still in effect and the duty 
of enforcing the law as to them still 
rests upon the State’s attorney as 
it always has.”

For the last six years, A. B. Davis, sec-

“free”. 

A visitor at the Lubbock fair finds that 
after paying his admission fee at the 
front gate he can witness a football game, 
preceded by several free attractions, and 
three more acts during the halves and 
three acts following the game. This 
same visitor can then view all of the 
agricultural and live-stock exhibits and 
attend the evening performance, consist- 
ing of eight high-class attractions and 
super fireworks show. And all of this 
for the price of the gate admission. 


The attraction budget of the Lubbock 
fair fluctuates between the $5,000 and 
$6,000 mark. In addition to all the fore- 
going, the fair association gives away an 
automobile every afternoon of the fair 
and always comes out on the right side 
of the ledger. 


Lubbock has a population of 20,000 but 
draws from a radius of 60 miles, and 
everybody within that 60 miles knoys 
about the Lubbock fair. Perhaps, after 
all, the “free” stuff is what brings them 
to the Lubbock fair and the Lubbock fair 
in giving all this “free” stuff keeps 
“free” from closing on the wrong side of 
the ledger.

“Future of Wisconsin Fairs” 


H. M. Knipfel, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Madison, Wis., in addressing the 
meeting of the Wisconsin Association of 
Fairs at Milwaukee, recently, said in part: 

“Wherever fair men or people inter- 
ested in fairs gather the question is 
often asked: ‘What is the future of Wis- 
consin fairs?’ 

“I am going to answer this question 
as I see it. I know that you will not 
all agree with me. The State of Wis- 
consin is putting something over $100,- 
000 into the State fair and more than 
$300,000 into the county fairs. In the main 
this money is well spent. In séme cases 
it might be used to greater advantage, 
but I believe it is safe to say that, so 
long as this money is used wisely, the 
State of Wisconsin should and will con- 
tinue to give aid. 

“However, the term or phrase ‘use !t 
wisely’ involves a great deal. In my 


judgment it means using the most mod- 
ern methods of exhibition to attract 
people to exhibits and to move them 
to take action in changing practices on 
their farms and in their homes so that 
they may have a greater income and a 
higher standard of living. 

“As I have observed fairs for the last 
12 years and especially during last sea- 
son it seems to me many times that 
we are following tradition too often. 
Possibly we have standardized them too 
much which always has a tendency to 
slow down our initiative qualities. 

“About 10 or 12 years ago 4-H Club 
work began to enter the picture in our 
fairs. Today it has a big part at all 
of the fairs, and rightly so that it 
should have. It has been a big feature 
and has accomplished a great deal in 
these last 10 years. It also has served

Westchester County Park 
Holdings $60,000,000 


NEW YORK, March 21.—According to 
a report issued by the Westchester County 
Park Commission, the. park system now 
represents an investment by the county 
of more than $60,000,000. The method 
of financing is by county bonds running 
from 40 to 50 years. This capital financ- 
ing is essentially an investment that is 
yielding large returns to the county in 
tax revenues from enhanced property 
valuations. In 1923 the total assessed 
valuation of taxable property in the 
county was $788,029,091. Largely due to 
the park program, this total had 
amounted to $1,759,089,509 at the end of 
1920. 

“The businesslike basis on which the 
park program is being managed by the 
commission,” continues the report, “is 
evidenced by the fact that aside from 
increased tax revenue, the park system 
Supplies direct income from golf courses, 


beaches and concessions to meet all 
operating and maintenance expenses. In 
1929 the income from golf courses, con- 
cessions and beaches, notably the unique 
amusement center at Playland, Rye 
Beach, afforded a surplus of $39,423.98 
over the total operating and mainte- 
nance budget of $1,544,207.84. At the end 
of 1930 the park system returned a sur- 
plus Of $24,218 over an increased ex- 
pense budget of $1,732,864.” 


MADISON, Wis., March 21.—A bill has 
been introduced into the Wisconsin 
State Legislature providing for a State 
park to include the Blue Springs of 
Je*“erson County and for a surtax on 
incomes in excess of $2,000 to finance 
it. The Blue Springs are located near 
Palmyra and the blossoms of the old 
Egyptian lotus are found in the waters 
of these springs.

Mortgage Company Must 
Take Back Park From Kent 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., March 21.— 
After 10 months of litigation with the 
Sullivan Holding Corporation, of Monti- 
cello, Major Robert Kent, of Glenham, 
has emerged the victor in a favorable 
settlement that interrupted trial of the 
action before Justice Joseph Murschauser. 
Kent and his attorney, W. Harry Mont- 
gomery, carried the fight before 10 jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court and two 
county judges. 

By the terms of the settlement the 
Title & Mortgage Guaranty Company, of 
Monticello, takes back the Monticello 
Amusement Park and buildings sold to 
Kent by the mortgage company’s former 
president, Arthur C. Kyle.

In the course of the litigation Major 
Kent claimed that Kyle had defrauded 
him by including in the sale personal 
properties, fixtures and rides for which 
his company lacked title. When Major 
Kent took possession, the original Owner 
asked $75,000 for the personal property, 
but the major believed he bought the 
personalty teo. So he started his long 
trek thru the courts.

This new plant is owned by the park 
company and was built under the di- 
rection of Harry C. Baker, Inc., from 
plans and specifications furnished by 
that amusement park engineering firm, 
the actual construction being personally 
supervised by George J. Baker, with 
periodical inspection made by Harry C. 
Baker. It is of the most modern design, 
stucco front, and embodies many new 
features in Old Mill scenic effects carried 
out by Angelo Calsamilia, formerly scenic 
artist and decorator for the late William 
H. Dentzel, carousel builder. Unlike most 
Mills, all scene sheds are supplied with 
mechanical effects, the most notable one 
being a reproduction of the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado, containing for 
its effects movable trains, pack mules, 
running streams, etc. 

What was formerly the Skooter build- 
ing is now to house a 25-car Dodgem 
ride, the building being entirely re- 
modeled for this feature. It will be op- 
erated as a concession by R. N. Ander- 
son, who also has other concessions in 
the park.

This new plant is owned by the park 
company and was built under the di- 
rection of Harry C. Baker, Inc., from 
plans and specifications furnished by 
that amusement park engineering firm, 
the actual construction being personally 
supervised by George J. Baker, with 
periodical inspection ymade by Harry C. 
Baker. It is of the most modera design, 
stucco front, and embodies many new 
features in Old Mill scenic effects carried 
out by Angelo Calsamilia, formerly scenic 
artist and decorator for the late William 
H. Dentzel, carousel builder. Unlike most 
Mills, all scene sheds are supplied with 
mechanical effects, the most notable one 
being a reproduction of the Grand 
Canyon of the Colorado, containing for 
its effects movable trains, pack mules, 
running streams, etc.

Paraside Lake, Mattoon, 
To Be Doubled in Size 


MATTOON, Ill., March 21.—The pros- 
pects for Paradise Park, located on Parae 
dise Lake, five miles southwest of Mat- 
toon, were never better, declares Owner 
Frank Orndorff, as the city of Mattoon 
has just arranged to have the lake, of 
which it is owner, doubled in size. The 
State has issued notice that the Lincoln 
Memorial Trail, which will run from 
Springfield, Ill., to Lincoln's birthplace 
in Kentucky, will pass the lake and park, 
as that will bring the trail past the loca. 
tion of the old village of Paradise, where 
Lincoln stopped for some time. This 
village is on the lake, about a mile from 
the park, but the road to it leads past 
the park. This trail will be a 60-foot 
concrete slab, says Orndorff, and when 
completed it will mean several thousand 
dollars’ worth of increased business each 
year. 

Paradise Lake Park was established 10 
years ago. The lake is the city’s com- 
mercial water supply. It is about two 
miles long and half a mile wide. There 
is a hard road all the way to the park 
and lake. Being the only park and body 
of water in this part of the State, they 
draw people from all directions for a 
hundred miles or more. 

The park consists of 40 acres of land. 
It has a large dance pavilion, billiard 
hall, penny arcade, shooting gallery, 
roller-skating rink, half-mile race track, 
ball diamonds, trap-shooting outfit, 
stands, play devices, golf grounds and a 
large concrete bathing pool, there being 
no bathing allowed in the lake. The 
park is open every day from May 1 to 
November 1, with Sunday dances for sev. 
eral weeks before and after these dates. 
It did good business last season, even 
tho it was a hard year for parks.

Tudor Sees 
Big Park Year 


Says season will bear out 
optimism at conventions 
in Chicago and Providence 


NEW YORK, March 21. — 
Harry E. Tudor, keen student of 
the outdoor amusement field in 
general and parks and resorts in 
particular and entertainment en- 
trepreneur for more than a score 
of years, asserted when inter- 
viewed by a reporter for The Bill- 
board that the optimism expressed 
at the Chicago and Providence 
conventions of park and outdoor 
men, respectively, will be fully 
borne out when the records for 
1931 are tabulated. In his recent 
tour of Greater New York shore 
resorts Tudor found the bunga- 
low and summer cottage rentals 
well ahead of previous years at 
this time. He regards this as an 
infallible indication of what may 
be anticipated. 

“My chief interest—domestic and for- 
eign distribution of frozen custard ma- 
chinery—finds me more than ordinarily 
satisfied because the manufacturers have 
already established a record in orders, 
exceeding the pre-season demands of any 
other year,” said Tudor. “Judging from 
foreign orders on hand I am of the 
opinion that the much-heralded depres- 
sion abroad must be somewhat exag- 
gerated. The domestic demand is, in 
itself, testing the capacity of the pro- 
ducing factory and I believe that build- 
ers of popular devices and mediums 
dedicated to the public’s taste and de- 
mand will have little to complain of and 
operators will be fully pleased.” 

Tudor stated that with the new sea- 
son near at hand, many Eastern park 
and resort men have expressed the firm 
opinion that the public will demonstrate 
its preference for the “great outdoors” in 
terms of appreciation of the diversity 
and quality which are being inculcated 
into modern parks and resorts.

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Treating A Sick Park 


By LAWRENCE JONES 


Two years have passed since the pres- 
ent management of Mackinaw Dells at 
Congersville, Ill., assumed its duties, 
and in this brief period changes have 
been made that have brought to the 
place wire-spread publicity and, even 
in a time of financial adversity. some 
measure of prosperity. For the scason 
of 1930 was the first time that the busi- 
ness has shown an operating profit and 
a net income. 

Mackinaw Dells was a sick park in 
the spring of 1929. One of the funda- 
mental difficulties of the place then 
as now, was lack of cheap efficient 
transportation. Nearly all large amuse- 
ment parks have a major portion of 
their crowds brought to them by electric 
lines, motor busses, or boats, and would 
consider it almost impossible to op- 
erate without these agencies. The Dells, 
located on State Route nine between 
the two large towns of Peoria and 


‘Bloomington, Ill., each about 25 miles 


distant, had none of these means of 
conveyance and must rely solely upon 
the automcbile. Despite the handicap 
under which the work was carried for- 
ward, the attendance grew from a few 
hundred persons to more than 10,000 on 
the peak days during the last summer 
season. 


Picturesque Site 


The park has a picturesque site along 
the Mackinaw river, and over its hills 
and dales is spread the tradition of an 
old camping ground that runs ‘back to 
Indian days. In more recent times it 
was known locally as a picnic center that 
afforded the entertainment of a cheap 
dance hall where, in the pre-Volstead 
era and even in later days, “life flowed 
easy and as you like it.” Against such 
a background it was necessary to paint 
quite another picture of what a mod- 
ern recreation spot should be. By grad- 
ual elimination of the lingering fraces 
of this rough rule and by insistence 
upon the idea that a park should offer 
clean and wholesome entertainment for 
all the family, the confidence and sup- 
port of the community was gained. 
To this feature of the present policy, as 
much to any other, may be traced many 
of the felicitous results which have at- 
tended this work. 

Altho this change was brought about 
not without some opposition, the great 
majority offered support to the plan 
which was inaugurated and maintained 
for the most part by persuasion. The 
theory is just this, that the average in- 
dividual will behave in a decent way 
if the proper approach is made to him 
and if he is convinced that consideration 
is taken for himself and for all others. 
How well this plan has worked may be 
read in the report that during the past 
two years the police authority has found 
it necessary to make but one arrest. This 
is a matter of pride not only for all 
the employees but also for the patrons 
who in many ways assist in enforcing 
such disciplinary measures as may be 
nevessary to further the common plea- 
sures and the common good. 


Three Managements 

The present day Dells, organized in 
1925 as the Dells Recreation Park, Inc., 
operated for three years under different 
managements. At times the work was 
unified, and again it was under divided 
control which inevitably brough fric- 
tion and disagreements. Often the work 
was carried along as a “side line” to 
some other enterprise the operator con- 
sidered of greater importance. Under 
such conditions it would be futile ot 
seach for any real showmanship. 

And so by the spring of 1929 a spirit 
of discouragement blanketed the place. 
One bad season had followed another 
and each overlapped by the deficit 
of its predecessor. The “Coolidge pros- 
perity” was beginning to fade and the 
daye of “easy money” were past. The 
dance business, hitherto the mainstay of 
this park, was on the wane; in count- 


less Other spots dance halls were de- 
serted and contry dance pavilions turned 
into cattle sheds. 

Such was the history of the place and 
the outlook when the new* work was 
undertaken. The enterprise was stag- 
gering under a top-heavy capital struc- 
ture, and the physical equipment of 
the grounds offered but very meager 
revenue-getting possibilities. Eighty-one 
acres comprise the property of these but 
six are developed. Located on the small 
improved area is one of the finest dance 
pavilious in the Middle West. Rental 
was derived from nine summer cot- 
tages, and food and drinks were dis- 
pensed with at two concession stands 
that yielded meager returns. These 
combined with a emall bath house for 
the use of the river bathers, constituted 
the equipment out of which it was pro- 
posed to make the park pay! 


Operation Method Altered 

In such a situation it was impossible 
to secure additional appropriations for 
expensive additions to the plant, and 
the only opportunity to increase the in. 
come lay in altering the method and 
plan of operation. The first departure 
was to construct an outdoor vaudeville 
platform and to inaugurate the presen- 
tation of Sunday concerts, park acts, 
and feature shows. This made it pos- 
sible to establish a pay gate which met

brought the unanimous support of the 
youngsters, and the nominal charge of 
15¢ for adults proved that “mass pro- 
duction” methods may properly be em- 
ployed in the amusement field. The 
constantly increasing attendance at the 
Sunday afternoon performances showed 
the public’s eager desire for “in-the- 
flesh” entertainment as a relief from the 
perpetual movies. Some of the best radio 
talent in the country was hired to sup- 
port these Sunday presentations, most 
of it being drawn from the Chicago 
studios and from the National Broad- 
casting System. A further benefit was 
derived from the announcements which 
went forth from the various radio sta- 
tions for the appearance of the respect- 
ive artists. Although a comprehensive 
advertising scheme was conducted dur- 
ing the season thru many media, the 
newspapers, billboards, window cards, 
tire covers, direct mailing, the giving 
away of automobiles, etc., the manage- 
ment places the highest value on these 
radio announcements. 


Games Of Skill Added 


There being no rides in the park to 


LAWRENCE JONES, who is man- 
ager of Dells Recreation Park, Inc., 
operating Mackinaw Dells at Conger- 
ville, Ill.. midway between Peoria and 
Bloomington. To him is due great 


credit for turning the park into a 
winner, 
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entertain the visitors, it was necessary 
to substitute other forms of amusement. 
4, few experiments proved that the pub.- 
lic was eager to participate in games 
of skill and ability. Amateurs were 
(reel, encouraged to take the stage after 
the Sunday shows, and many games 
and contests were arranged to catch the 
popular interest. A midway, which in- 
cluded a number of skill games was ar- 

nged but nothing in the line of chance 
was tolerated. All concessions includ- 

g the restaurant, eating stands, games, 
ete, were owned and operated by the 
park management. This central con- 
trol made it possible to prevent an 
crder, a Cleanliness, and a uniformity 
that cannot be realized where the work 
is divided among a number of conces- 
sionaires. 

A new departure for the park was 
the permanent location here of a dance 
orchestra, formerly an Orpheum Cir- 
cult outfit. This was the home of the 
band and from here it was booked into 
the surrounding territory three or four 
nights a week, ever making new friends 
and spreading whatever publicity the 
Dells wished to advance. When the 
dance public tired of the park’s official 
band, adternations were made with 
some of the best name bands in the 
country. This policy was continued 
until a following was built up which 
justified the booking of Rudy Valee for 
his only appearance in Mlinois during 
his 19°9 summer tour. 


Pony Track For Kiddies 


In the absence of riding devices, the 
active entertainment of the children was 
a perplexing problem, There was wad- 
ing and bathing and playground slides 
but a more novel center of interest was 
sought; and it was found in a pony 
track. No feature of the park met with 
such instant and unanimous approval. 
The Shetland ponies, placed in charge 
of a competent horse trainer, became the 
pets of almost every child who entered 
the park, a living magnet with a draw- 
ing power the management would not 
exchange for that of any mechanical 
liding device ever invented. 

Add to the features here enumerated 
the physical advantages of the place, the 
loveliness of its hills and dales, the 
native woods: that invites the visitor to 
jong rambles, the winding Mackinaw 
river with its willow-clad banks—here 
is a garden spot, a rest and a refuge 
from the cares of the world such as 
few amusement parks can offer. A more 
ideal ground for picnics could not be 
imagined, and the possibilities of such 
promotions have not been overlooked. 


All-year *round Policy 

As the day drew near for the 1930 
outdoor season to close, the regrets 
of the patrons were so abundant that 
an all-year-’round policy was decided 
upon. And so, with no lapse of time, 
the winter season was inaugurated; the 
pavilion heated, and roller skating be- 
gan. The winter program has been 
carried thru with considerable success, 
and the plant, instead of lying idle 
eight months of the year, has been Op- 
erating at a profit as well as enjoying 
continuous publicity. 

In the future, as in the past, the work 
of the management shall be to provide 
a healthful and wholesome spot of rec- 
Teation for the people of Central 
Illinois, not only an amusement park 
in the old-time sense but a cultural and 
educational center as well. New ideas 
and methods will be tested for their 
worth. and incorporated in the plan of 
Operation as experience dictates, and ex- 
pansion will take place as permitted by 
by growing resources.

I see by the menu that our congenial 
secretary delecated to me the subject 
that has always been the foremost in- 
terest to myseli as well as most pro- 
gressi\ park men, namely, Free Acts 
Now And Then. 

Belicve me, that heading is quite appro- 
priate and in keeping with the present 
Outiovk. However, with your permission, 
I wish to deviate from this subject, 


inasmuch as we all agree we must have 
good free acts if we walt to prosper. 


Ways or means Of saving Our institu- 
tion or else the free act man; the ride 
man, insurance man, along with the 
others, will have to seek new fields of 
endeavors other than the amusemen' 


park. 
Doctor Needed 

I have no practical plan to suggest. 
nor am I a self-appointed saviour, but, 
am honest enough to admit that we 
need a doctor if we are to continue and 
prosper. 

Much has been said about competition 
which has been created of late by the 
luxurious comfort and entertainment of- 
fereqd by indoor amusements with the 
many innovations, plus cooling plants 
and other irducements which we have 
never had to compete with heretofore 


I believe that most of the talks we until recently. 


have had from the various prominent 
speakers have been well gotten up, de- 
livered and timely, yet I do not per- 
sonally think we are getting anywhere. 
Most of us have our own ideas and 
sincerely try our best to convey them 
to others with the best of intentions. 
You can talk about all the riding revices, 
new methods you wish, just the same 
as you can talk about the free acts and 
their worth to a park. We all have our 
arguments, the insurance man; the 
swimming pool ‘man; dance hall man, 
water sports or what have you. 

The subject that has approached 
nearest to what I believe we are head- 
ing for is the one delegated to our good 
friend, R. S. Uzzell, the famous N., A. A. 
P. historian, and that is The Growth of 
ihe American Museum of Recreation. 
Brothers, if it keeps on as it has been, 
the growth of that museum is going 
to expand the four walls, as our industry 
is heading more for the museum every 
year than most of us realize. 

I may be somewhat radical in my 
ideas and undoubtedly some of you will 
disagree with my theory and outlook, 
but, I think most of us have got to 
stop kidding ourselves and find some

Not only that, but these industries as 
well as most successful industries have 
unlimited backings,, consolidations and 
other means of competing and keeping 
up with the present day progress and 
environments, and this we must admit 
we have not been able to do, not be- 
cause of lack of good judgment or feel- 
ing such needs on our part, but because 
we have not got the proper facilities. 

In short, with the exception of a few 
amusement parks we all live from hand 
to mouth, unable to get financial back- 
ings or worthwhile local interest in our 
projects of late ,in spite of the tre- 
mendous investments we have outlayed 
in the various communities. What 
must we do? That is the question.

We went as far as ap- 
pointing committees and outlining sev- 
eral worthwhile plans, spending con- 
siderable time on formulating such 
plans, 
sions and conferences, some headway 
was being made when the stock market 
crash came and that ended our endeav- 
ors on this project. 

I do not say this plan was practical 
or acceptable to everyone, but something 
along this line has got to be done, and 
if by some chance we can amalgamate 
our interests, honestly and sincerely, 
where collective buying and bargaining 
and exchange of ideas and material can 
be utilized, I am willing to lend an 
ear to such a proposition and give every 
possible cooperation and see if we cannot 
get somewhere, even to going so far as 
appointing a committee to investigate 
the feasibility of such amalgamation. 

And another committee to investigate

owner and general manager of Ex- 
position Park at Aurora, 


the feasibility of a national advertis- 
ing scheme by the means of the radio 
on a national hook-up, 15 minutes to 
half an hour's program nightly, secur- 
ing prominent men to talk on the 
healthful recreation of the outdoor 
amusement parks and other features, 
encouraging picnics and outings and oc- 
casionally pointing out the outstanding 
events being held at the various parks 
thruout the country. 

The cost of this program will be very 
little if a number of parks go into it 
and the national association lends its 
aid. This suggestion may be taken 
lightly by some of our members, but 
I believe it is our salvation and it is 
worthy of our consideration and possibly 
the appointment of a committee of this 
association or the parent organization to 
investigate further. 

In order to capitalize on such adver- 
tising so that the interested parks 
which are paying the bill may reap the 
major benefits thru broadcasting we can 
cell a trade mark of the NAAP and 
sell that trade mark to the public so 
that they will go out of their way to 
visit such parks, thereby in a way com- 
pelling the other parks to participate in 
this undertaking for their own good 
as weli as the park business in gen- 
eral. 

Undoubtedly we all realize the col- 
lective purchasing power and the Sav- 
ing that can be derived therefrom. For 
example: It has been said that approxi- 
mately over $1,000,000 worth of mustard 
was purchased and consumed by the 
various amusement parks and resorts in 
one summer. Just think what a saving 
can be made on the purchase of adver- 
tising, paint, supplies and other com- 
modities necessary and with our pur- 
chase at the various parks individually. 
If 20 per cent alone can be saved, 
which is not too much to expect on 
collective purchasing and bargaining, 
that saving in itself will amount to 
a young fortune in a year. 


Days of Miracles Gone 

In conclusion I want to point out 
that personally my little park has made 
money every year that we have oper- 
ated, but, nevertheless, as a whole we 
have got to stop kidding ourselves in 
being too optimistic. The days of mir- 
acles have gone by. We have got to 
prepare to do the job ourselves. In 
other words, we are riding around on 
a Merry-Go-Round, circling and cir- 
cling, getting no place. Some of us 
get a kick out of it, while others get 
dizzy and fall off into a corner and 
you know what; while occasionally 
some of us reach out and miraculously 


get a brass ring, thereby getting 
a free ride, but, in my _ opinion, 
the old Merry-Go-Round is getting 


squeaky and rusty. It has to be greased 
and repaired or else it will fall apart. 

Therefore, we have all reached the 
crossroads where we must decide on 
which road we must traverse. Both 
roads are bumpy, hilly and contain 
many curves. and if we all get together 
and choose one of the roads, put our 


shoulders to the wheels, patch up the 
holes, hardening the soft shoulders, 
straighten out the curves and push for- 
ward together —with some practical in- 
novation and a definite program anq 
goal in view, then we will accomplish 
something, otherwise all these talks and 
meetings are just a waste of time and 
expense to all of us. 

This is the time for action, and I 
hope that a few of my suggestions may 
have some appeal in serving the pur- 
pose of better furthering the interest 
of our institution.

to help make the fairs more educationa) 
in their nature, but in our 4-H Club 
work also there is danger of it becoming 
standardized, with all of us hanging on 
to certain types of exhibits when maybe 
we ought to be changing them. 

“It is a very easy matter to set up cer- 
tain types of classifications in the pre- 
mium list, but always hard to do away 
with them later and set up new ones. 

“We have been living in a new world 
in agriculture in these last few years. 
Farmers and farm families are giving 
more attention to the business and com- 
mercial side of agriculture than ever 
before. If this is true we should keep 
pace with that type of thinking in our 
fair exhibits. Cattlemen in general are 
more interested in how good cattle are 
produced than they are in just seeing 
a blue-ribbon animal. I am certain that 
they would rather see a good producing 
cow and seven or eight high producing 
daughters than just look at a first-prize 
cow that has been especially fitted for 
show purposes. 

“A ton litter of hogs produced by 
the most modern feeding methods, far- 
rowed and raised under sanitary condi- 
tions compared with a poor litter raised 
by ordinary methods, full of worms 
caused by unsanitary surroundings, will 
interest a lot more people than just 42 
few blue-ribbon sows and boars especial- 
ly fitted for show purposes. 


“A booth put on by a community club 
or township organization depicting the 
progress made in that town or com- 
munity in some project such as alfalfa 
growing, testing cows for production, 
home beautification, fertilizers for corn 
or 4-H Club work, will attract far more 
attention and do a great deal more good 
than the old style of township exhibits 
with canned goods, grain, potatoes, big 
pumpkins, etc. . 

“Exhibits showing the number of 
pounds of lamb produced per ewe in four 
months of the type and quality that 
sells best in the stockyards, is certainly 
of more interest to people who raise 
sheep than is some sheepman coming 
along with several truck loads of sheep 
of different breeds so that he may fill 
every class. 

“People who are interested in poultry 
and egg production would be much more 
interested in a bi pen of 20 high-pro- 
ducing Leghorn .-ns with records of 
production than they are in several small 
pens where the birds have been picked 
out because of correct color markings. 

“The farm housewife will be interested 
in exhibits put on by farm women and 
farm women's clubs of properly arranged 
kitchens, new and quick methods of 
canning, short cuts in sewing and mak- 
ing over old clothes, methods of making 
hook rugs, much more so than all the 
old fancy work that has been shown at 
every fair for the last 10 years. 

“She also would be interested in the 
demonstration of how to cut and ar- 
range flowers and how to keep and grow 
them instead of a big flower exhibit al- 
ready set up and attractive only because 
of its beauty and mass effect. 

“I have enumerated here only a few of 
the changes in exhibits that I see com- 
ing, but to sum it all up, I believe that 
if we are to get the most for the money 
that we put into premiums for exhibits 
we must demand exhibits with action, 
demonstration, processing and progress. 
Most of you have noticed that com- 
mercial companies are putting in that 
type of exhibjts and they most always 
have someone there demonstrating. Why 
not follow suit with agriculture ex- 
hibits?”

All spoke highly of the new 
venture. 


“MY RECENT explanation of the 
status of Joe West in the roller-skating 
rinks of New York seems to have stirred 
up a hornet’s nest of opposition from 
the Philadelphia backers of this per- 
former,” writes Roland Cioni. “On be- 
half of West E. M. Mooar, one of Jesse 
Carey’s men, openly besmirches my 
record and insinuates that I actually 
won championships by conniving with 
other skaters to assist me in the 
process. This is a deliberate falsifica- 
tion. I am calling upon Mooar to back 
up his mudslinging with real proof. Let 
him produce one skater outside of West 
who will declare that he ever tossed a 
race in my direction or produce one 
skater who is willing to state and prove 
that any of my championships were not 
won strictly on the level. I am ex- 
cluding West because of his connection 
with Mooar and for no other reason. 
My record stands out as one of the 
greatest in the history of the sport, 
which even Mooar is willing to admit, 
altho he tries to detract from it by 
casting slurs on the manner in which 
the various titles were won. This, in 
my opinion, is the cheapest kind of 
scandalmongering, as anybody can hit 
below the belt if he is willing to stoop 
that low. Last year at Ridgewood Grove, 
in the individual international full- 
distance marathon of 26 miles, 385 
vards, I defeated both West and Carey 
easily. West was one-half lap behind 
at the finish, and Carey 20 yards back 
of West. If I could overcome West and 
Carey so easily just a year ago, just 
imagine what I would have done to them 
from 1914 to 1922, when I was in my 
prime as a skater. West was never 
offered a post at the Fordham Skating 
Palace by me. Of course. he can deny 
this if he wants to, but I severed all 
connections with him at Peekskill last 
summer. Furthermore, every one who 
knows anything about skaters must 
realize that it would be impossible for 
me to have Cawthon and West working 
in the same rink because of a personal 
feud existing between them, which 
would make harmony impossible. As far 
as the general welfare of the game ts 
concerned, Mooar seems to be grossly 
ignorant of the facts. All of the big 
meets which have paid real money to 
the skaters in recent years have been 
sponsored by me and I have always 
done my best to bring roller skating 
before the public as a sport as well as a 
pastime. Take for example the Grand 
American Derby in Chicago in 1922 and 
the world’s championships at the Chi- 
cago Stadium in 1929 and the six-day 
roller race in Madison Square Garden 
in 1929, which William Grant Brown and 
myself promoted. Altogether the ven- 
ture cost $12,000, of which $5,000 was 
my own personal loss, and I would try 
it all over again if I thought there was 
a possible chance of it doing the game 
some real good.”

J. WESLEY HAMER has kicked in with 
the issue of March 14 in which the Joe 
West incident was discussed. “As I said 
in my last letter to you, the action in 
the case of west was that of rink man- 
agers, and I cannot understand why 
Mooar should be sticking his nose into 
other people’s business. West might well 
say, paraphrasing a well-known states- 
man: ‘Heaven deliver me from my self- 
appointed friends; I will take care of my 
enemies.’ West seems to have acquired 
a veneer of importance in this contro- 
versy, due largely to Mooar’s letters. 
Really he isn’t so important as Mooar 
makes him appear to be. And West 
hasn’t so many enemies in the roller 
skating business as Mooar would lead 


readers to believe—and to believe that 
Mooar is West's great savior. Most of 
the rink managers, including myself, 
happen to be West's friends and well 
wishers, a statement I am prepared to 
prove whenever challenged by the record 
If Joe has enemies thev can be counted 
on two fingers—Joe West and, very likely, 
Mooar, tho the latter is posing as his 
friend. Mooar assumes to speak for 
Jesse Carey, first vice-president of the 
United States Roller Skating Association. 
I never knew Carey to need anybody to 
speak for him. He is a little Irishman 
who lets off sparks when in a rage and 
generally he speaks in language that 
cannot be misunderstood. I suspect 
Mooar is a self-appointed spokesman for 
Jesse Carey, as he is for Joe West.” Re- 
cently Roland Cioni said in these col- 
umns that the Fordham rink would 
make a bet of $1,000 that Cawthon 
would beat Malcolm Carey or Joe West 
in a match off in a team event. In the 
issue of March 14 Mooar, acting for 
Jesse Carey, accepted Cioni’s defi and 
offered to post $1,000 for a race or a 
series of races if Cioni or the Fordham 
management would post a certified check 
for that amount with The Billboard.

Outdoor shows provide changes in entertainment and 
spend large portions of their receipts in local business 
channels—limited to one in seven weeks 


With restrictions toward eliminating inconsistent, quick suc- 
cession of carnivals at Rochester, Minn., “prohibitive” bars were 


lowered in that city recently by the City Council. 


Supporters of 


the amendment to lower the license fees were of the opinion that 
aside from representative carnivals, with their collective amusements 


providing diversional and outdoor 
entertainment for the populace, 
the carnival companies, the per- 
sonnels of which range from 100 
to 500 or more in number, spend 
vast sums of money with the local 
merchants and other business in- 
terests. Early last week The Bill- 
board received the following data 


on the incident from a cor- 
respondent at Rochester: 
“The City Council has adopted an 


ordinance amending the carnival ordi- 
nance to permit road shows to enter the 
city under a plan which would preclude 
possibility of their coming here in almost 
a steady procession—which not only 
tends to tire the community of their 
offerings, but permits none of the com- 
panies to earn sufficiently to make their 
engagement here worth while financially. 

“The ordinance as amended: provides 
that no more than one carnival can show 
here in any seven weeks. It modifies its 
predecessor, the terms of which were 
severe. The ordinance now provides for 
a fee of $100 for six days and a minimum 
of $50 for less than six days. The old 
ordinance fixed carnival license at $10 for 
each car or a minimum of $100 for the 
first day, and half that amount for each 
succeeding day, with the stipulation that 
ne license be granted for less than $100 
the first day and $50 on succeeding days

VERY LIBERAL TERMS. 


HE writer recently overheard two 
comely looking women conversing 
on one of the downtown Cincinnati 
streets, regarding the distress of someone 
with whom they both apparently were 
acquainted. One of them said: “If a 


few words of kindness and cheer will 
lighten the heart of that poor soul by 
all means let’s deliver them!” “Let's 
go!” replied the other and they turned, 
seemingly to retrace their steps, their 
sudden stopping having attracted the 
writer's attention. And, believe it or 
not, as they walked away their own souls 
seemed happier at the decision. 

Cheery words may require strained ef- 
fort sometimes; for instance, when does 
not himself (or herself) feel in good 
spirit. But the old saw that “misery 
craves company” can be analyzed as hav- 
ing two directly opposite meanings—a 
mutual outpouring of pent-up sad- 
ness, the other a craving for diverting 
companionship. Even feigned cheerful- 
ness lifts others from shadows and is 
self-cheering to the feigners. An effort 
toward lending cheer to others should 
be an unwritten code (a self-imposed 
duty) among showfolks! 


N a city where there are prohibitive 

measures against carnivals there was 

recently shown a motion picture film 
that literally attracted thousands, in- 
cluding many hundreds of children The 
story theme was excellent. The pictured 
homelife of the two room-mating depart- 
ment store girls was “very attractive’’-- 
probably as intended, “sensational”! 
They lounged, prepared their meals and 
even sat at the dining table clothed only 
in tight-fitting undervests, bedroom slip- 


pers and abbreviated “shorts”, at times in 
unbuttoned gowns. And with dim light- 
ing effects and other “blending atmos- 
phere” that might aid in “concentra- 
tion”, “imagination” and “education”. 
The instigators and supporters of the 
above-mentioned prohibitive measures in 
that city (or any other city where like 
conditions prevail) display more “nerve” 
than good judgment when they propa- 
gandize “bad environment for our youth” 
regarding carnivals! 


T probably is expected of the carni- 
val editor, situated as he is in a cen- 
tral position for the reception of re- 

ports on conditions and outlooks thru- 
out the country, to give in this Special 
Spring Edition a brief summing up of 
prospects for the “new season” for car- 
nivals, especially after the very bad year 
of 1930. 

The average of reports is something 
like “It’s still pretty tough, but there 
are convincing signs of there being a 
picking up.” 

Thruout the .land there are being 
waged campaigns for increased construc- 
tion—buildings and numerous other 
items—as aids to tradesmen and laborers 
Also manufacturing plant and other 
business heads are being urged by 
humanely inclined individuals and 
bodies to establish or re-establish all 
the working forces they consistently 
can. Farmers have prospects for greatly 
increased cropage over last year. Of 
course a great deal of the “more employ- 
ment” campaigning is foundationed by 
the very drastic unemployment condi- 
tion of the last year. When employment 
and spending-money conditions are at 
low ebb, naturally there is a tightness 
in the cash spent for amusements. This 
was quite noticeable last year. 

With increased employment in pros- 
pect there is every reason to expect en- 
tertainment spendings to likewise in- 
crease, and carnivals, with their midways 
of merriment and cares-destroying at- 
mosphere, to receive their full share of 
those receipts.

Where a performer is 
unknown, the manager should take a lit- 
tle time in investigating the party be- 
fore sending on the cash. © This extra 
trouble will be well rewarded in the long 
run. 


While the managers are investigating 
the performers they plan to hire, it 
would be well for the performers to do 
a bit of investigating on their own be- 
fore joining up with a show. It’s too 
late to do any investigating after you 
once have joined the show, worked for 
several weeks and then find that the 
manager is operating the thing on the 
proverbial shoestring.

OOKS as tho the smaller river towns 
will see very little of the showboats 
again this coming spring and sum- 

mer. Big city folks treated the boats 
kindly during the last several seasons, 
and contributed nicely to the showboat 
coffers.

HUMOROUS INCIDENTS 
Press Agent “Sweated”

While press agent for the Abner K. 
Kline Shows in 1926, I met up with an 
incident that for a while had me both 
guessing and “sweating”. I conceived 
the idea of having kiddies parade on 
bicycles, skooters, skates, etc., from a 
point of assembly to the showgrounds, 
the youngsters free at shows and rides, 
Made a tieup with a local bicycle dealer, 
Ernest Scott, at Medford, Ore. 


At the appointed time by actual count 
there were 519 boys and girls tn read- 
iness, and Scott and I were having our 
troubles with looking after them, when 
up stepped a large man wearing a blue 
uniform, embellished with brass buttons 
and a gold shield on which was printed 
“CHIEF”’—of the fire department. I be- 
came a little “guessy”. “Who is re- 
sponsible for all this?” he sort of gruffly 
inquired. That functioned as making 
the situation more complicated for Scott 
and me, particularly myself, as I had been 
primarily responsible. I began to think 
fast (figuring that I might be breaking 
some local law or firemen’s require- 
ment). Scott and I asked in unison: 
“Why, are we doing something wrong?” 
The Chief replied: ‘‘Wrong? I should say 
not!” and continuing, “Listen, they 
have me figured as sort of ‘hard boiled’ 
in this town, but the stunt you are 
pulling off touches me. What can I do 
to help you put it over?” Great relief 
to me. “Well, Chief, if you don’t mind 
you might lead the parade in your of- 
ficial car,” I answered. “Me and my 
car, h—, we'll all go!” and he stepped 
a half block to the fire house, gave a 
signal. The cars of the chief and as- 
sistant chief, hook-and-ladder truck, 
steamer, chemical engine and hose reel 
(with the show’s calliope sandwiched be- 
tween two of them) led that parade of 
kiddies to within two blocks of the lot 
(which was outside the city limits) and 
the satisfied smile on the face of that 
supposed -to-be “hard-boiled” chief would 
have made a “Tom Sawyer” envious.

Labor, Advertiser Not Aided 


By Billboard 


NEW YORK, March 23.—The legisla- 
tive bill regulating billboard advertising 
along highways, strenuously opposed by 
organized labor in New York State on 
the premise that such a measure would 
throw hundreds of men out of work, 
has been amended to meet the approval 
of the State Council of Parks and State 
Conservation Department, but the 
amendments are of such a nature that 
neither labor nor advertiser is the gainer 
thereby. 

The measure places control of outdoor 
advertising within the State Depart- 
ment of Highways, which is invested 
with the power to regulate, license and 
tax billboard displays outside incor- 


porated cities and villages. An annual

license fee, as well as a tax of 3 cents 
per square foot, is imposed upon signs. 
A bow in the direction of the suburban 
constituents lies in a clause which pro- 
vides that all funds obtained from 
license fees or taxes after expenses of 
administration have been deducted are 
to be used for roadside planting and 
landscaping. 

Bill further provides that billboards 
are not permitted within 50 feet of any 
public highway or within 500 feet of 
any public park, parkway, reservation 
or playground. Displays also are pro- 
hibited within a distance of 500 feet 
cf an intersection of a highway with 
another highway or parkway or with a 
railroad or street railway,

Towans Act on Vending 
Machine and Other Bills 


DES MOINES, Ia., March 21.—Vending 
machines would yield revenue to the 
State under the provisions of a bill voted 
for introduction by the Senate commit- 
tee of the Towa Legislature. 

In addition to yoting the introduction 
of this new bill the committee reported 
out for passage the amusement tax bill 
introduced earlier. The amusement 
tax rates would be 10 per cent of the 
admission price to theaters or amuse- 
ment places of all kinds, altho tickets 
not higher than 35 cents and tickets to 
charitable and educational features 
would be exempt. 

The new vending machine bill would 
require persons Or groups in the busi- 
ness of operating vending machines to 
pay a license fee of $100. A license for 
carrying on the business in a county 
could be acquired by payment to the 
State a fee varying from $5 to $25, ac- 
cording to the population of the county. 

Since vending machines are generally 
Owhed by concerns which make a busi- 
ness of installing them in public build- 
ings, stores, etc., the various fees pro- 
vided for in the bill would be paid by 
the concern rather than the proprietor 
of the place where they would be in- 
stalléd. 

In addition to the annual iicense fee 
for taking part in the vending machine 
business there would be an annual fee 
of $2 for each machine installed. The 
bill would not require any fee or license 
in the case of machines for sanitary 
conveniences, such as drinking cups.

TRUE CIRCUS STORY 
“Rapid Advancement” 
By BILL RICE 


Season of 1892 I was doing Punch and 

magic with the T. K. Burk Circus. Was 
only a kid and the first show I ever was 
with. One morning as I was setting up 
my stage a tall, well-dressed young man 
came up and asked: “Kid, is there a job 
around this show?” He was so well 
dressed I hated to tell him that we had 
an opening on the kid show for a “work- 
ingman”, but I did just the same. He 
said: “Lead me to it.” So I took him to 
the side-show boss canvasman and got 
him a job at $4 per week, with $1 a week 
holdback.

\orld Wonder Shows, told me last winter 
nad eliminated all hauling bills, his 
1] for 1929 being less than $100. The 
West Show is by no means a smal] outfit, 
i iverage hauling account for a show 
; size would run around $200 weekly. 
r 88 weeks this would total $6,600. He 
intimated he used some of those wasted 
npower hours referred to and modern 
machinery. Say in this manipulation he 
aves an average of 30 per cent, every- 
thing considered—a net of approximately 
$2,000 per season would result. If one or 
two more departments could be placed on 
. basis as efficient—the same as his “on 
and off”, at least $5,000 per season could 
be saved. Mr. West has been operating 
a good-sized carnival for 10 years, for ex- 
ample. That would mean $50,000 saved. 
Fifty grand is not to be sneezed at by 
carnival managers, believe me! 


The West incident,smacks of efficiency 

nothing else. Probably other managers 
have devised ways and means of reducing 
expenses and leaks in other departments. 
When some manager gets his entire or- 
ganization, not forgetting bookings, on 
such a basis, he will automatically be- 
come a success ff he has any kind of a 
show at all. The carnival is an ever- 
lasting institution and will continue to 
draw patronage, knockers in the ranks to 
the contrary notwithstanding. But when 
a show grosses $10,000 or $20,000 during 
a week’s engagement and has no profits 
left, there’s something rotten in Den- 
mark. And this very same thing happens 
every season. 


Besides the items of efficient operation 
the booking angle is where shows literally 
“cut their own throats”. The contract- 
ing of a show makes or breaks it. If so 
many of them are broke (recent speech 
of carnival manager taken as authority). 
why beg mercy from those out of the 
ranks to help them overcome their mis- 
takes which are continued from year to 
year, rather than use a little horse sense 
among themselves to rectify the situa- 
tion. .Wouldn’t it be far better to put 
his business on an efficiency basis, which 
would at least give him an equal chance 
with the “breaks”? A carnival efficiently 
managed and booked is near bloomer- 
proof, in a broad sense. What a pitiful 
thing to admit to the world the carnival 
business is broke. When the millions 
invested and the enormous grosses ex- 
acted from the public each year are 
taken into consideration, it begs de- 
scription. Ridiculous is too tame a 
designation. 


The old habit of trusting to luck works 
well some seasons, but it will not stand 
the ravages of the cycle of time. It 
takes sound, conservative business judg- 
ment, efficiently administered, to make a 
success—with carnival or whatnot—and 
‘hese highly important adjuncts are sore- 

lacking in many cases as the admis- 
sions by managers indicate. There is 
entirely too much bushwa, bologna, 
applesauce and ballyhoo within the 
ranks, They get a great kick and satis- 
faction by outdoing a competitor without 
realizing or giving thought to the mone- 
tary side. Seems some of them rather 
ose and yell “I got so and so”, than get 
‘ contract with real financial possibili- 
es where the competition is not so 
reat Ever been to a fair meeting? 
You know what I mean. 


Now for that great organization—a 
pet thought I have nurtured a number 
of years. A name to be suggested: “Out- 
coor Associated Exhibitors.” 


Each carnival would be entitled to 
membership and representation by one 
member only. Every fair and exposition 
would likewise be entitled to the same 
onsideration. Each would hold a sepa- 
rate meeting, or joint, say a day before 
the annual Chicago roundup, and elect 
an executive committee of five or 10 
members with power to act for their 
particular branch of the organization, 
with the constitution and by-laws so 
tringent it would be necessary for par- 
‘icipating members to abide by the de- 
cisions of this body or be placed in such 


jeopardy the welfare of their business 
would be at stake. No gloved-hand or- 
ganization will amount to a row of pins. 
This body of men, if backed sufiiciently 
from both branches, could set the wheels 
fn motion for better contracting and 
routing agreements, which would be the 
carnival’s salvation They would also 
serve as an arbitration body and smooth 
out differences that naturally arise under 
such circumstances between show and 
fair, or among themselves. 


Let it be understood the carnival con- 
tingent of the organization would not 
be for the purpose of correcting the 
morals or methods of operation, and not 
for limitations as to size and quality or 
general makeup. Each manager would 
continue to operate his midway as his 
conscience may dictate. There’s where 
the major trouble has arisen before: one 
carnival telling the other how to con- 
duct their affairs. It simply can’t be 
done. The whole scheme would bind 
showman and fair to a set of rules and 
regulations that would be fair and equit- 
able to all concerned. A book could be 
written along this line and a hundred 
and one things suggested as outstanding 
services this body could render, but lack 
of space prevents, therefore the balance 
of the article shall be directed to the 
carnival side of the question. 


First and foremost, a suggested con- 
sideration for carnival men would be to 
eliminate the flat rate dates, fair or still. 
The success of this or any other or- 
ganization will eventually hinge on this 
one question. Percentage is the only 
way. The fair associations should not 
expect their midway shows to under- 
write the event. They should not ex- 
pect the carnival to be rain, drought or 
depression insurance. They book a mid- 
way to help draw at the gate—tho they 
get 100 per cent of this money. They 
book the show because people like the 
carnival—no denying this. Yet they ac- 
cept a toll that is unbearable. Under 
the present system the free-act people 
are the only safe performers on a fair- 
grounds. They get theirs, and the carni- 
val gives theirs! See the difference? If 
it rains Mr. Carnival Man is out and is 
expected to pay that enormous FLAT rate 
guarantee. If it rains and the free acts 
don’t work, they get paid just the same. 
Both are put on the fairgrounds for the 
same purpose—drawing power, A rather 
funny title for acts in front of the grand 
stand anyway, when in most cases cus- 
tomers pay 50 cents to get on the 
grounds and then 75 cents more to see 
them! 


This is not meant as a slur toward 
fair men. Far be it from such. It is 
rather an example showing how far they 
have outsmarted carnival men, or rather 
how far they have let the Managers and 
agents outsmart themselves. 


With the right kind of an organiza- 
tion a lot of such evils could be cor- 
rected, and being business men of high 
type, the fair secretaries of this country 
would acquiesce to anything reasonable 
and a halfway proposition, if gone about 
properly. 


Bhese carnival men should get together 
and as a body decide what their executive 
committee should contend for, and 
drastic penalties should be imposed on 
both sides alike for violations. Here is 
a table that would eliminate the prin- 
cipal cause of the carnival’s present 
status: 


All fairs grossing $7,500 or less 
should not be allowed to extract 
more than 15 per cent from the 
carnival, plus $1.50 per foot for con- 
cessions. (Records past three years 
basis for arriving at gross. No guar- 
antee.) 


Fairs 'n $7,500 to $12,500 class, 20 
per cent. Concessions $2.50 per front 
foot. 


Fairs in $12,500 to $25,000 class, 25 
per cent. Concessions $5.00 per front 
foot, And so on. 


These figures are my own and could 
be revised. However, from personal ex- 
perience, they are all a show can stand 
and be successful. An entirely different

arrangement regarding concessions could 


be easily worked out, but in no case 
should the fair receive more than 50 per 
cent of this revenue. Under this ar- 


rangement the risks are borne by both; 
the profits, if any, would be shared and 
the two would be partners in making a 
success—just as it should be. These 
figures make the proposition practically 
a 50-50 deal, but eliminate the danger 
of losing the profits of several weeks’ 
hard work at one rainy date by the 
shows. 


This is merely a condensed outline of 
what could be done by carnival man- 
agers with backbone and the “Outdoor 
Associated Exhibitors”. The only possible 
way on earth for this organization to 
succeed would be to make it so strong 
demands from it could not be looked 
upon lightly. Make it so powerful every 
show of consequence would have to be- 
come a member, and make its protect- 
ing arm so broad memberships would be 
sought. It would be far better for some 
of them to go broke than let the entire 
industry go on the rocks. A membership 
certificate should be in the form ‘of a 
cash forfeiture bond ranging from one 
to five thousand, according to classifica- 
tion, same to revert to the organization 
if found guilty of practices forbidden by 
the by-laws, or to an offended member 
as the case may be. 


So once more a plan has been set out. 
It will probably die as is, so there need 
be no delay for the cabbage, tomatoes, 
overripe eggs and razzberries!

“the governor” can put them all] right 
when difficulties arise in the levying out 
cf the vast space of Olympia, the fouling 
of a flying trapeze with the guy lines of « 
a wire walker’s gear, the handling of an 
elaborate equestrian entree or what not 
He is frequently called in as a last re- 
sort to help out his chief engineer or 
works manager and seems to know more 
of the tension of a cable or the breaking 
strain of a girder than his own son 
Cyril, who has taken a first-class degree 
as an engineer. 

He is no mere financier, exploiting by 
virtue of his capital the ability of others. 
Rather he is a born showman, investing 
his self-made money in amusement 
catering. And every penny of capital in 
his business is his own. 


Publicity is, of course, the life blood 
of successful entertainment organiza- 
tion, and Mills has his own unique pub- 
licity angle. His advertising is lavish 
and original. He commissions some of 
the best artists to do his posters. He 
scorns stock printing and has a keen 
eye and a fierce editorial pencil for every 
bill that goes on to the boardings. He 
makes his own advertisement allocations, 
and scrutinizes the methed of spending 
and the returns obtained for every 
pound thus invested. This does not 
imply any meanness for he is probably 
among the most free-handed men in the 
business. His telegraph, foreign tele- 
phone and cable account would probably 
keep many a duke in comfort 


His love of horses doubtless explains 
why he is the first man round the 
stables in the morning and often the 
last to leave them at night. He inspects 
the grooming of the performing animals 
as carefully as he used to look after his 
own exhibits in the horse shows. An 
expert in this department stated recent- 
ly that the horses belonging to foreign 
acts are almost invariably enormously 
improved in appearance, feeding and 
health before they leave his service. A 
consultative staff of veterinary surgeons 
is annually empaneled to look after the 
condition of the animals at Olympia. 
The animal lines, indeed, are as thoroly 
considered in relation to sanitation, 
draughts, temperature and comfort as 
are the convenience and comfort of 
audience and artists, The space and 
pesition of the horse lines entails a big 
sacrifice in the potential showground 
rental. This, however, results in the 
show as a whole being more attractive, 
for the animal enclosures are eagerly 
frequented by the public—who regard 
them as a side show in themselves. 


Mills considers that everything shgwn 
must be perfectly shown. He grooms the 
whole of Olympia as he would a horse, 
regarding perfection of presentation as 
the primary condition of entertainment. 
His consideration for the public equals 
that which he lavishes on artists and 
animals. He sits in every part of the 
house to make sure that lines of sight, 
acoustics, temperature and comfort are 
“just so” for every patron, making sure 
that all get the full value of the show 
irrespective of the price of the seat. He 
caters as thoughtfully for the dear-seat 
buyer as for the cheap. He likes espe- 
cially to deal himself with any com- 
Plaints that arise. Indeed, his organiza- 
tion is thruout noticeable for the per- 
sonal touch rather than for office rou- 
tine. 


“I do not think of today’s show only. 
I'm thinking of next week and next 
year,” he explains. That is why during 
the whole period of the circus he leaves 
his beautiful Buckinghamshire home and 
lives practically at Olympia. 

These qualities have made him the 
supreme figure in the circus and fun- 
fair world of Europe today, the type of 
the great men of the white tops, Bar- 
num and Ringling and the rest, a@yd 
have made his Christmas circus in Lon- 
don the mecca of amusement seekers 
from the whole of Great Britain. 

During 1930 he turned his attention 
to further developments of the English 
circus. The advent of the cinema and 
other social factors had brought the 


road show into a poor pass. Initiation 


and the gift of showmanship seemed ta 
have passed from the circus men, aud 
this once so popular type of entertain- 
ment was at a very low ebb. 

One big trouble was the hostility of 
local authorities and busybodies to the 
“often insanitary and dubious working 
conditions of road shows, which resulted 
in suitable grounds being closed against 
them. Bertram Mills set about the or. 
ganizing of his road show along the 
same lines of luxury, cleanliness, at- 
tractiveness and efficiency as have 
brought success to the Olympia venture, 
He had a vast tent made to his own 
ideas, comfortable, spacious, yet emi- 
nently portable, and this great motorized 
show has played many provincial centers 
with great success from the start. And 
this despite the unparalleled trade de- 
pression of this first season and the up- 
hill fight to reinterest the general public 
in this type of entertainment 

This was the first completely motcr. 
ized show to be equipped in this coun. 
try. Moreover, he determined—against 
the advice and prophecies of pessimists 
—to attempt to play a week at each 
center instead of one day as was usual 
with his predecessors, The public has 
abundantly ratified his judgment, and 
the advent of Bertram Mills’ circus in 
a town is a signal for the population of 
the surrounding countryside to flock 
thither. Here again the horse lines, 
dressing accommodations and welfare 
arrangements are beyond criticism, and 
the public is admitted freely to all parts 
of the establishment. He has indeed 
stopped the rot in this sphere of enter- 
tainment and re-established in a single 
year the circus in the highest esteem of 
the provincial populace. 

Some five years ago, while running 
the circus in the main hall at Olympia, 
he turned ‘his attention to the exploita- 
tion of the magnificent hall alongsice. 
What should he do with it? Popular 
dancing was, he decided, the solution. 
So he had the 24,000 square feet of co1- 
crete floor covered with a splendid danc- 
ing surface, and at top speed the largest 
dance hall in the country was ready for 
opening to a first-night public so clam- 
ocrous for admission that thousands of 
disappointed late comers offered bank 
notes to gain admission. It needed 
Captain Mills’ personal presence, as well 
as that of a big body of policé, to stop 
a riot. From then on a new era of popu- 
lar dancing facilities was inaugurated. 
As this hall was booked for exhibitions, 
he obtained a lease of the historic Royal 
Opera House, Covent Garden, and when 
the Olympia season ended on the Satur- 
day night his staff moved across London, 
taking the dance floor with it, and 
opened at the Opera House on the fol- 
lowing Monday evening. 

For years now the Olympia Circus and 
Dance and the Royal Opera House dance 
season have formed an important part 
of the pleasure life of London's winter 
season. 

Such is the achievement of Captain 
Bertram Mills in the sphere of enter- 
tainment. As sportsman, as the pro- 
prietor of a four-in-hand coaching serv~ 
ice that gives a touch of old-world Eng- 
lish life to our modern highways, as @ 
wartime organizer and inventor, and as 
a public man of affairs, London and the 
country recognize in him a pioneer and 
a unique personality.

He won the col- 
stituency after a stiff fight, borne to 
success by the same characteristics of 
care for detail and personal magnetism 
which have made him so proficient a 
showman. His colleagues of the L. C. 
C. soon discovered his talents, and he 
is now vice-chairman of the theaters and 
music halls committee of the council. 
Circumstances have cast upon him of 
late a heavy burden of the work of this 
committec, which is so vital to the well 
being of the entertainment community 
of London and indeed of the country. 
This has meant a big call upon his time, 
but he gives himself up ungrudgingly to 
public affairs, and is doing invaluable 
work in regard to the various problems

shuns notoriety or fame for himself and 
will break on appointment if he finds it 
means bringing himself into the spot- 
light. 

He will spend $50,000 on a new and rare 
beast to add to his menagerie, a sea ele- 
phant for example, and then will argue 
over the expenditure of what he believes 
to be an unnecessary dollar for trans- 
porting it from boat to quarters. 

Thousands of dollars have been lost 
in the circus business. Hundreds have 
tried to blaze a path to success in its 
cavernous route. Only one has ever made 
millions for its owners and that one be- 
cause of such showmanship as the Ring- 
lings have always displayed. When the 
Ringling shows first went forth on the 
high road their competitors termed them 
“the Sunday School shows”, and it was 
rumored that psalms were sung and 
prayers said on the circus lot. The idea 
that a circus could be clean and free from 
grift and graft was scoffed at, 

Perhaps there is a moral in the fact 
that the Ringlings clung tenaciously to 
their idea of “cleaning up the circus”, of 
keeping it free from filth and dirt and of 
making it the safest amusement place for 
woman or child. There must be a 
lesson somewhere .in the _  postlude 
to that result which shows them as 
the greatest showmen in the world with 
millions of rightfully gained dollars. It 
is said that far back in the olden days 
of the caravans of wandering circuses 
the pickpocket privilege was openly sold 
at the beginning of each season, and all 
of us remember how, when the circus 
came to town, the wash was taken in 
from the line, the doors solidly bolted 
and housewives feared for their silver. 
Not once in two decades has there been 
a pocket picked on a Ringling “lot”. In- 
stead of fearing the visit of the circus 
today Chamber of Commerce officials 
seek its coming. City officials meet its 
trains not with attachments, but with 
a welcome and an invitation to the peo- 
ple of the circus to partake of all the 
city’s hospitality. Great hotels, the 
finest in the land, vie with one another 
for the patronage of the circus folks. 

And back at the rear of the “fourth 
section” in his luxurious private car 
“Jomar”, it is probable that John Ring- 
ling sits in thoughtful silence, before 
his eyes the forms of his brothers whom 
he loved as few brothers are loved, pass- 
ing in review, and it is probable, too, 
that he still sees in fancy the rough un- 
paved roads of the ‘90s when the “Ring- 
ling Bros.’ Great Moral and Refined 
Hippodrome of Wonders ,and World's 
Greatest Shows” journeyed wearily but 
yet untiringly over mile after mile of 
bighways which would today be consid- 
ered impassable.

considerate of the showfolk, admitting 
that it is a hardship to them, but never- 
theless do not lose sight of it as a finan- 
cial asset. The more sentimental hold 
that whether the parade is a business 
booster or not, the circus “owes it to the 
children of America to retain this time- 

honored feature”. 

It would seem that the fans should 
unanimously agree on some circus policy, 
but such is not the case with such a 
large number of persons expressing their 
views. The nearest approach to una- 
nimity of belief is in regard to the effect 
the circus has on business in the com- 
munity it visits, contrary to the belief 
of many merchants. Only one circus fan 
failed to see a stimulation of business 
of local merchants from the visit of the 
circus 

It is true that a few believe that busi- 
ness is little affected by the circus and 
some think that only cafes and hotels 
profit, but the vast majority are in ac- 
cord that the circus is a big asset to 
business. A few believe that the local 
merchant does not usually take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to increase 
his financial returns on such an occasion. 
That the circus fans should be better 
qualified to pass upon this issue than 
most any other involved is obvious from 
the fact that many ere business men and 
have first-hand information on the sub- 
ject. 

Psychological reasons are advanced as 
arguments that the circus promotes busi- 
ness of local merchants. Crowd psy- 
chology has a favorable effect on busi- 
ness, it is contended, and there is also 
the belief that anything like the circus 
that stimulates the imagination also 
stimulates business. The parade factor 
enters into this discussion, also, for there 
are those who believe that the circus 
without the parade does very little to 
stimulate local business, as compared 
with the circus that puts. out a parade. 
Crowds congregate in the business sec- 
tion of the city to witness the procession, 
while in the case of the show that has 
no parade, the patrons go direct from 
their homes to the showgrounds, it is 
said. 

In direct contrast, there are opponents 
of the parade, as relating to local busi- 
ness, who contend that the crowds are 
kept on the streets, anticipating the 
parade for hours, and that they are pre- 
vented from visiting the stores, while the 
performances take up the afternoon or 
evening hours of the visitors. One 
humorously inclined medical man who 
answered the questionnaire, says the 
circus helps business for the merchant 
“and the doctor, too”. 


While wondering over the present-day 
circus and its problems, the fans have 
not passed up the opportunity to con- 
template what is in store for the future 
and to speculate on the circus of tomor- 
row. 

There has been some indication of a 
trend toward the one-ring circus of the 
past, but a majority of the fans do 
not believe that the one-ring show, even 
tho it featured class acts exclusively, 
without cheap fillers, would have the ap- 
peal of the modern multi-ringed affair. 
Fifty-seven per cent hasten to indorse 
the big show, while 41 per cent are in 
sympathy with the one-ring circus, where 
one may take in all that is going on 
under the canvas. 

In much larger numbers, the fans pre- 
dict that the European type of circus 
will never replace the white tops in 
America. Ninety-two per cent express 
themselves as expecting to see the 
canvas-covered circus continue indefi- 
nitely, while the small minority who 
venture to predict the advent of the 
permanent circus in America, for the 
most part, see it possible only in the 
larger cities—New York, Chicago, and 
possibly a few others. The fans are still 
more unaninious in their opposition to 
the eclipsing of the white tops by the 
permanent circus, only four actually ex- 
pressing themselves as being in favor of 
the European type of show. 

In somewhat the same proportions, the 
enthusiasts express their opposition to 
the separation of the menagerie from 


the big top, with a special admission 
eharge. Seventy-nine per cent do not 
see any attraction in this innovation, 


practiced to some extent at this time 
on the eastern side of the Atlantic, while 
17 per cent see its advantages. They 
argue that the menagerie as a separate 
attraction would draw its own follow. 
ers and would equalize the revenue of 
the circus with a lower general admissio), 
charge to the big show. They also sce 
in a small admission charge to the 
menagerie the possibility of many chii- 
dren being attracted to this educational! 
feature, when admission to the com- 
bined circus and menagerie would be 
prohibitive to them. And there are a 
few who would welcome the separat: 
menagerie in order that they might take 
their time in viewing the various ex- 
hibits of animals without being rushed 
and jostled by those who have no care 
for the animal features, and scurry thru 
the tent to reach the main arena. A 
few advocate the combining of the side 
show and menagerie for greater proiit 
as they see it, thru the double attrac- 
tion, They think that the side-show 
features would bring greater revenue 
thru the addition of the animals to 
this part of the show, and at the same 
time they do not think that the absence 
of the animal show would detract from 
the revenue of the main show. 


Transportation is always a major prob- 
lem to the circus, and this survey has 
not omitted. consideration of trans- 
portation facilities of the present and 
future, with conflicting views on this 
subject as in the case of all other mat- 
ters discussed. 

The great majority of fans do not ex- 
pect to see the railroad show eliminated 
by the motorized circus, regardless of 
the expansion of the latter in the future 
Seventy-eight per cent bear this thought, 
while 20 per cent expect the railroad 
show to be a thing of the past in the 
years to come. 


Those who see a great future for the 
motorized show believe that lower over- 
head and greater mobility are important 
factors for the motorized circus in elim- 
inating the railroad show from serious 
competition. Some believe that the only 
possible hope for the big-railroad show 
to survive will be in carrying a menagerie 
much larger and more complete than the 
motor-transported show would under- 
take, 

A still smaller number believe that 
the motorized circus will equal or sur- 
pass the railroad show in size. Some look 
to Charles Sparks to revolutionize the 
motorized circus business and to bring 
out the opportunities that have remained 
latent in early development of this type 
of transportation for the circus. 


Those who do not believe the motor- 
ized circus will equal the railroad show 
in size, claim that it would be impossible 
for as much equipment as is carried by 
the Ringling-Barnum Circus to be trans- 
ported by motor on a sufficiently sound 
financial basis. Then it is pointed out 
that on account of the fact that many 
States have maximum load limitations 
for each motor vehicle, that immense 
shows would require such a long string 
of trucks that the time required in 
transporting the show from stard to 
stand would be too great. And in this 
connection it is also contended that a 
motorized show as large as the Ringling- 
Barnum combine could not make the 
long jumps necessary for a show of that 
size. 

There is a well defined sentiment 
among those who are strong believers 
in the future of the motorized show, 4s 
well as many who champion the railroad 
shows, that development in the motor- 
ized field will be of considerable import 
in the next decade. Expressions tend to 
the belief that the quality of the per- 
formances will improve, that there will 
be an enlargement far beyond the limits 
of the most ambitious motor caravan of 
the present time and that more and more 
big-time circus performers will succumb 
to the lure of the motorized circus with 
its less strenuous jumps, the possibility 
of rest in hotels rather than on sleeping 
cars and leisurely travel from town to 
town by automobile. 

Some hold out that the motorized 
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must transport draft stock for its

And so, the circus fans have expressed 

emselves On many matters of im- 
portance to the circus world. Whether 
their views are of importance to the 
circus owner or not it remains for that 
individual to determine for himself. 
Their expressions, at least, furnish food 
for thought and provide a cross section 
of opinion among those who are devoted 
to the amusement.

ing around the track, cannot hold a 
candle to one where they are properly 
fitted out with costumes, wigs, hand 
props, in makeup and trained in their 
parts. (Please tell me why a spec. can't 
do something besides just move along 
to the music. Can't part of it be a 
ballet which dances its way along and 
can't part be soldiers who are marching 
instead of just walking, and can’t the 
soloists sing into speakers so everyone 
can hear? Or let them make a record 
beforehand and just move their lips in 
the spec. while someone in the backyard 
plays the record on a machine into the 
public address system.) 

These pages contain from time tc time 
articles and comment that tend to show 
that something is radically wrong with 
the outdoor show business. I see ref- 
erences to underpaid personnel, anti- 
quated equipment, sameness of presenta- 
tion year after year, lack of co-operation 
netween rival organizations and other 
self-evident faults. One writer pleads 
ior something new in the shows, another 
for more and better billing, and a third 
for more attention to courtesy to pa- 
trons. The diversity of these comments 
leads one to believe that many phases 
of the outdoor business are being con- 
structively criticized (and that is the 
only kind of criticism needed). 


To be able to find fault is a healthy 
condition, perhaps, but to find fault and 
suggest a remedy is a constructive meas- 
ure which usually leads to improvement. 
I note an extremely sad state of affairs 
when it seems that the average showman 
is comparing present-day carnivals with 
those of the past. Naturally they have 
improved some and they should have. 
The only trouble is they haven't im- 
proved enough and the outdoor show 
worid should keep its face on the future 
and quit setting a standard of com- 
parison by what the shows have done. 
By looking at other lines of endeavor 
We can see the true comparison. Surely 
no line of endeavor in America has made 
the strides that the entertainment world 
has made and I don’t think the outdoor 
show world has kept up with the parade. 


As near as I can make out, the whale 
show (not new, but new to this genera- 
tion) and several new rides are just 
about the sole contribution to the carni- 
val business for 1929 and °'30. Other- 
wise it was 1928 or 1927 all over again. 


Realizing the widespread fleld of the 
carnival and the millions who are pretty 
near dependent on it by not having 
beaches and other outdoor places for 
recreation, it seems a very fine field for 
men of vision and I prophesy that unless 
the utmost care and diligence are shown 
by men now in the field to remedy pres- 
ent conditions that the field will be in- 
vaded by men with unlimited capital 
from other branches of the entertain 
ment world who are abreast of the 
times and who can and will put for- 
ward shows and attractions in a manner 
to intrigue the people to patronize them 
in wholesale quantities (movies, for in- 
stance, 110,000,000 patrons per week, just 
for comparison) and who will leave the 
present standpatters standing aghast at 
the new lineup. 

I have never seen a circus big top or 
side show, or a carnival midway which 
I considered adequately lighted. I know 
that you will think because I work in a 
motion picture studio and because we 
use 80 much light (and no doubt throw 
plenty away) that I expect too much. 
I expect just this much: As long as a 
show has a certain thing to offer to the 
public it should dress it up with light 
(for light is as much a part of the dress- 
ing as anything else) to a point where 
it is attractive, easily and distinctly seen 
and will attract people to it. It is merely 
protecting the investment already in the 
show and increasing the effectiveness of 
the other features of the display by show- 
ing them up to best advantage 

I think the present method of light- 
ing midways by having hundreds of low- 
Wattage lamps anging haphazardly 
juate and many years 
other developments in out- 


abcut is very inadec 
behind the 


door lighting. It seems to me that a 
large percentage of midway light is dissi- 
pated into space rather than being con- 
trolled to do most efficient work. How- 
ever the method of use, it should be 
directed where it will do the most good 

I suggest in lieu of the present method 
a system of concentrated units of high 
wattage, located on portable towers o; 
steel tubing or angle iron. These could 
be light and easily moved and so ar- 
ranged that they could be folded o; 
telescoped into small space for moving 
On these should be a number of large 
floodlights with adequate reflectors, so 
that the light will be thrown where it is 
needed and not off into the black sky 
Certain ones should be directed straigh: 
on show fronts, concessioners and rides 
and others with more horizontal spread 
used for the general lighting of the mid- 
way. On the top of these towers might 
be a large colored light or two, like a 
radio beacon, pointing up into the sk, 
at an angle which in clear weather would 
be seen for miles and help advertise the 
show. These last should revolve slowly 
and if powerful enough would hit on the 
low clouds overhead, where they could 
be easily seen for a long way off. 

All inside light should have reflectors, 
so that it will not be lost up against the 
bottom of the tent and should be ccn- 
centrated on the performers or exhibit 
and not just bare lamps hung here and 
there, as most of them seem to be now 

I would like to see what the outdoor 
department of General Electric or Crouse- 
Hinds would do with a midway if given 
a free hand. I would be willing to bet 
that it would add dollars to the operat- 
ing costs all right, but would all come 
back in increased patronage if other 
things were in keeping with it. 


The circus business did a bold pioneer- 
ing thing when it put Tom Mix on as a 
drawing card. You all know the re- 
sult. It put a “name” in the circus 
business. Heretofore there were per-

Why hasn't the carnival business more 
like him? They are available. 
There are other picture people who work 
for less than the proverbial $10,000 per 
week and surely vaudeville, with it at its 
lowest ebb in years, could have produced 
a few 

Why wouldn't a “name” movie star, 
even if a little of a has-been, due to 
changes in the business, draw in a show 
showing how talkies are made? Have a 
camera, sound equipment, all the lights 
and an actor or two for support. Have 
“name” go thru a scene just as it 
would be done in a Hollywood studio, 
with the director and all, and then have 
the scene or scenes shown on a screen 
in the darkened tent (previously pre- 
pared, of course, but exact in every de- 
tail) so the assembled patrons could see

and hear the finished product. Would 
that draw? 
How about an electrical robot? There 


was one which created a sensation at the 
big English exposition and one played 
vaudeville in this country. I think a 
good one, well staged, would draw on a 
midway. 

How about television, Has it ever been 
effectively shown on a midway? I stood 
in line with hundreds of others for 45 
minutes at a radio show three years ago 
to see a demonstration and I know that 
it has advanced past that primitive stage 
now, 


There are several things connected 
with the picture business which are im- 
mensely interesting to the layman which

might be presented on a midway. One 
I might mention would be a moving 
picture museum. It could have so-and- 
so’s coat and hat used in so-and-so pice 
ture; the coach used in this production 
and something well remembered from 
that one. The combination would be 
unending. 

Surely other industries offer sugges- 
tions for new shows. What could have 
a greater appeal to children (and crown- 
ups, too) than a marionette theater? 
Punch and Judy has been done to death 
(and the ones I have seen were pretty 
poor at best, and I judge these by some 
vefy good ones seen in Europe), but a 
good marionette show has no comparison 
with these. I recall “Treasure Island” 
presented in Hollywood to audiences of 
two thousand or more for over a week, 
so it must have an appeal. 


A little time and thought would pro- 
duce new ideas by the gross, I am sure. 
Many of them would not click with the 
fickle public, but they would just have 
to be tried. “Then the good ones could 
be developed and perfected and the poor 
ones laid aside. Such is progress always. 
Continual effort spent in that direction 
would eventually produce much of value. 


Youth and beauty in performers is 
something else needed in the carnival 
field. I don’t think the public wants 
middle-aged women shoved off on them 
as girls just because they happen to 
be the wives of the show owners. Vaude- 
ville, movies and the legit search high 
and low for beauty and the carnivals 
need a few gobs on every midway. Re- 
ceptly I read in these columns that sev- 
eral of the Ringling shows were recruit- 
ing girls in Hollywood for their lineups. 
That is a move in the right direction. 
Pictures of choruses appearing in these 
pages recently and other pictures of cer- 
tain show fronts, with the assembled 
personnel, would indicate that they could 
be used to good advantage all along the 
line. Even such positions as_ ticket 
sellers, waitresses, concessioner help and 
others help to give the midway a look 
of youth or of middle age, as the case 
might be.

CHANGING FAIR

his city brother to get excited over an 
cut-of-date fair. You can take any 
dying fair and by proper management 
revive it.” 

C. E. Ashbrook, former manager of the 
Ohio State Junior Fair, has personally 
cemonstrated that a dying fair can be 
revived by the injection of new ideas. 
In 1925 the Ashley (O.) Fair was about 
ready to throw up the sponge. For 13 
consecutive years the fair had lost 
money. Ashbrook became secretary. 

His task was to restore the confidence 
of the people and regain the concessions. 
A review of the lean years showed Ash- 
brook that the boys and girls of the 
community .had had but little part in 
the fair. An innovation could do no 
harm, and might possibly help. He de- 
termined to organize a junior fair. 

A reluctant but desperate fair board 
gave its consent, providing a_ special 
premium list of $500. Boys and girls 
were placed in charge of the various de- 


partments. They went out into the 
community and raised $1,200 for a 
junior fair building. Apathy towards 


the fair began to disappear. Newspapers 
gave the junior fair idea generous pub- 
licity because it was NEW, and therefore 
had news value. The concessions came 
back, attendance picked up—and for the 
first time in 14 years the Ashley Fair 
made money. 

Every year since then the fair has 
shown a profit. In 1929, with Ashbrook 
as manager and the Ashley Junior Fair 
as the nucleus, the Ohio State Junior 
Fair was launched, perhaps the first of 
its kind. Added activity of 4-H Club 
members and a quite general participa- 
tion on the part of vocational education 
boys and girls has marked the intro- 
duction of the junior fair idea at the 
Ohio State Fair. 

Unquestionably the fair needs some- 
thing—young blood, new ideas, a more 
aggressive, more intelligent business 
management. Perhaps something revo- 
lutionary will be required to keep the 
fair a going concern—some new notion 
of business management. 


This is a day of mergers, as everyone 
knows; mergers in all sorts of businesses 
and industries—mergers to cut down 
overhead, increase efficiency and show a 
profit instead of a loss. In the last 
century our State fairs were frequently 
migratory, held here this year, some- 


where else next year, and so on. I» 
order to make them pay State fair 
boards finally located their fairs in on: 
place. 


Still, how many businesses could stay 
out of debt operating on the same basis 
as that of the average fair, with but on: 
week in which to try to show a profit 
for the entire year? Perhaps a Moses 
will soon come to lead the fairs out of 
the wilderness of economic troubles 
Possibly, just possibly, he has already 
made his appearance. 


R. S. Uzzell, representing the Nationa! 
Association of Amusement Parks, sug. 
gests that the fair merge with simila: 
outdoor recreation interests. Let the 
community fairground as such be aban- 
doned, he says. Instead, let us have the 
fair, an athletic field, a baseball grounds 
a swimming pool, a carnival grounds, an 
amusement park, possibly a golf course 
and an aviation field, all concentrated in 
one area. 


“The old fair and the old amusement 
park must pass out of the picture,” says 
Mr, Uzzell, “and the new grouping that 
will produce the recreational center 
must be scientific and efficient in all its 
departments to meet the new era and 
furnish the proper recreation for the 
thorobred man, and above all it must 
be harmonious, beautiful and artistic.” 


Mr. Uzzell’s suggestion is not mere 
theorizing—it is based on an interesting 
recent precedent. What he proposes has 
already been done On a modest scale in 
Quebec in 1930. Quebec has concen- 
trated the fair, racing, baseball, athletic 
events, circus, carnival, city park and 
amusement park in one area—an out- 
door department store of healthful 
recreation, Mr. Uzzell calls it. 


And what was the result to the Quebec 
Fair? Quebec had the best fair in 
Canada, patrons elsewhere seeming some- 
what fed up on agricultural and indus- 
trial exhibits as such, 


The changing fair? Certainly, when 
the law of existence demands conformity 
to changing conditions of existence.

separate operating units. Miniature golf 
courses have been established by the 
thousands. Miniature aviation fields will 
crop up during the ensuing season and 
the opportunity for showmen_  en- 
trepreneurs is great in operating fleets of 
Aviation Trainers. 

The public is interested in devices 
which they can operate themselves. They 
want to actively participate physically in 
their amusements. The public desires to 
develop their skill and they are inter- 
ested in anything which encourages com- 
petition. All of these characteristics are 
found in aviation trainers. Aviation 
trainers give showmen a means of cap- 
italizing aviation publicity which is 
found daily in newspapers. Contests on 
aviation trainers will bring additional 
people to the amusement center. 

The youth of America is airminded. 
Aircraft model building clubs for boys 
and girls have been formed in every com- 
munity in the United States. Leading 
merchants have sponsored these aviation 
model building clubs. Direct co-opera- 
tion can be had from such merchants 
for the operation of aviation trainers. 
Public schools and high schools are giv- 
ing lectures on aviation. All public in- 
stitutions will gladly co-operate with 


traveling organizations and parks in a, 


tieup with aviation. 

Anticipate the public’s desires. Have 
the merchandise to deliver when the 
customer wants it, which will be dur- 
ing the ensuing season. Be able to 
capitalize the aviation-showmen tieup by 
having the necessary aviation mer- 
chandise to sell. 

The enthusiasm of the public in avia- 
tion must be corralled by — successful 
showmen. You will hold all of your old 
patrons and attract new ones if you tie 
up with aviation. Parks and carnivals 
must aggressively go after the public’s 
patronage and the public will patronize 
aviation tieups. 

There is a ray of light and hope for 
the outdoor show business in a tieup 
with aviation. Aviation in its entirety 
has great appeal to the public. 


Today we even find aviation penetrat- 
ing into the center of large cities. Ac- 
commodations for landing of dirigibles 
have already been provided for in the 
construction plans of some of our 
largest municipal edifices. The new Em- 
pire State Building, tallest of the new 
skyscrapers in New York City, has pro- 
vided a large tower for the landing of the 
largest airships ever built. 

Colonel Lindbergh has recently stated 
that he believed that the day will soon 
be here when men and women will use 
airplanes the same as they do auto- 
mobiles. 

Recent figures published by Colonel 
Clarence M. Young, Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce for Aeronautics, show that 
1,135,157 passengers flew in airplanes in 
the first six months of 1930.

Reeds Celebrate 
Golden Wedding 


Two veteran circus people, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. H, Reed, residing this winter 
at their winter quarters city of years 
ago, Vernon, Ind., recently celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary, their 
marriage having been solemnized Febru- 
ary 27, 1881. They have been almost 
continuously in circus business, having 
“vacationed” last season at a small park 
near Cincinnati. 


Reed is among the oldest living circus 
men. He started as a musician with the 
Stowe & Rice circus in 1872. The next 
year he was with the original Howe's 
New London circus and Sanger’s British 
Menagerie. During the following 11 
years he served as musician or agent 
with various old-time shows and in 1883 
launched Reed’s New Nickle Plate circus. 
This title later was changed to Reed's 
European circus, which he used (over- 
land show—one year on railroad, two 
years’ traveling by steamboat) until a 
few years ago when he retired as show 
owner and manager on account of an au- 
tomobile accident and his need of less 
strenuous activity while recovering from 
injuries he sustained. 


Of late he has been general agent for 
various small shows. 


Mrs. Reed entered the business the year 
of their marriage as a musician. Later 
she worked trained dogs and ponies and 
ere long had excellent trained strings of 
those of her own and did musical and 
talking acts in concerts. With the Reed 
shows she was @ proficient directing 
head while her husband looked after 
the general membership; also sold big 
show tickets and was secretary and treas- 
urer and worked her trained ponies and 
dogs. 

A point of interest in the show career 
of Reed is that when Ringling Bros. cir- 
cus changed from an overland to a rail- 
road show he purchased the big top (a 
very large one for a “mud show”). It had 
been used the preceding season. Out- 
side of some minor ailments he is now 
in good health and a veritable encyclo- 
pedia regarding old-time circuses and 
circus folks. ’

JUMBO————

in the Dominion, on the soil of the 
mother country. “Circus Day”, an event 
never to be forgotten in St. Thomas, Ont., 
was drawing to a close on a late date in 
September, 1885. The startling news 
spread that Jumbo had been killed at the 
railroad runs where the menagerie was 
being loaded. Fortunately, a man is liv- 
ing now fm Whitinsville, Mass., who was 
an employee at that time (as well as in 
previous and later seasons) on the Bar- 
num & Bailey operating force. His per- 
sonal knowledge of the accident was 
given in detail only six months ago for 
use in this article and as authentic his- 
tory for permanent record. Thomas A. 
Fullerton, veteran circus trouper, tells 
the tragic event as follows: “It was after 
the oblong tent was down and the cages 
were on their way to the cars. The big 
show had just started, Bill Newman and 
George Bates had the performing ‘bulls’ 
in the ring; George Artinsfall, who was 
superintendent of bulls, was on-his way 
to load the rest of the herd. He stopped 
at the crossing, asked if any trains were 
due and was told there was none. The 
main line was parallel to the circus lot, 
our flat cars were in the side track, the 
elephant cars on the end. All the bulls 
had been loaded except Jumbo, Bridge- 
port and Babe when around a curve came 
an extra freight train on the main line. 
Babe ran down the bank. Bridgeport 
was struck and knocked out of the way 
with a broken leg. 


“Jumbo stood and faced the engine an 
instant, then turned and ran down the 
track. The engine hit him and hurled 
him to one side. I was on the scene im- 
mediately after he was hit. You should 
have seen the big animal, the legs on 
the nigh side were under the flat car, the 
other two were on top the flat. Oh, what 
a sight. That big elephant lying on his 
side dead; John Scott, his keeper, sitting 
on his rump crying like a baby. Jumbo 
was his pal. He came to this country 
with him from the London Zoo. Jumbo 
was certainly a wonderful bull. On week 
stands Scott would sleep alongside of him 
on the straw. Being an Englishman, Scott 
liked his beer, and Jumbo always got his 
share. He also liked tobacco, and many 
a 10-cent plug I gage to him. After the 
hide was stuffed and placed on exhibition 
in Smithsonian Institution, the bones of 
the skeleton were fastened together with 
wire, and it was then exhibited as a fea- 
ture attraction. As late as the seasons of 
1889 and 1890 one of my duties with the 
show while exhibiting in London was to 
put the Jumbo skeleton together and up 
for exhibition.”
